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COMMISSIONERS'    REPORT.

The  Railroad  Commissioners  respectfully  submit  their  Twenty- 
first  Annual  Report. 

Heating  Passenger  Caes. 
A  general  impression  prevails  that  the  use  of  stoves  in  pas- 
senger cars  in  Massachusetts  has  been  prohibited.  This 
impression  is  incorrect.  The  "common  stove"  has  been 
abolished  by  law,  but  all  the  other  stoves  approved  by  this 
Board  since  the  passage  of  the  Act  of  the  year  1882,  whether 
furnishing  heat  by  direct  radiation  or  by  means  of  hot  water  or 
steam  circulation,  may  still  lawfully  be  used  in  passenger  cars 
in  this  State.  The  responsibility  of  determining  how  cars 
shall  be  heated,  which  in  1887  was  transferred  by  the  Legisla- 
ture to  this  Board,  was  taken  away  from  the  Board  by  chapter 
103  of  the  Resolves  of  the  year  1888.  That  resolve  was  passed 
upon  the  announcement  by  the  Board  that  it  intended  to  notify 
the  railroad  companies  that  its  approvals  of  individual  heaters 
would  be  withdrawn  after  the  first  of  November,  1889,  except 
in  those  cases  in  which  peculiar  circumstances  justified  the 
making  of  exceptions.  The  resolve  instructed  the  Board  to 
further  investigate  the  subject,  and  make  report  thereon,  and 
not  to  withdraw  any  of  its  approvals  of  methods  of  heating 
until  the  report  had  been  made.  That  report  was  made  to  the 
Legislature  last  year,  and  covers  the  first  fifteen  pages  of  the 
annual  report.  The  Legislature  at  its  last  session  took  no 
further  action  upon  the  subject.  Matters  remain  in  statu 
quo,  as  the  Board  believes  that  such  was  the  intent  of  the 
Legislature,  and  does  not  consider  that  its  authority  and 
responsibility  have  been  revived  by  the  making  of  the  special 
report  and  the  failure  of  the  Legislature  to  act  thereon. 
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The  followicg  table  gives  the  number  of  cars  heated  by 
steam  on  the  various  railroads  in  the  Commonwealth,  in  the 
years  1887,  1888  and  1889  :  —

The  experience  of  another  year  has  not  changed  the  opinion 
of  the  Board  in  regard  to  the  safety  and  expediencj'^  of  heating 
by  steam  from  the  locomotive. 

The  increase  in  this  State  during  the  past  year  in  the  number 
of  cars  so  heated  confirms  the  prediction  made  in  the  last 
report,  that  the  system  has  such  inherent  merit  that  it  will 
come  gradually  into  general  use,  without  compulsory  legislation. 
It  must,  however,  be  borne  in  mind  that  gradual  progress  means 
a  delay  of  years  before  the  work  will  be  complete. 

At  the  seventeenth  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  of 
North  American  Railroad  Superintendents,  held  in  New  York 
in  April  last,  the  committee  on  machinery,  G.  W.  Beach, 
chairman,  made  a  report  on  the  subject  of  heating  and  ventilat- 
ing cars.  That  report  embodied  replies  to  questions  sent  to 
general  managers  or  superintendents  the  latter  part  of  the 
winter.     As  the    information     collected    comes    from    persons 
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having  practical  experience  with  systems  of  heating  by  steam 
from  tlie  locomotive,  and  is  very  instructive,  the  summary 
which  was  made  by  the  committee  as  part  of  its  report  is 
printed  in  the  appendix. 

Thirty-eight  roads  had  been  heard  from  at  the  time  when  the 
report  was  made.  Of  these,  eighteen  roads  had  not  used 
locomotive  steam  heat  on  their  equipment.  The  remaining 
twenty  roads  had  used  various  systems  of  heating  by  steam 
from  the  locomotive  :  and  of  these  roads,  two  reported  that 
they  did  not  consider  train  steam  heating,  so  far  as  they  had 
tried  it,  a  success  ;  one  reported  that  it  "  promises  fairly  now  ;" 
while  the  remaining  seventeen  reported  that  they  did  consider 
it  a  success. 

When  the  Board,  a  year  and  a  half  ago,  reported  to  the 
Legislature  that,  if  the  subject  was  left  in  its  hands,  it  would 
require  that  trains,  subject  to  such  exceptions  as  peculiar 
circumstances  might  justify,  should  be  heated  by  steam  from 
the  locomotive  after  the  first  of  November,  1889,  and  gave  the 
reasons  for  its  position,  the  claim  was  made  that  the  success  of 
steam  heating  had  not  been  demonstrated  by  sufficiently  exten- 
sive experience.  This  claim  can  no  longer  be  maintained. 
The  endorsement  of  seventeen  out  of  twenty  superintendents, 
who  have  had  charge  of  the  working  of  the  system,  is  note- 
worthy and  convincing. 

Last  winter,  practically  all  the  roads  in  the  State  of  New 
York  were  equipped  with  systems  of  heating  by  steam  from  the 
locomotive,  the  Legislature  of  that  State  having  prohibited, 
except  in  case  of  temporary  emergency,  the  heating  of  passen- 
ger cars  by  stoves  or  furnaces  kept  inside  the  car  or  suspended 
therefrom. 

Material  improvements  in  the  systems  now  in  use  are  to  be 
expected.  Undoubtedly  the  connections  between  the  cars  will 
be  improved,  and  leakage  diminished.  The  arrangement  of 
piping  and  of  valves  will  be  simplified,  and  facility  of  circula- 
tion increased.  Better  methods  of  disposing  of  the  condensa- 
tion or  of  returning  it  to  the  locomotive  will  be  discovered. 
The  regulation  of  the  amount  of  heat  furnished  will  be  ren- 
dered more  easy  and  more  perfect.  One  of  the  chief  troubles 
with  locomotive  steam  heat  thus  far  has  been  that  cars  have 
been  kept  too  hot,  rather  than  too  cold.     This  difiiculty  will  be 
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lessened  by  improved  ventilation  ;  but  some  method  should  be 
devised  by  which  the  amount  of  heat  can  be  more  readily 
regulated,  according  to  the  temperature. 

Although  many  improvements  are  desirable,  and  will  in  all 
probability  soon  be  made,  still,  locomotive  steam  heating  in  its 
present  development  is  a  success,  as  shown  by  the  testimony 
of  those  who  have  practically  tested  it ;  and,  in  the  opinion  ot 
this  Board,  further  delay  in  adopting  some  system  of  train 
heating  cannot  be  justified. 

The  great  consideration  is,  that  tire  in  case  of  accident  can- 
not originate  from  a  system  of  heating  by  steam  from  the 
locomotive  ;  but  that  fire  may,  and  in  severe  accidents  is  pretty 
sure  to,  result,  if  individual  heaters  are  used.  Some  heaters 
are  safer  than  others  ;  none  are  absolutely  safe. 

The  Board  renews  the  recommendation  that  in  all  passenger 
cars  there  should  be  a  good  and  a  good-sized  thermometer, 
which  can  be  read  without  difficulty  at  a  distance  of  five  feet. 

Ventilatiox. 

One  of  the  crying  evils  of  railroad  travel  at  the  present  time 
is  foul  air.  The  amount  of  air  space  in  a  car  is  very  small, 
considering  the  number  of  people  occupying  the  car,  and,  if  no 
fresh  air  were  admitted,  would  be  used  up  in  a  few  minutes. 

It  is  estimated  that  a  human  being  in  an  hour  would 
vitiate  one  hundred  cubic  feet  of  air  so  that  it  would  then  be 
barely  respirable.  Supposing  that  there  were  sixty  persons  in 
a  car,  they  would  therefore  in  an  hour  vitiate  six  thousand 
cubic  feet  of  air  to  such  an  extent  that  they  would  rapidly 
become  asphyxiated.  Instead  of  having  one  hundred  cubic 
feet  of  fresh  air  per  hour,  a  person  ought  to  have  at  least 
five  hundred  cubic  feet,  so  that  sixty  persons  ought  to  have 
thirty  thousand  cubic  feet.  As  there  are  only  on  the  average 
about  three  thousand  cubic  feet  of  air  space  in  a  car,  all  the 
air  in  a  car  containing  sixty  passengers  ought  to  be  changed  as 
often  as  once  in  six  minutes. 

The  above  figures  are  very  conservative.  Some  of  the  best 
authorities  claim  that  each  person  ought  to  have  as  much  as 
three  thousand  cubic  feet  of  fresh  air  per  hour.  In  order  to 
give  this  supply  of  fresh  air,  the  air  in  a  car  containing  sixty 
people  would  have  to  be  chanoed  once  a  minute. 
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An  examination  of  the  air  in  railroad  cars,  made  in  1874  for 
the  State  Board  of  Health,  showed  that  the  amount  of  carbonic 
acid  exceeded  considerably  the  average  for  public  halls  and 
buildings,  and  in  some  cases  was  six  times  as  great  as  a  reason- 
able standard  of  purity  would  permit. 

In  the  same  year  also  an  able  report  on  ventilation  was  made 
to  the  Master  Car  Builders  Association  .by  Messrs.  W.  E. 
Chamberlain  of  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad,  and  A.  Gleason 
of  the  Old  Colony  &  Newport  Railroad.  Progress  in  ventila- 
tion since  that  time  has  not  been  satisfactory.  The  problem  is 
undoubtedly  a  diiBcult  one.  It  is  claimed  that  it  is  more 
difficult  to  properly  ventilate  a  car  than  to  properly  ventilate  a 
house.  Unlike  house  ventilatioD,  the  problem  of  ventilating 
cars  in  the  summer  is,  on  account  of  dust  and  cinders,  as 
difficult  as  ventilation  in  winter.  In  either  case  there  must  be 
a  constant  supply  of  fresh,  clean  air  entering  the  car  through 
apertures,  the  aggregate  area  of  which  shall  be  sufficient  to 
admit  the  necessary  volume  of  air  at  a  low  velocity  ;  and  in 
winter  this  air  must  be  warmed  before  entering  the  main  body 
of  the  car.  Draughts  must  be  avoided.  For  the  air  thus 
brought  in  there  must  also  be  good  and  sufficient  means  of 
exit.  The  problem  is  by  no  means  so  difficult  that  it  cannot  be 
solved,  and  its  solution  should  go  hand  in  hand  with  the  intro- 
duction of  locomotive  steam-heating  systems. 

Death  from  burning  is  the  most  horrible  death  a  man  can 
suffer,  and  it  is  on  account  of  the  torture  connected  with  it 
rather  than  its  frequency  that  we  urge  so  strongly  the  adoption 
of  locomotive  steam-heating  systems.  It  is  certain  that  in 
railway  travel  much  more  of  life  has  been  destroyed  by  poor 
ventilation  of  cars  than  by  tire.  The  destruction  is  not  immedi- 
ate or  obvious,  but  no  person  can  breathe  the  air  which  is  some- 
times found  in  cars  without  having  his  life  shortened  thereby. 
On  many  roads  the  ventilation  of  cars  is  unwarrantably  neg- 
lected, to  the  injury  of  their  business  as  well  as  to  the  injury 
of  the  health  of  the  passengers.  That  road  which  takes  the 
lead  in  having  conspicuously  well-ventilated  cars  will  deserve 
and  will  receive  public  commendation  and  an  increase  of 
patronage. 
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Freight-train  Brakes  and  Freight-car  Couplers. 

In  our  last  report  the  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Legislature 
in  1888,  at  the  suggestion  of  this  Board,  and  the  other  action 
of  the  Board  with  reference  to  securino;  Cono^ressional  action 
enforcing  the  adoption  of  train  brakes  for  freight  cars  and  oi 
automatic  couplers  for  such  cars,  were  set  forth  at  length. 
Congress  having  failed  to  act  on  the  matter,  this  Board  took 
occasion,  at  the  meeting  of  the  railroad  commissioners  of  the 
various  States,  called  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission, 
and  held  in  Washington  in  March  last,  to  bring  the  attention  of 
that  body  to  the  subject  by  introducing  the  following  resolu- 
tions, which  were  unanimously  adopted  :  — 

Whereas,  Thousands  of  raih'oad  employees  every  year  are  killed 
or  injured  in  coupling  or  uncoupling  freight  cars  used  in  interstate 
traffic,  and  in  handling  the  brakes  of  such  cars,  and  most  of  these 
accidents  can  be  avoided  by  the  use  of  uniform  automatic  couplers 
and  train  brakes  ;  and 

Whereas,  The  success  and  growth  of  the  system  of  heating  cars  by 
steam  from  the  locomotive  or  other  single  source  largely  depend  on 
the  adoption  in  interstate  traffic  of  an  uniform  steam  coupler ;  and 

Whereas,  These  subjects  are  believed  to  be  of  pressing  importance, 
and  within  the  proper  scope  of  the  powers  of  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States,  while  attempts  on  the  part  of  the  individual  States  to 
deal  with  them  have  resulted,  and  must  continue  to  result,  in  conflict- 
ing regulations  ; 

Resolved,  That  we  do  respectfully  and  earnestly  urge  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  to  consider  what  can  be  done  to  prevent  the 
loss  of  life  and  limb  in  coupling  and  uncoupling  freight  cars  used  in 
interstate  commerce,  and  in  handling  the  brakes  of  such  cars,  and  in 
what  way  the  growth  of  the  system  of  heating  passenger  cars  from 
the  locomotive  or  other  single  source  can  be  promoted,  to  the  end 
that  said  commission  may  make  recommendations  in  the  premises 
to  the  various  railroads  within  its  jurisdiction,  and  make  such 
suggestions  as  to  legislation  on  said  subjects  as  may  se^m  to  it 
necessary  or  expedient. 

The  members  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
expressed  a  cordial  interest  in  the  subject,  and  that  interest  was 
further  evidenced  by  a  circular  of  inquiry,  issued  by  the  com- 
mission on  the  17tli  of  May  last.      (For  a  copy  of  this  circular 
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and  of  the  reply  of  this  Board,  see  appendix.)     The  following 
extract  from  the  reply  gives  the  conclusions  :  — 

Federal  legislation  should  impose  upon  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  the  duty  of  prescribing  the  conditions  which  freight-car 
couplers  should  fulfil,"  and  should  give  the  commission  authority  to 
make  such  investigation  as  it  may  deem  necessary,  and  to  employ 
experts  therefor.  The  difficulty  of  decision  has  been  greatly  lessened 
by  the  action  of  the  Master  Car  Builders  Association  in  selecting  a 
type,  though  in  a  matter  of  such  importance  it  might  be  well  to  have 
the  question  again  acted  upon  by  that  association.  It  should  be  pro- 
vided by  law  that  when  the  commission  has  announced  the  require- 
ments, every  railroad  company  doing  an  interstate  business  shall 
place  on  its  freight  cai's  thereafter  constructed  or  purchased  by  it, 
and  upon  every  car  owned  by  it,  the  coupler  or  draw  bar  of  which  is 
repaired  by  it,  an  automatic  coupler  fulfilling  the  conditions  pre- 
scribed by  the  commission  ;  and  that,  from  and  after  a  certain  date 
to  be  fixed  by  the  commission,  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  five 
years  from  the  time  when  the  order  is  issued,  no  freight  cars  shall  be 
used  in  interstate  traffic  unless  they  are  provided  with  automatic 
couplers  fulfilling  the  requirements.  The  conditions  should  be  so 
drawn  as  to  permit  latitude  in  design,  without  sacrificing  interchange- 
ableness  or  such  uniformity  in  operation  as  may  be  requisite. 

Similar  provisions  of  law  and  corresponding  action  by  the  commis- 
sion should  be  taken  with  reference  to  equipping  freight  cars  with 
train  brakes.  The  conditions  which  must  be  fulfilled  should  be  pre- 
scribed, and  the  difficulty  in  determining  the  conditions  wUl  not  be 
found  to  be  so  great  as  in  the 'case  of  couplers. 

The  Board's  suo^o-estion  in  reo-ard  to  freio;ht  train  brakes  con- 
templates  action  similar  in  character  to  that  taken  in  England 
in  relation  to  brakes  on  passenger  trains.  In  1877  the  Board 
of  Trade  issued  the  following  specifications  :  — 

(a)  The  brakes  to  be  efficient  in  stopping  trains,  instantaneous  in 
their  action,  and  capable  of  being  applied  without  difficulty  by 
engine  drivers  or  guards. 

(&)   In  case  of  accident  to  be  instantaneously  self-acting. 

(c)  The  brakes  to  be  put  on  and  taken  off  (with  facility)  on  the 
engine  and  every  vehicle  of  a  train. 

(cZ)   The  brakes  to  be  regularly  used  in  daily  working. 

(e)  The  materials  employed  to  be  of  a  durable  character,  so  as  to 
be  easily  maintained  and  kept  in  order. 
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Last  summer  an  Act  was  passed  entitled,  "An  Act  to  amend 
the  Regulation  of  Railways  Acts,  and  for  Other  Purposes,"  in 
which  it  was  provided  as  follows  :  — 

The  Board  of  Trade  may  from  time  to  time  order  a  railroad  com- 
pany to  do,  within  a  time  limited  by  the  order  and  subject  to  any 
exceptions  or  modifications  allowed  by  tlie  order,  any  of  the  following 
things  :  — 

(a)  To  adopt  the  block  system  on  all  or  any  of  their  railways  open 
for  the  public  conveyance  of  passengers. 

(b)  To  provide  for  the  interlocking  of  points  and  signals  on  or  in 
connection  with  all  or  any  of  sucn  railways. 

(c)  To  provide  for  and  use,  on  all  their  trains  carrying  passengers, 
continuous  brakes  complying  with  the  following  requirements, 
namely :  — 

1.  The  brake  must  be  instantaneous  in  action,  and  capable  of 
being  applied  by  the  engine-driver  and  guards. 

2.  The  brake  must  be  self- applying  in  the  event  of  any  failure  of 
the  continuity  of  its  action. 

3.  The  brake  must  be  capable  of  being  applied  to  every  vehicle  of 
the  train,  whether  carrying  passengers  or  not. 

4.  The  brake  must  be  in  regular  use  in  daily  working. 

5.  The  material  of  the  brake  must  be  of  a  durable  character,  and 
easily  maintained  and  kept  in  order. 

The  expediency  of  making  the  adoption  of  train  brakes  on 
freight  cars  compulsory  is  now  seldom  disputed.  The  present 
question  simply  is  as  to  the  best  method  of  accomplishing  the 
result.  As  shown  in  the  last  report  of  this  Board,  the  adop- 
tion of  train  brakes  will  facilitate  the  separation  of  grades  at 
highway  crossings,  as  the  bridges  over  the  railroads  can  be 
considerably  lower,  if  brakemen  are  no  longer  obliged  to  travel 
on  the  tops  of  cars  in  order  to  set  the  brakes.  The  terribly 
dangerous  and  expensive  accidents  now  of  frequent  occurrence 
resulting  from  the  breaking  apart  of  freight  trains  will  be 
practically  prevented,  and  the  accidents  which  result  from  delay 
and  uncertainty  in  applying  the  brakes  will  be  diminished  in 
number,  while  those  which  do  happen  will  be  less  serious. 

The  importance  of  this  reform  is  growing  every  day  with  the 
increase  in  the  tonnage  of  freight  cars,  with  the  increase  in  the 
speed  of  freight  trains,  and  with  the  increase  in  the  number 
of  trains,  both  passenger  and  freight.     The  greater  the  speed 
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of  a  freight  train,  the  greater,  other  things  being  equal,  is  its 
liability  to  accident;  and,  if  an  accident  does  happen  to  it,  the 
liability  of  a  resulting  accident  to  another  train  increases  with 
the  increase  in  the  number  of  such  trains.  The  speed  of 
freight  trains  not  equipped  with  train  brakes  should  be  limited 
by  law.  Such  limitation  might  be  imposed  by  Congress  as  one 
of  the  means  of  compelling  the  adoption  of  train  brakes,  and 
State  action  to  the  same  effect  should  ultimately  be  taken  to 
control  the  operation  of  trains  not  engaged  in  interstate  traffic. 
The  new  freight  car  of  to-day,  which  carries  thirty  tons,  costs 
and  w^eighs  but  little  more  than  did  the  freight  car  built  when 
the  standard  capacity  was  only  ten  tons.  The  paying  load 
therefore  bears  a  much  better  ratio  to  the  dead  load.  The 
application  of  train  brakes  to  a  freight  car  costs  about  fifty 
dollars  per  car. 

General  Physical  Condition  or  the  Roads. 
Bridges. 

Subjoined  is  the  annual  report  on  bridges,  made  to  this  Board 
by  Prof.  George  F.  Swain.  The  Board  endorses  the  recom- 
mendations made  in  the  report.  Special  attention  is  called  to 
the  recommendation  that  jack-knife  draws  be  guarded  by  rerail- 
ing  devices. 

The  rerailing  devices  used  on  the  Fitchburg  Raih^oad,  on 
some  of  the  bridges  west  of  Greenfield,  have  been  known  to 
work  successfully  in  several  cases.  The  superintendent  of  that 
division  reports  that  there  have  been  three  or  four  cases  in 
which  cars  have  been  rerailed  by  this  device  during  the  last 
year  and  a  half.  A  case  was  cited  of  a  derailed  truck  on  a 
freight  car,  which  was  rerailed  at  the  Chickley  River  bridge. 
After  crossing  the  bridge  it  became  derailed  again,  and  ran  on 
the  ties  for  a  mile  and  a  half  to  the  next  bridge,  where  it  was 
rerailed  and  then  remained  on  the  track.  The  derailment  in 
each  case  was  caused  by  the  brake  beam,  which  finally  dropped 
off  entirely,  thus  allowing  the  truck  to  remain  on  the  track.

Gentlemen  :  —  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  regarding 
the  work  which  has  been  done  since  the  date  of  my  last  report,  in  com- 
pliance with  the  statute  providing  for  the  inspection  of  railroad  bridges. 
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In  that  report  I  stated  that  the  first  reports  of  inspection  had  all  been 
received  and  examined,  and  that  most  of  the  plans  which  you  called 
for  had  also  been  received.  I  also  stated  that  of  the  total  number 
of  bridges  in  the  State,  about  1,600  in  all,  I  had  examined  the  plans 
of  all  but  about  400,  and  had  reported  on  about  900.  I  have  now  to 
state  that,  with  the  exception  of  those  from  one  road,  all  of  the  plans 
have  been  received,  examined  and  reported  on.  The  one  exception 
is  the  Boston  &  Albany.  From  this  company  complete  plans  of  its 
bridges  have  not  j^et  been  received,  and  I  have  not  yet  reported  to  you 
regarding  its  structures.  The  reason  for  the  delay  is  undoubtedly 
the  fact  that  the  company  has  for  the  past  two  years  been  busily 
engaged  in  extensively  strengthening  many  of  its  bridges,  and  that 
at  the  time  j^ou  requested  plans  it  did  not  have  suitable  drawings 
showing  these  structures  as  they  would  be  after  such  strengthening. 
I  have  examined  nearly  all  of  the  plans  which  have  been  received 
thus  far  from  this  company,  and  am  awaiting  the, remaining  plans, 
which  I  hope  to  receive  very  shortly,  before  reporting  to  you.*  The 
report  of  inspection  submitted  by  this  company  contained  no  recom- 
mendations, and  did  not  indicate  that  any  of  its  bridges  required 
immediate  attention. 

Since  the  date  of  my  last  report  I  have  submitted  to  you  special 
reports  regarding  the  bridges  on  the  following  roads  :  New  York,  New 
Haven  &  Hartford,  Central  Massachusetts,  Worcester  &  Nashua, 
Connecticut  River,  Fitchburg,  and  the  New  York  &  New  England. 
I  have  also  submitted  various  special  reports,  some  relating  to  partic- 
ular bridges,  and  others  relating  to  bridges  on  branches  of  the  main 
lines. 

The  statute  providing  for  the  inspection  of  bridges  required  a 
report  of  inspection  to  be  sent  in  by  each  railroad  company  at  least 
once  in  two  j'ears,  the  first  report  to  be  submitted  not  later  than  Nov. 
1,  1887.  In  accordance  with  this  statute,  a  second  report  from  the 
various  railroad  companies  was  required  by  law  to  be  submitted  not 
later  than  Nov.  1,  1889  ;  and  this  report  you  requested  from  each  of 
the  companies  several  months  ago.  In  accordance  with  this  request, 
second  reports  have  thus  far  been  received  from  the  following  roads, 
namely  :  Nashua,  Acton  &  Boston,  Cheshire,  Providence  &  Worces- 
ter, Connecticut  River,  Old  Colony,  Western  Division  Boston  &  Maine, 
Fitchburg,  New  London  Northern,  and  the  Hoosac  Tunnel  &  Wil- 
mington. Two  reports  have  already  been  received  from  the  New 
York  &  New  England  Railroad,  the  last  dated  December,  1888  ;  so 
that,  according  to  the  statute,  a  report  from  this  company  will  not  be 
required  until  December,  1890.     The  following  are  still  to  be  heard 

*  Since  this  was  written,  complete  plans  have  been  received  from  the  Boston  &  Albany  Rail* 
road  Company  of  all  its  bridges  excepting  one  on  the  Grand  Junction  branch. 
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from  :  Boston  &  Albany,  Boston  &  Maine  (excepting  for  the  Western 
Division),  Boston,  Revere  Beach  &  Lynn,  Grafton  &  Upton,  Housa- 
tonic,  Martha's  Vinej^^ard,  and  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford. It  is  hoped  that  reports  will  be  received  from  these  companies 
without  further  delay.* 

These  second  reports  of  inspection  have  been  carefully  examined, 
and,  in  the  case  of  each  of  the  roads  from  which  they  have  been 
received,  excepting  the  New  London  Northern  and  the  Western  Divi- 
sion of  the  Boston  &  Maine,  I  have  already  made  out  and  submitted 
to  you  a  statement  summarizing  the  condition  of  the  bridges,  and 
calling  attention  to  the  repairs  and  renewals  which  were  necessary, 
this  statement  being  based  upon  said  reports  of  inspection,  and  upon 
the  other  information  in  my  possession. 

I  present  herewith  several  tables  containing  statistics  regarding  the 
bridges  in  the  State.  The  first  gives  the  number  of  bridges  of  vari- 
ous kinds  on  the  different  roads,  classified  as  described  in  my  last 
report,  and  being  a  revision,  with  corrections  and  additions,  of  the 
table  given  on  page  28  of  your  last  annual  report.  In  this  classifica- 
tion, each  span  of  truss  bridge,  plate  girder,  or  wooden  stringer  rest- 
ing on  masonry  supports,  is  counted,  while  wooden  trestle  and  pile 
bridges  are  given  but  one  number  each,  irrespective  of  their  lengths. 
From  this  table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  total  number  of  railroad 
bridges  in  the  State,  having  a  clear  span  of  over  ten  feet,  is  1,673. 
The  road  having  the  largest  number  is  the  Boston  &  Maine,  with  447, 
while  the  other  roads  follow  in  essentially  the  same  order  as  in  the 
last  report. 

*  Since  this  was  written,  a  report  has  been  received  from  the  Boston,  Revere  Beach  &  Lynn 
Railroad  Company. 
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The  next  table  is  intended  to  give  some  idea  of  the  work  which  has 
been  done  by  the  different  companies  in  renewing  and  strengthening 
old  bridges,  and  in  building  new  ones,  as  represented  by  the  amounts 
of  money  expended  for  these  purposes.     The  sums  stated  do  not 
refer  to  the  expenditures  within  this  State  alone,  but,  like  the  other 
figures  given  in  the  annual  returns  of  the  companies,  have  reference 
in  each  case  to  the  entire  line  ;  and,  in  the  case  of  a  few  roads,  the 
expenditures  for  bridges  have  been  largely  outside  of  the  State  of 
Massachusetts.     The  returns  for  the  present  year,  however,  are  of 
very  little  value  for  purposes  of  comparison  with  past  years,  for  the 
reason  that  the  fiscal  year  has  been  changed  so  that  it  ends  June  30, 
instead  of  September  30,  as  previously  ;  the  result  of  which  is  that 
the  returns  for  this  year  and  for  the  past  year  overlap  to  a  certain 
extent.     It  must  also  be  remembered  that  this  table  includes  amounts 
expended  for  new  bridges,  that  is,  where  bridges  did  not  exist  before  ; 
so  that  it  does  not  in  all  cases  properly  show  the  sums  expended  in 
repairing  and  renewing  previously  existing  structures.     It  may,  how- 
ever, have  some  value  for  comparison  with  future  statistics.     It  wUl 
be  noticed  that  the  sums  expended  in  1889  are  in  most  cases  consid- 
erably less  than  those  in  1888,  more  having  been  expended  in  the 
year  1888  on  all  the  roads  together  than  in  any  previous  year.     Thus 
the  Boston  &  Albany,  Boston  &  Maine,  Revere  Beach,  Connecticut 
River,  Fitchburg,  New  York  &  New  England  and  the  Old  Colony 
roads  have  expended  considerably  less  in  1889  than  in  1888,  although 
the  expenditures  for  1889  have  in  some  of   these  cases  been  very 
large.     On  the  other  hand,  the  New  London  No^'thern,  New  York, 
New   Haven    &    Hartford,  Providence    &  Worcester  and   Martha's 
Vineyard  roads  have  expended  much  more  in  1889  than  they  did  in 
1888.     It  is  of  course  to  be  expected  that  as  the  bridges  on  a  rail- 
road approach  the  highest  standard,  and  are  made  more  durable  and 
substantial,  the   expenditures  for   renewals  and  repairs  will  become 
smaller.     It  is,  therefore,  not  surprising  that  the  expenditures  in  1889 
are  less  than  those  in  1888.     It  will  be  noticed,  however,  that  the 
total  expenditure  in  1889,  on  all  roads  together,  is  larger  than  in  any 
previous  year  excepting  1888.     The  table  shows  some  further  inter- 
esting facts.     For  instance,  the  Providence   &  Worcester  Railroad 
Company  expended  in  1889  almost  double  as  much  for  repairs  and 
renewals  of  bridges  as  in  any  previous  year,  and  more  than  double 
as  much  as  in  any  previous  year  excepting  1888.     The  New  York, 
New  Haven  &  Hartford  road  expended  in  1889  nearly  twenty  per 
cent,  more  than  in  any  previous  year,  and  forty  per  cent,  more  than  in 
any  previous  year  excepting  1888  ;   the  expenditures  on  this  road, 
however,  are  of  course  mostly  outside  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts. 
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The  New  London  Northern  Eailroad  Company  expended  in  1889 
nearly  three  times  as  much  as  in  any  previous  3'ear,  and  over  six 
times  as  much  as  in  any  previous  year  excepting  1888  ;  it  must  be 
remarked,  however,  that  a  good  deal  of  this  expenditure  was  necessi- 
tated by  the  destruction  of  bridges  by  freshet.  The  Housatonic 
Eailroad  Company  has  expended  less  in  1889  than  in  any  year  in- 
cluded in  the  table,  excepting  1886  ;  while  the  Martha's  Vineyard 
road  has  expended  nearly  double  as  much  as  in  any  previous  year, 
owing  largely  to  the  fact  that  its  bridges  were  damaged  by  storms 
during  the  winter. 
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Table  No.  3  will  give  some  further  idea  of  what  has  been  done  by 
the  different  companies  in  renewing,  repamug  and  in  new  construc- 
tion, since  July,  1887.  This  table  is  again  only  appi'oximate,  as  it  is 
impracticable  to  ascertain  the  precise  date  at  which  some  bridges  were 
renewed  or  repaired,  but  its  results  are  approximately  correct.  It 
appears  from  this  table  that  288  bridges,  or  about  seventeen  per  cent, 
of  the  total  number,  have  been  rebuilt  since  the  date  mentioned,  while 
164  others  have  been  repaired  or  strengthened,  making  a  total  of 
nearly  twenty-seven  per  cent.  Of  the  principal  roads,  the  one  show- 
ing the  largest  percentage  of  repairs  and  renewals  is  the  Boston  & 
Providence,  nearly  sixty  per  cent,  of  the  bridges  on  this  line  having 
been  either  renewed  or  extensively  strengthened,  and  all  of  its 
bridges  being  now  in  good  condition.  It  will  also  be  seen  that  the 
other  portions  of  the  Old  Colony  system  have  been  much  improved. 
The  Providence  &  Worcester  Railroad  Company  has  done  a  great 
deal  within  the  past  year  in  bringing  its  bridges  up  to  a  high  stand- 
ard, and  since  July,  1887,  nearly  forty  per  cent,  of  its  bridges  have 
been  renewed  or  strengthened.  It  may  here  be  mentioned  that  one 
of  the  new  bridges  on  this  road  has  been  provided  with  a  ballast  road- 
bed, resting  on  a  bed  of  asphalt  concrete  supported  on  an  iron  floor ; 
this  being  the  only  example  of  this  mode  of  construction  in  the  State, 
and  probably  in  New  England. 
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These  tables  will  suffice  to  indicate  the  very  large  amount  of  work 
that  has  been  done  within  the  past  few  years  by  the  railroad  com- 
panies in  putting  their  bridges  into  good  condition.  Almost  without 
exception  the}"  have  appreciated  the  importance  of  this  matter  ;  and 
while  in  some  cases  the  work  has  been  delayed  more  than  in  others, 
it  has  as  a  rule  been  pushed  with  expedition.  Some  of  the  roads 
have  little  to  do  in  the  future  except  to  keep  up  current  repairs,  while 
on  other  roads  there  is  a  good  deal  still  to  be  done  before  their  bridges 
can  be  called  satisfactory  ;  and,  much  as  has  been  accomplished  dur- 
ing the  past  two  years,  I  expect  to  see  a  continued  improvement  for 
several  j^ears  to  come. 

In  connection  with  Table  3,  lest  it  should  be  misunderstood,  I 
would  repeat  the  remark  made  in  my  last  repoi't,  —  that  it  must  not 
be  supposed  that  the  bridges  which  have  been  renewed  or  strength- 
ened were  in  all  cases  in  a  dangerous  condition.  On  the  contrary, 
many  were  renewed  wliich  would  perhaps  have  been  safe  for  some 
years,  but  which  nevertheless  did  not  afford  the  proper  assurance  of 
safet}'^  under  all  conditions. 

With  regard  to  bridge  floors,  some  improvement  has  been  made 
during  the  past  3'ear,  and  many  of  the  roads  now  use  a  floor  conform- 
ing to  the  recommendations  of  your  Board.  There  are  some,  how- 
ever, which  still  use  other  forms,  —  either  with  outside  guard  rails, 
no  guard  rails  at  all,  or  with  ties  too  far  apart. 

With  regard  to  the  jack-knife  draws,  to  which  I  referred  in  my  last 
report,  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  Company  has  already  protected  the 
one  at  Neponset  with  rerailing  frogs,  as  recommended.  The  same 
company  has  also  used  rerailing  frogs  at  each  end  of  the  Canton 
viaduct,  which,  as  j^ou  know,  is  a  high  and  narrow  structure,  and  on 
a  curve. 

I  would  again  emphasize  the  extreme  danger  attending  the  use  of 
jack-knife  draws  in  localities  where  trains  run  over  them  at  high 
speed,  especially  if  entirely  unprotected  in  case  of  derailment.  Fort- 
unately, of  the  twenty  different  jack-knife  draws  in  the  State,  eleven 
are  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  stations  at  Boston,  or  are  on  freight 
branches,  and  are  run  over  only  at  low  speeds.  The  danger  in  these 
cases  is  thereby  very  much  diminished,  and  in  most  instances  it  can 
be  said  to  be  almost  nothing.  A  few  of  these  structures,  however, 
are  located  at  places  some  distance  from  Boston,  and  where  trains  run 
over  them  at  full  speed.  The  least  that  can  be  done  in  such  cases  is 
to  protect  them  by  every  possible  means  ;  and  since  the}^  have  no 
floor,  properly  speaking,  they  should  in  each  case  of  this  kind  be  pro- 
vided ^with  rerailing  frogs. 

With  reference  to  guard  rails,  the  Boston  &  Albany,  Housatonic, 
Martha's  Vineyard,  and  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  roads 
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have  made  no  change  since  last  year ;  while  the  Fitchburg,  and  the 
Nashua,  Acton  &  Boston  roads  still  use  outside  guard  rails.  The 
attention  of  all  the  companies  has  been  called  to  the  remarks  in  the 
last  report  regarding  the  proper  space  between  guard  and  track  rails  ; 
and  I  believe  that  all  that  use  inside  guard  rails  are  attending  to  this 
important  matter.

Hoadway. 

Generally  speaking,  the  physical  condition  of  the  roads  is 
good,  but  the  standard  reached  on  some  of  the  main  lines  is 
decidedly  higher  than  on  others.  Almost  without  exception 
the  rails  are  sufficiently  good.  In  accuracy  and  perfection  of 
detail  in  laying  the  rails,  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad 
deserves  the  hio-hest  commendation.  In  the  matter  of  care  of 
road-bed,  including  suitable  ballast,  proper  ditching  and  clean- 
liness, that  road  also  stands  at  the  head  of  the  list.  Sections 
of  the  Old  Colony  Railroad,  owing  to  the  sandy  nature  of  the 
country  through  which  it  runs,  are  greatly  in  need  of  suitable 
ballast,  but  in  other  respects  the  road-bed  of  the  Old  Colony  is 
praiseworthy. 

On  some  lines  rubbish  and  junk  are  seen  on  the  road-bed  and 
in  the  yards  in  considerable  quantity.  An  accumulation  of 
junk  on  a  road-bed  does  not  prove  that  essentials  are  neglected, 
any  more  than  an  accumulation  of  dust  in  a  front  hall  proves 
that  the  table  or  the  beds  are  poor.  In  each  case,  however, 
doubt  is  raised. 

There  is  considerable  difference  between  the  roads  in  the 
extent  to  which  they  have  adopted  safety  appliances  for  their 
train  service.  (For  some  statistics  on  the  subject  of  safety 
appliances,  see  Appendix.) 

The  most  progressive  roads,  following  the  demands  of  a  con- 
stantly increasing  business,  are  continually  extending  the 
electric  distance-block  system. 

The  time-block  system,  in  all  its  various  forms,  inasmuch  as 
it  is  dependent  for  its  safe  operation  upon  the  faithfulness  and 
the  infallibility  of  station  agents,  is,  in  accuracy  and  certainty, 
inferior  to  the  electric  distance-block  system,  as  now  develoi)ed. 
On  some  lines  a  large  expenditure,  to  extend  the  electric-block 
system,  is  imperatively  called  for.

The  ball  system  of  signals  still  remains  in  use  at  many 
junctions  and  cross-overs,  where  the  traffic  is  so  large  that 
interlocking  systems  should  be  substituted.  Ball  signals  may 
misrepresent  the  position  of  switches,  if  the  switchman  makes 
a  mistake.  They  are  open  to  the  further  serious  objection  that 
special  rules  for  each  junction  and  cross-over  must  be  made  to 
interpret  their  meaning.  These  special  rules  frequently  cover 
several  pages  of  the  book  of  operating  rules,  and  under  this 
complication  danger  lurks.  The  adoption  of  interlocking 
systems  secures  uniformity,  and  does  away  with  such  special 
rules. 

We  again  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  some  of  the  roads 
have  HIP  unnecessary  number  of  facing  points,  and  that  such 
facing  points  are  not  properly  protected  by  signals.  Facing 
points  are  specially  objectionable  when  they  cannot  be  seen 
from  a  distance,  or  when  the,y  are  near  bridges  or  other  danger 
points.  When  facing  points  cannot  reasonably  be  avoided, 
they  should  be  protected  on  important  lines  of  traffic  by  long- 
distance semaphore  signals,  at  a  minimum  distance  of  a  thou- 
sand feet.  Over  one  hundred  facing  points  on  the  main  line  of 
the  Boston  &  Albany  have  been  dispensed  with  during  the  past 
five  years.  On  those  roads  on  which  they  exist  in  excessive 
numbers,  it  will  every  year  become  more  difficult  to  eradicate 
them.  Accidents  caused  by  misplaced  switches  sometimes 
involve  such  loss  of  life  and  property  as  gives  them  memorable 
and  instructive  distinction.  The  last  great  object  lesson  in 
Massachusetts  was  the  Wollaston  disaster.  It  was  a  costly  and 
impressive  lesson.  No  road  is  justified  in  disregarding  its 
teaching.  We  repeat  that  on  main  lines  of  traffic  strenuous 
need  can  alone  justify  the  existence  of  facing  points,  and  that 
facing  points,  when  necessary,  being  elements  involving  exces- 
sive danger,  should  be  protected  by  the  best  devices  known. 

On  sidings,  thi'ow-ofi*  points  interlocking  with  the  switch  on 
the  main  line  should  be  more  generally  used.  Such  throw-ofli" 
points  are  used  largely  and  successfully  in  other  States,  even 
where  there  is  more  snow  than  in  Massachusetts. 

In  the  matter  of  signals  there  is  alarming  diversity  of  prac- 
tice, and  the  diversity  is  greater  in  signals  by  night  than  in 
signals  by  day.  In  fact,  the  arrangement  of  lanterns  which 
means  safety  on  one  line  means  danger  on  another.     Owing  to 
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the  difficulty  of  seeing  the  track,  it  is  more  dangerous  to  travel 
with  equal  speed  by  night  than  by  day,  and  this  danger  is 
increased  by  difficulty  in  discerning  signals  and  in  determining 
their  position.  The  signals  by  night,  instead  of  being  less 
distinct  than  those  by  day,  ought  to  be  more  distinct,  and  they 
ought  to  be  of  the  same  character  as  those  by  day.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  time  will  soon  come  when  the  semaphore  arm 
illuminated  by  night  shall  give  to  the  engineer  a  signal,  of  the 
same  character  as  that  which  he  receives  by  day,  and  far  more 
distinctive  and  brilliant  than  the  lanterns  now  in  use. 

Stations. 

Many  stations  need  paint  and  whitewash.  Some  are  too 
small  for  present  business.  Most  of  them  decidedly  lack 
attractiveness.  In  many  of  them  the  proportions  are  poor,  and 
their  appearance  is  further  marred  by  frivolous  ornamentation. 
On  a  railroad  everything  should  be  plain  and  substantial,  and 
have  that  beauty  which  comes  from  fitness  for  use.  Trimming 
is  out  of  place.  The  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  furnishes  the 
most  examples  of  well-proportioned  stations,  the  roofs  of  which 
are  free  from  unnecessary  angles,  and  project  well  over  the 
platforms.  It  costs  no  more  to  build  a  comely  station  of  wood 
or  stone,  with  graceful  lines  and  good  proportions,  than  to  buikl 
a  misproportioned,  deformed  and  ugly  station.  Waiting  rooms 
in  stations  are  frequently  too  high  studded,  and  are  corre- 
spondingly barnlike  and  cheerless.  For  the  ventilation  of 
stations  too  much  reliance  ia  put  on  storage  of  air,  while  circu- 
lation of  air  is  neglected. 

While  more  attention  should  be  paid  to  making  stations 
attractive,  improvements  more  important  are  called  for  to  pro- 
mote the  safety  of  passengers  in  taking  and  in  leaving  trains. 
On  the  main  lines  of  traffic  in  the  vicinity  of  Boston  there 
should  be  ample  accommodations  for  passengers  on  both  sides 
of  the  tracks.  The  present  indiscriminate  crossing  of  the  tracks 
on  a  level  therewith  should  be  stopped.  Many  accidents  and 
more  hairbreadth  escapes  force  the  conclusion  either  that  people 
must  be  kept  off  the  tracks  at  stations,  or  else  that  the  dangers 
to  which  they  are  exposed  must  be  diminished.  These  dan- 
gers are  increasing  every  day,  with  the  increase  in  the  number 
of  trains  and  in  the  number  of  tracks. 
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Several  years  ago  the  Legislature  was  asked  to  enact  a  law 
prohibiting  the  running  of  a  train  by  a  station  at  which  another 
train  is  receiving  or  discharging  passengers  ;  but  at  that  time 
such  a  law  was  not  deemed  necessary.  Gates  on  the  platforms 
of  cars,  if  kept  properly  closed,  furnish  some  protection.  They 
diminish  the  danger,  but  they  do  not  eradicate  it.  Passengers 
are  forced  to  get  off  the  cars  on  the  safe  side,  but  they  then  fre- 
quently pass  round  the  rear  of  the  train  and  cross  the  tracks 
there,  or  wait  and  cross  the  tracks  just  as  soon  as  the  train 
pulls  out.  This  practice  is  very  dangerous,  if  there  is  any 
possibility  that' a  train  may  be  approaching  on  the  other  track. 

The  rules  which  govern  a  train  approaching  a  station  at  which 
a  passenger  train  is  discharging  or  taking  passengers  are  not 
uniform  on  the  various  roads.  In  the  Time  Convention's  code 
the  rule  is  as  follows  :  — 

114.  Great  care  must  be  exercised  by  the  trainmen  of  a  train 
approaching  a  station  where  any  train  is  receiving  or  discharging  pas- 
sengers. 

On  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  the  rules  are  as  follows  :  — 

109.  When  an  express  train  is  behind  time,  its  engineman  will 
avoid  being  at  a  station  on  the  time  of  an  accommodation  train  ;  and 
whenever  a  passenger  train  is  seen  standing  at  a  station,  or  elsewhere, 
he  will  reduce  his  speed  not  to  exceed  ten  miles  per  hour,  whistle,  and 
proceed  only  as  the  way  is  known  to  be  clear. 

110.  When  two  accommodation  passenger  trains  approach  a  sta- 
tion at  the  same  time,  the  train  going  west  must  stop  before  reaching 
the  station,  and  wait  until  the  train  going  east  has  passed  it. 

111.  When  a  passenger  train  and  a  freight  train  approach  a  sta- 
tion at  the  same  time,  the  freight  train  must  always  be  stopped 
before  reaching  it,  and  wait  for  the  passenger  train,  and  no  switching 
will  be  done  until  it  has  passed. 

On  the  New  York  &  New  Eng-land  Railroad  as  follows  : — : 

A  train  approaching  stations  on  double  track  where  a  passenger 
train  may  be  standing  receiving  or  discharging  passengers  must  be 
stopped  before  reaching  the  passenger  train,  and  will  not  go  forward 
until  the  passenger  train  moves  on,  and  the  passengers  are  clear  of 
the  main  tracks. 
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On  the  Fitchburo^  Railroad  as  follows  :  — 


o 


114.  Great  care  must  be  exercised  by  the  trainmen  of  a  train 
approaching  a  station  where  any  train  is  receiving  or  discharging 
passengers. 

114a.  When  a  train  on  the  double  track  is  at  a  station  receiving 
or  discharging  passengers,  trains  must  not  pass  or  come  into  that 
station  until  the  train  that  is  stopping  {here  has  left,  except  passen- 
ger trains  at  stations  where  passengers  are  to  be  exchanged  with 
branch  or  connecting  roads.  When  two  passenger  trains  approach  a 
station  at  the  same  time,  the  west-bound  train  must  have  the  prefer- 
ence. Accommodation  passenger  trains  must  favor  express  passen- 
ger trains  as  much  as  possible,  so  as  to  avoid  stopping  the  express 
trains  unnecessarily  ;  but  express  trains  must  not  pass  a  station  while 
another  passenger  train  is  stopping  there.  Main-road  trains  must 
have  the  preference  over  Watertown  branch  trains  at  Waltham,  River- 
view  and  Eoberts,  the  same  as  west-bound  main-road  trains  have 
the  preference  over  east-bound  main-road  trains. 

On  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  as  follows  :  — 

114.  All  trains  approaching  stations  on  double  track  must  come 
to  a  full  stop  before  reaching  the  station,  except  at  South  Braintree, 
in  case  a  train  on  the  opposite  track  is  leaving  or  taking  passengers 
at  the  station,  and  must  not  pass  the  station  while  such  train  is  so 
receiving  or  leaving  passengers.  Passenger  trains  having  the  right 
to  pass  stations  without  stopping  also  must  be  seasonably  checked,  so 
as  to  stop  in  case  a  signal  is  exhibited. 

When  two  accommodation  passenger  trains  approach  a  station  on 
double  track  at  the  same  time,  the  south-bound  train  will  have  prece- 
dence at  the  station  (except  at  South  Boston),  and  the  north-bound 
train  must  stop  before  reaching  the  station,  and  wait  till  the  other 
ti'ain  has  passed  the  station.  If  a  north-bound  passenger  train  is  at 
a  station,  leaving  or  taking  passengers,  an  approaching  south-bound 
accommodation  passenger  train  must  stop  as  above.  This  rule  will 
not  be  held  to  apply  to  South  Braintree  station. 

Exceptions  are  made  in  case  of  passenger  trains  at  junctions, 
where  passengers  are  to  be  transferred  from  one  train  to  the  other. 

When  a  passenger  train  and  a  freight  train  approach  a  station  on 
double  track  at  the  same  time,  the  freight  train  must  always  stop 
before  reaching,  and  in  sight  of,  the  station,  and  wait  until  the  pas- 
senger train  has  left,  or  they  are  signalled  to  go  on. 
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On  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  as 
follows  :  — 

114.  No  train  shall  pass  between  a  station  and  another  train 
recei^-ing  or  discharging  passengers,  and  great  care  must  be  exercised 
by  the  trainmen  of  a  train  passing  a  station  on  the  outside  track 
when  a  train  is  standing  at  a  station.  A  passenger  train  approaching 
a  station  where  it  is  to  receive  or  discharge  passengers,  finding 
another  train  at  the  station,  must  be  stopped  before  reaching  the  other 
train,  except  at  stations  where  there  is  sufficient  length  of  platform 
to  accommodate  both  trains  without  overlapping  any  of  the  cars.  If 
the  train  standing  at  the  station  should  be  detained  for  any  reason, 
the  approaching  train  ma}'^  move  down  carefully,  sending  a  man  ahead 
to  warn  people  off  the  track. 

On  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad,  Western  Division,  as 
follows  :  — 

35.  "When  a  train  on  the  double  track  is  at  a  station  receiving  or 
discharging  passengers,  no  other  train  must  approach  that  station 
until  the  train  that  is  stopping  there  has  left  it.  When  two  passen- 
ger trains  approach  a  station  at  the  same  time,  the  train  from  Boston 
will  have  precedence  at  the  station,  and  the  train  bound  towards 
Boston  will  stop  back  until  the  one  having  the  right  has  started. 
Accommodation  passenger  trains  must  favor  express  passenger  trains 
as  much  as  possible,  so  as  to  avoid  stopping  the  express  trains 
unnecessarily ;  but  express  trains  must  not  pass  a  station  while 
another  passenger  train  is  stopping  there.  Freight  trains  must  not 
pass  or  approach  a  station  while  a  passenger  train  is  stopping  there, 
nor  run  into  a  station  at  the  same  time  that  a  passenger  train  does 
so. 

On  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad,  Eastern  Division,  as 
follows :  — 

12.  All  trains  must  run  into  stations  and  depots  at  a  slow  rate, 
and  under  full  control.  If,  in  coming  to  a  station,, another  train  is 
found  receiving  or  discharging  passengers,  the  approaching  train 
must  stop  back. 

On  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad,  Lowell  Division,  as 
follows  :  — 

96.  Approach  stations  carefully,  to  avoid  any  risk  of  accident, 
and  in  no  case  draw  up  to  or  pass  a  station  where  a  train  is  standing, 
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taking  or  leaving  passengers.  If  two  trains  of  the  same  class 
approach  a  station  at  the  same  time,  the  outward  train  will  have  the 
first  right.  Station  agents  will  immediately  report  to  the  superin- 
tendent any  violations  of  this  rule. 

It  is  generally  admitted  that,  so  long  as  the  public  can  cross 
tracks  at  will,  the  danger  is  excessive  if  one  train  even  at 
reduced  speed'  is  allowed  to  pass  another  train  standing  at  a 
station.  It  is  also  clear  that  it  is  not  sufficient  to  limit  the 
required  stop  to  such  time  only  as  the  train  is  actually  standing 
at  the  station.  The  most  dangerous  time  of  all  is  just  as  the 
train  is  drawing  out  of  the  station,  because  that  is  the  time 
when  passengers  are  most  likely  to  cross  over,  and  when  their 
view  of  the  opposite  track  is  obstructed  by  the  departing  train. 
A  train  approaching  a  station  where  a  passenger  train  is  dis- 
charging or  taking  passengers  ought  to  be  stopped  before 
reaching  the  station,  and  ought  not  to  go  forward  until  the 
other  train  has  moved  away  from  the  station  so  that  there  is  an 
unobstructed  view  of  the  tracks  at  and  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
station.  A  strict  compliance  with  this  rule  in  the  vicinity  of 
Boston  means  serious  delay  to  traffic  at  the  present  time,  and 
this  delay  will  each  year  become  more  burdensome.  If  the 
above  rule  should  be  complied  with  in  all  cases,  there  would 
be  but  little  danger ;  but  experience  has  shown  that,  in 
spite  of  the  best  eiforts  of  engineers,  violations  of  the  rule  are 
not  infrequent.  An  engineer  is  not  always  able  to  make  a 
stop,  especially  an  unexpected  stop,  at  the  point  he  wishes  to. 
After  he  discovers  the  necessity  for  stopping,  he  may  not  be 
able  to  do  so.  If  both  trains  are  on  time,  he  ought  not  to 
fail  to  conform  to  the  rule  ;  but  if  either  train  is  behind  time, 
his  task  is  much  more  difficult.  Again,  when  trains  are 
approaching  a  station  in  opposite  directions,  one  being  an 
express  and  the  other  an  accommodation  train,  the  engineer  of 
the  express  very  properly  wishes,  if  possible,  to  get  by  the 
station  without  stopping.  It  is  difficult,  however,  for  him  to 
estimate  correctly  the  speed  of  the  other  train,  and  its  distance 
from  the  station.  Instances  have  been  brought  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Board,  in  which  engineers,  having  erred  in  their 
judgment,  have  rushed  past  stations  at  the  highest  possible 
speed  just  as  an  accoraraoclation  train  has  come  to  a  standstill. 
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If  the  engineer  of  an  express  has  any  doubt  whether  he  can 
pass  a  station  before  an  accommodation  train  reaches  it,  he 
should  in  the  interest  of  safety  be  obliged  to  come  to  a  stop. 
All  this  means  great  and  uncertain  delay  to  express  trains,  and 
increases  the  chances  of  train  accidents. 

The  fact  is,  that  our  suburban  business  has  outgrown  our 
station  arrangements.  In  the  vicinity  of  Boston  the  stations 
are  so  close  together  and  accommodation  trains  are  so  frequent, 
that  it  is  not  o-ood  railroadino-  to  continue  conditions  under 
which  the  occupation  of  one  track  at  a  station  is  a  bar  to  the 
use  of  all  the  other  tracks.  In  other  words,  the  train  service 
on  the  main  lines  in  the  vicinity  of  Boston  has  grown  to  such 
proportions  that  it  cannot  be  conducted  properly  and  with 
reasonable  safety  unless  it  has  the  exclusive  use  of  the  road-bed 
at  stations.  If  the  public  at  stations  is  to  be  prevented  from 
crossing  the  tracks  on  a  level,  other  convenient  means  of  cross- 
ing must  be  supplied.  A  highway  crossing  over  or  under  the 
railroad  immediately  adjoining  the  station  furnishes  the  best 
facilities,  if  there  are  good  footways  and  driveways  from  the 
highway  on  each  side  of  the  tracks.  In  default  of  such 
arrangement,  well-lighted  subways  or  suitable  overhead  bridges 
must  be  provided.  These  will  be  used  but  little,  unless  there 
are  fences  between  the  tracks.  Where  a  fence  is  erected,  the 
space  between  tracks  ought  to  be  eight  feet ;  but  on  the  Penn- 
sylvania road  fences  are  used  with  only  seven  feet  between  the 
tracks,  and  no  accident  has  resulted  therefrom.  The  standard 
fence  of  that  road  is  four  feet  in  height  above  the  ground, 
and  is  built  in  sections,  so  that  it  can  easily  be  removed  when 
repairs  of  the  road-bed  are  necessary.  A  blue  print  show- 
ing the  details  of  this  fence  is  on  iile  in  this  office. 

When  arrangements  were  completed  at  Springfield  for  carry- 
ing the  tracks  of  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  over  Main 
Street,  and  for  changing  the  location  of  the  station  to  a  point 
east  of  Main  Street,  as  recommended  by  this  Board,  there  was^ 
an  opportunity  to  build  a  model  station.  The  result  is  not  a 
complete  success.  A  station  has  been  built.  In  fact,  two 
magnificent  stations  have  been  built,  one  on  each  side  of  the 
tracks.  The  danger  and  delay  both  to  railroad  and  street 
traffic,  which  formerly  resulted  from  the  grade  crossing  imme- 
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diately  adjoining  the  old  station,  have  been  entirely  obviated  . 
by  the  separation  of  grades. 

There  was,  however,  at  the  old  station,  another  difficulty 
hardly  less  important.  The  great  number  of  passengers  who 
had  occasion  to  pass  from  one  side  of  the  station  to  the 
other  in  order  to  take  trains  or  for  any  other  purpose  were 
obliged  to  cross  the  tracks  on  a  level  therewith  ;  and,  when  a 
train  was  standing  in  the  station,  there  was  no  opportunity  for 
people  on  one  side  of  it  to  cross  to  the  other  without  going 
round  it  or  through  it.  The  passage  of  freight  trains  was  also 
a  serious  obstruction.  The  old  station  was  a  very  dangerous 
place,  and  a  constant  source  of  complaint ;  and  the  company 
was  obliged  to  do  its  business  there  with  the  utmost  caution, 
while  the  risks  incurred  were  excessive.  In  planning  the  new 
station,  these  faults  of  the  old  station  have  only  been  partly 
corrected.  If  the  approaches  to  the  proposed  subway  at  the 
extreme  west  end  of  the  station  platform  are  satisfactory,  that 
subway  will  undoubtedly  be  a  great  convenience,  and  will  be 
largely  used  by  foot  passengers  coming  from  the  north  side  of 
the  track  and  wishing  to  take  trains  bound  east,  and  by  those 
coming  from  the  south  side  of  the  track  and  wishing  to  take 
trains  bound  west,  or  trains  on  the  Connecticut  River  Eail- 
road.  This  subway,  however,  will  not  furnish  convenient 
accommodation  for  all  those  persons  who  may  have  occasion 
for  various  reasons  to  cross  the  tracks  near  the  centre  of  the 
station. 

At  a  station  so  important  as  this,  where  the  passage  of  trains 
and  engines  is  almost  unceasing,  the  public  ought  not  to  be 
allowed  to  cross  any  of  the  tracks  on  a  level  therewith.  The 
best  arrangement  now  feasible  is  to  build  under  the  very  cen- 
tre of  the  station  a  subway  for  the  use  of  foot  passengers,  with 
convenient  access  to  it  from  each  platform,  and  also  from  the 
waiting  rooms  in  the  stations. 

The  views  herein  expressed  were  embodied  in  a  letter  sent 
to  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad, 
dated  Oct.  9,  1889. 

Difficulties  such  as  exist  at  Springfield  have  been  treated 
successfully  in  Europe.  The  last  annual  report  of  this  Board 
contained  a  treatise  prepared  by  Professor  A.  Goering  of  the 
Polytechnic  Institute  at  Berlin,  in  which  descriptions  and  dia-

grams  were  given  of  the  latest  European  examples  of  terminal 
and  through  stations.  Those  stations  are  so  arranged  that 
there  is  no  necessity  for  crossing  tracks  at  grade,  nor  is  there 
any  opportunity  to  do  so. 

Grade  Crossings. 

A  considerable  portion  of  the  last  report  was  devoted  to  a 
discussion  of  the  dangers  attendant  upon  grade  crossings,  the 
means  of  diminishing  the  dangers,  and  the  methods  calculated 
to  secure  a  gradual  abolition  of  such  crossings.  A  special 
Board,  composed  of  three  civil  engineers,  also  submitted  a 
report,  treating  the  same  subject  from  a  somewhat  different 
stand-point. 

To  the  suggestions  contained  in  these  reports  the  Board 
respectfully  calls  the  attention  of  the  Legislature,  in  the  hope 
that  at  the  present  session  some  effective  remedial  action  may 
be  taken.  Without  attempting  again  to  treat  the  subject 
at  length,  we  submit  a  few  additional  facts,  together  with  a 
brief  recapitulation  of  our  recommendations. 

Private  Grade  Crossings. 

A  law  should  be  passed  providing  that  no  right  of  way  across 
or  on  the  location  of  a  railroad  shall  hereafter  be  acquired  by 
prescription. 

Section  115  of  chapter  112  should  be  amended  so  that  rail- 
road companies  shall  be  obliged  by  law  to  erect  gates  or  bars 
at  private  grade  crossings,  and  the  law  (P.  S.,  c.  112,  §  200) 
imposing  a  penalty  for  neglecting  to  close  such  gates  or  bars 
should  be  more  rigidly  enforced. 

Some  method  should  be  provided  by  which  a  railroad  com- 
pany may,  at  its  own  expense,  and  upon  the  payment  of  all 
damages,  separate  grades  at  private  crossings  or  abolish  private 
crossings,  furnishing,  if  necessary,  a  substitute  way. 

Public  Grade  Crossings. 

From  the  returns  made  by  the  various  companies,  it  appears 
that  the  whole  number  of  highway  grade  crossings  is  2,218; 
being  11  less  than  the  number  reported  last  year.  Twenty- 
three  petitions  for  grade  crossings  have  been  considered  by  the 
Board  during  the  year  ;  of  these,  5  were  for  crossings  by  private 
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tracks  for  freight  purposes.  Of  these  5  petitions,  3  have  been 
granted  and  2  are  now  pending,  awaiting  the  action  of  the 
Legislature  on  the  recommendations  hereinafter  contained. 
The  remaining  18  petitions  related  to  grade  crossings  by 
railroads  for  public  use.  Of  these  18,  only  1  has  been 
granted  by  the  Board,  and  that  was  for  a  grade  crossing  at 
South  Yarmouth,  where  a  new  highway  was  laid  out  at  grade, 
as  a  substitute  for  two  highway  crossings  at  grade  and  one 
private  crossing,  all  three  of  which  were  discontinued. 

Seventeen  grade  crossings  on  the  Grafton  &  Upton  Eailroad 
were  authorized  by  special  act  of  the  Legislature  (Stat.  1889, 
chapter  304).  These  17  grade  crossings  do  not  appear  in  the 
returns,  as  the  road  is  not  completed. 

Thirteen  grade  crossings  have  been  abolished.  The  aban- 
donment  of  a  portion  of  the  Boston,  Winthrop  &  Shore 
Railroad  accounts  for  5  of  these.  The  remaining  8  were  dis- 
tributed as  folloW'S  :  3  on  the  Boston  &  Albany,  2  on  the 
Old  Colony,  and  3  on  the  Fitchburg  Railroad.  The  number 
of  grade  crossings  abolished  during  the  previous  year  w^as  9. 
During  the  past  year  the  number  of  fatal  accidents  at  grade 
crossings  was  30,  being  3  more  than  in  the  previous  year.  The 
total  number  of  killed  and  injured  was  56,  being  3  less  than  in 
the  previous  year.  The  number  of  accidents  at  grade  crossings 
for  the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1873,  was  7  ;  1874,  36  ;  1875,  18  ; 
1876,  38  ;  1877,  33  ;  1878,  29  ;  1879,  30  ;  1880,  50  ;  1881,  36  ; 
1882, 54  ;  1883,  44  ;  1884,  32  ;  1885,  50 ;  1886,  35  ;  1887,  47  ; 
1888,  59;  1889,  56. 

During  the  past  year  11  were  killed  and  11  were  injured  at 
grade  crossings  protected  by  gates  or  flagmen,  and  19  were 
killed  and  15  were  injured  at  unprotected  grade  crossings. 

The  danger  at  grade  crossings  may  be  diminished  in  the 
following  ways :  — 

■1.  If  a  highway  crosses  a  railroad  diagonally,  by  changing 
the  location  of  the  highway  so  that  it  shall  cross  as  nearly  as 
may  be  at  a  right  angle. 

2.  By  causing  the  removal  of  trees,  bushes,  banks  of  earth 
or  stone,  etc.,  which  obstruct  the  view  of  the  tracks.  Chapter 
371  of  the  Acts  of  1889  does  not  go  far  enough,  in  that  it  sim- 
ply auth-orizes,  under  certain  limitations,  the  cutting  down  of 
standing  wood  in  woodlands  when  it  obstructs  the  view. 
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3.  By  requiring  gates  or  a  flagman  at  every  highway  grade 
crossing  at  which  trains  are  allowed  to  run  at  full  speed. 

4.  By  limiting  the  speed  of  trains  at  all  highway  grade 
crossings  unprotected  by  gates  or  a  flagman. 

5.  By  making  it  a  punishable  ofieuce  to  pass  onto  the 
tracks  when  a  flagman  is  waving  his  flag  or  when  the  gates  are 
closed,  and  by  taking  efi'ective  measures  to  secure  an  enforce- 
ment of  the  law. 

The  foregoing  expedients  will  diminish  the  number  of  acci- 
dents at  grade  crossings.  Such  accidents  can  only  be  abso- 
lutely prevented  by  separating  the  grades.  The  importance  of 
the  separation  of  grades,  as  a  matter  of  business  expediency  as 
well  as  a  matter  of  safety,  is  undoubtedly  appreciated  more 
and  more  every  year  ;  but  the  actual  progress  made  is  by  no 
means  encouragino'.  A  consolidated  draft  of  the  existing  laws 
in  relation  to  the  abolition  of  grade  crossings  will  be  found  in 
the  Appendix. 

In  our  last  report  attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that  the 
present  method  of  procedure  is  too  complicated.  Equally 
equitable  results  can  be  obtained  by  simpler  methods  ;  and  we 
refer  to  the  discussion  of  the  question  in  our  last  report,  and 
to  the  suggestions  therein  contained. 

It  is  unfortunately  a  fact  that  the  provision  made  in  the  law 
for  securing  an  equitable  apportionment  of  the  expense  between 
the  railroad  company,  the  cities  and  towns  benefited,  and  the 
county  or  counties  in  which  the  crossing  is  situated,  or  either 
or  any  of  them,  has  been  influential  in  preventing  rather  than 
in  promoting  action.  The  parties  too  frequently  sacrifice  their 
own  real  interests  through  a  desire  to  avoid  doing  anything  or 
making  any  admissions  which  may  work  against  them  when  the 
expense  is  to  be  apportioned.  Manoeuvring  for  position  is  a 
great  obstacle  to  the  abolition  of  grade  crossings.  A  city  or 
town  and  a  railroad  company  may  each  desire  a  separation  of 
grades,  and  each  may  in  fact  be  willing  to  pay  its  proper  pro- 
portion of  the  expense  ;  but  each  fears  that  the  other  will  get 
some  undue  advantage,  and  desires  also  to  shift  to  the  other 
just  as  much  as  possible  of  the  cost.  The  consequence  is,  that 
pretended  apathy  results  in  inaction  or  in  adverse  action. 

A  notable  and  deplorable  instance  of  inaction  has  lately  been 
furnished  in  the  matter  of  the  grade  crossings  in  the  city  of 
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Lynn.  Fire  cleared  the  way  for  a  separation  of  grades.  By 
the  fire  the  cost  to  the  city  of  a  general  separation  of  grades 
was  diminished  several'  hundred  thousand  dollars.  If  the 
opportunity  had  been  seized,  the  net  loss  of  the  fire  to  the  city 
might  have  been  diminished  by  that  amount ;  but  each  party 
desired  to  take  all  those  steps  which  would  conduce  towards 
shifting  the  expense  from  its  own  shoulders,  and  the  conse- 
quence is  that  much  valuable  time  has  been  lost,  and  the  great 
opportunity  is  gradually  slipping  away. 

The  Greation  of  New   Crossings  at  Grade. 

The  recommendations  contained  in  our  last  report,  as  to  leg- 
islation governing  the  creation  of  new  crossings  at  grade,  are 
renewed.  On  the  petition  of  the  Grafton  &  Upton  Railroad  for 
16  crossings  at  grade  on  the  extension  of  that  line  to  Milford, 
which  petition  was  pending  before  this  Board  at  the  beginning 
of  last  year,  action  was  deferred,  in  the  hope  that  the  Legisla- 
ture would  adopt  the  recommendations  of  the  Board  that  the 
law  should  be  so  changed  that  restrictions  and  reoulations  could 
be  imposed  by  the  Board  as  a  condition  of  permits  for  crossings 
at  grade.  No  such  law  was  passed  ;  and  the  Grafton  &  Upton 
Railroad,  on  applying  directly  to  the  Legislature,  secured  the 
passage  of  a  special  act  authorizing  17  new  crossings  at  grade, 
without  any  limitations. 

The  Board  also  calls  attention  to  the  necessity  of  legislation 
authorizing  it,  when  it  permits  a  private  crossing  at  grade  for 
freight  purposes,  to  limit  the  number  of  tracks,  and  to  impose 
such  other  conditions  in  relation  to  the  use  of  the  crossing  as 
the  circumstances  may  seem  to  require.  Power  should  further 
be  given  to  the  Board  to  modify  the  conditions  at  any  time. 

Two  petitions  for  private  crossings  for  freight  purposes  are 
now  pending  before  the  Board,  and  action  upon  them  is 
deferred,  awaiting  the  hoped-for  legislation. 

Capital  Stock  and  Debt. 
Although  the  Massachusetts  railroads  as  a  whole  will  compare 
favorably  with  those  in  other  parts  of  the  country,  and  though 
some  of  the  companies  have  reached  much  higher  standards 
than  others,  still,  even  on  the  most  advanced,  existing  con- 
ditions   call    for    large    outlays    for   construction,    equipment. 
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improvements  or  alterations.  At  the  last  session  of  the  Legis- 
lature the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  and  the  Old  Colony  Rail- 
road, appreciating  the  requirements  of  growth  and  of  progress, 
sought  and  obtained  from  the  Legislature  authority  for  an  in- 
crease of  capital  stock.  There  are  other  railroads  on  which  a 
large  expenditure  is  much  more  imperative  than  on  the  Boston 
&  Albany  and  the  Old  Colony.  Some  of  this  expenditure 
should  be  paid  for  out  of  earnings,  and  some  can  properly  be 
paid  for  by  an  increase  of  capital  stock  or  debt.  The  usual 
table  near  the  end  of  Part  I.  of  this  report  gives  the  amount 
of  stock  and  of  net  debt  per  mile  of  road  for  the  different 
companies. 

If  all  the  companies  were  entirely  free  from  stock  or  bond 
water,  and  if  the  financial  manao-ement  of  all  had  been  conducted 
upon  the  same  principles,  the  variations  in  the  amount  of  stock 
and  debt  per  mile  would  correspond  very  nearly  with  the 
variations  in  the  actual  cost  of  construction,  equipment  and 
other  property.  The  methods  of  making  up  accounts,  how- 
ever, vary  greatly.  Companies  in  a  condition  of  easy  pros- 
perity charge  as  much  as  possible  to  the  expense  account ;  while 
companies  which  find  it  difiicult  to  meet  fixed  charges  and  divi- 
dend expectations,  charge  as  little  as  possible  to  the  expense 
account.  The  former  charge  to  expense,  items  which  are 
properly  new  construction;  the  latter  charge  to  construction, 
items  wdiich  are  properly  expense.  The  former  develop 
strength  ;  the  latter  develop  weakness.  The  former  are  generally 
willing  to  make  such  improvements  as  are  necessary  to  keep 
them  abreast  of  the  times ;  the  latter  need  constant  spurring. 

The  following  are  the  principal  purposes  for  which  large 
expenditures  should  be  made  in  the  near  future  :  — 

Freight-car  automatic  couplers. 

Train  brakes  for  freight-cars. 

Steam-heating  outfits,  and  better  arrangements  for  venti- 
lation. 

Extension  of  electric  block  systems. 

Interlocking  electric  systems  at  junctions  and  crossovers. 

Improved  and  uniform  signals  for  night  and  day  service. 

Additions  to  rolling  stock  and  motive  power. 

Larger  and  better  arranged  freight  yards,  with  better  facilities 
for  classification  of  freight  cars. 
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Brido;es. 

Improved  station  accommodations. 

Abolition  of  grade  crossings. 

Expenditures  for  these  purposes  can  be  met  only  in  part  out 
of  earnings,  and  for  the  balance  funds  must  be  obtained  by 
increasing  indebtedness  or  by  the  issue  of  new  capital  stock. 

Trespassers. 

During  the  past  year  119  trespassers  have  been  killed  and  78 
have  been  injured,  making  a  total  of  197  killed  and  injured. 
The  total  number  of  persons,  whether  passengers,  employees 
or  the  public,  killed  or  injured  within  the  State  in  the  operation 
of  our  railroads,  was  652;  so  that  the  accidents  to  trespassers 
were  thirty  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  of  accidents,  while 
the  number  of  trespassers  killed  was  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  whole 
number  of  fatal  accidents. 

Walking  on  the  tracks  without  right  can  be  prevented ;  and, 
such  being  the  case,  this  annual  slaughter  of  trespassers,  is  a 
disgrace.  It  is  undoubtedly  convenient  for  many  people  to  use 
railroad  tracks  as  foot  ways,  but  convenience  does  not  consti- 
tute right.  The  trespasser  on  railroad  tracks  violates  the 
rights  of  others  and  commits  an  unlawful  act,  just  as  much  as 
does  the  trespasser  on  any  private  property.  Moreover,  every 
consideration  of  humanity  demands  that  the  most  vigorous 
measures  should  be  taken  to  put  a  stop  to  this  deadly,  suicidal 
form  of  trespass.  The  man  who  by  his  example  or  by  his  in- 
fluence encourages  the  continuance  of  trespassing  on  railroad 
tracks,  takes  upon  himself  a  heavy  responsibility  for  mutila- 
tion, suffering  and  death. 

The  Board  renews  the  recommendations  contained  in  the  last 
annual  report. 

Operating  Eules. 

Lack  of  uniformity  on  different  roads  in  rules  governing 
the  train  service  is  a  definite  source  of  danger,  which  has  long 
been  recognized  by  railroad  men  ;  and  in  1887  a  code  of  rules 
was  adopted  by  the  General  Time  Convention,  a  body  at  that 
time  comprising  a  membership  of  164  railroad  companies, 
represented  usually  by  their  general  manager  or  their  general 
superintendent.       This    code   was  prepared    with   great  care, 
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and  was  discussed  and  perfected  by  the  combined  experience 
of  many  experts.  The  object  of  the  code  was  to  secure  uni- 
formity, a  correct  and  pointed  expression,  and  the  best  prac- 
tice. Some  of  our  roads  have  adopted  this  code  as  the  basis 
of  their  rules,  while  others  neglect  to  do  so.  The  code  may 
not  be  perfect;  undoubtedly  it  will  be  improved  from  time  to 
time ;  but,  even  if  it  is  not  more  perfect  than  the  existing  rules 
of  any  special  road,  still  the  argument  in  favor  of  its  adoption 
is  of  conclusive  force.  There  is  danger  at  the  time  when  the 
change  is  made;  but  that  danger  can  be,  and  has  been,  by 
many  roads,  effectually  guarded  against.  The  danger  is  tem- 
porary ;  the  time  of  its  occurrence  is  fixed  by  the  management 
to  suit  its  convenience,  and  all  necessary  precautions  can  be 
taken.  It  is  a  surgical  operation  which  is  expedient,  in  order 
to  eradicate  what  would  otherwise  be  a  permanent  and  serious 
disease.  With  different  codes  on  different  roads  there  is 
danger  whenever  an  employee  in  the  train  service  goes  from 
one  road  to  another.  This  trouble  is  constant  and  ill-defined, 
and  cannot  be  properly  guarded  against. 

No  person  can  watch  the  lack  of  uniformity  in  methods  of 
giving  hand  signals  by  day  or  lantern  signals  by  night,  by 
the  conductors  and  brakemen  on  various  roads,  without  won- 
dering why  more  frequent  disaster  has  not  resulted.  On  the 
Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  the  hand  signal  for  stopping  is 
similar  to,  and  hardly  distinguishable  from,  the  standard  code 
signal  for  startino;. 

By  variety  of  practice  the  difficulty  of  securing  safe  operation 
is  greatly  increased,  w^henever,  in  consequence  of  a  strike  or 
for  other  reason,  an  extensive  change  of  employees  is  rendered 
necessary.  The  neglect  of  some  roads  to  adopt  the  standard 
code  is  unfortunately  not  only  a  source  of  danger  to  themselves, 
but  rem,ains  a  constant  menace  to  those  roads  which  have 
adopted  the  code  ;  since  they  too,  in  changing  employees,  may 
get  men  coming  from  roads  on  which  the  practice  has  not  been 
in  accordance  with  the  Time  Convention's  code. 

Uniformity  in  the  numbering  of  rules,  as  well  as  in  phrase- 
ology, is  of  great  value  both  as  a  means  for  fiicilitating  reference 
and  of  diminishing  the  chances  of  misunderstanding. 

If  there  is  uniformity  in  rules  employees  will  be  benefited, 
because  experience  on  one  road  will  then  be  a  qualification  for, 
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rather  than  a  bar  to,  equally  responsible  employment  on 
another. 

For  the  sake  of  promoting  the  safety  of  travel  on  all  roads, 
and  for  the  benefit  of  others  as  well  as  for  their  own  benefit,  we 
urge  those  roads  which  have  not  yet  adopted  the  Time  Conven- 
tion's code  as  the  basis  of  their  rules  to  do  so  without  further 
unnecessary  delay. 

The  Time  Convention's  code  is  prefaced  by  a  general  notice, 
from  which  the  following  is  an  extract :  — 

It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  proper  rules  for  the  government 
of  the  employees  of  a  railroad  company  should  be  literally  and  abso- 
lutely enforced,  in  order  to  make  such  rules  efficient.  If  they  cannot 
or  ought  not  to  be  enforced,  they  ought  not  to  exist.  Officers  or 
employees  whose  duty  it  may  be  to  make  or  enforce  rules,  should  keep 
this  clearly  in  mind.  If,  in  the  judgment  of  any  one  whose  duty  it 
is  to  enforce  a  rule,  such  rule  cannot  or  ought  hot  to  be  enforced, 
he  should  at  once  bring  it  to  the  attention  of  those  in  authority. 

The  foregoing  is  a  forcible  and  correct  statement.  Its 
urgency  cannot  be  too  often  suggested.  During  the  past  year 
the  Board  has,  on  several  occasions,  called  the  attention  of 
ofiicials  to  cases  in  which  rules  have  not  been  "  literally  and 
absolutely  "  complied  with.  On  one  road  which  had  adopted 
the  standard  code,  it  was  found  that  some  of  the  employees  were 
still  giving  the  signals  in  accordance  with  by-gone  practice. 
In  another  case  a  telegraphic  message  was  sent,  not  as  the  rules 
required,  but  in  a  form  which  the  operator  considered  meant 
the  same  thing.  If  harmless  deviations  from  rules  are  not  con- 
demned, corrected  and  uprooted,  they  will  prove  to  be  the  seed 
from  which  harmful  deviations  will  grow.  The  management 
which  knowingly  permits  a  rule  to  be  violated  without  punish- 
ment or  reproof,  thereby  becomes  responsible  in  part  for  dis- 
asters which  may  result  from  similar  violations  of  other  rules. 


Some  complaint  having  been  made  that  at  times  the  number 
of  brakemen  on  freight  trains  is  insufficient,  and  that  minors 
are  employed  in  positions  for  which  they  are  not  qualified,  the 
Board  lately  addressed  to  the  companies  a  circular  making 
inquiries  in  regard  to  these  and  other  matters.  A  consolidated 
statement  of  the  responses  is  contained  in  the  Appendix.  No 
answer  to  the  circular  has  yet  been  received  from  the  Boston 
&  Maine  Railroad  Company. 
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Brake  Power  ox  Passenger  Traes'S. 

When  passenger  cars  were  first  equipped  with  the  train 
brake,  the  quickness  of  application  and  the  efficiency  of  brake 
power  were  largely  increased,  and  naturally  the  train-brake 
apparatus  was  applied  only  to  those  wheels  which  had  previ- 
ously been  equipped  with  brakes.  The  locomotive  remained, 
as  before,  without  brakes.  In  1873  a  locomotive  on  the  Penn- 
sylvania Railroad  was  provided  with  driving-wheel  brakes, 
operating  in  connection  with  the  train-brake  system.  A  few 
years  later  driving-wheel  brakes  became  a  standard  require- 
ment on  the  Pennsylvania  road.  Experience  has  so  thor- 
oughly proved  the  value  of  these  brakes,  that  at  the  present 
time  probably  three-quarters  of  all  new  locomotives  are 
equipped  with  them.  Some  of  the  companies  in  this  State 
have,  however,  neglected  to  apply  this  improvement  to  their 
locomotives. 

It  has  been  claimed  that  brakes  on  driving  wheels  are  unnec- 
essary, because  their  work  can  be  done  in  an  emergency  by 
reversino'  the  eno-ine.  In  one  sense  this  is  true.  If  an  eno'ine 
is  reversed  with  skill  and  with  care,  very  good  results  can  be 
obtained  ;  but,  to  secure  these  results,  much  more  skill  and 
care  are  required  than  can  be  expected  in  regular  service,  and 
certainly  more  than  can  be  expected  in  emergencies. 

In  cases  of  impending  accident,  experience  shows  that  engi- 
neers frequently  fail  to  reverse  to  the  best  advantage,  and 
sometimes  in  their  haste  they  cause  an  excessive  pressure,  and 
the  bursting  of  a  cylinder  or  steam  chest  renders  their  engine 
practically  helpless.  The  greater  the  emergency,  the  smaller  is 
the  chance  that  an  engine  will  be  reversed  successfully. 

Nobody  maintains  that  an  engine  should  be  reversed  for 
every  stop  ;  and  yet  the  operation  is  so  delicate  that  if  an  engi- 
neer had  all  the  experience  gained  from  constant  practice,  he 
would  too  often  fail  to  manipulate  properly  in  an  emergency. 

It  has  been  urged  that  the  adoption  of  driving-wheel  brakes 
is  not  justified,  because  they  cause  so  much  wear  and  tear  of 
the  locomotive.  Abundant  experience  has  proved  that  this 
objection  also  is  not  well  founded. 

The  ratio  of  the  weight  on  the  driving  wheels  to  the  weight 
of  the  whole  train  varies  of  course  accordins;  to  the  weight  of 
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the  engine  and  according  to  tlie  weight  and  number  of  cars  in 
the  train.  If  the  weight  on  the  driving  wheels  is  taken  as  ten 
percent,  of  the  weight  of  the  whole  train, — and  this  percent- 
age is  often  exceeded, — it  will  be  seen  how  important  it  is  to 
avail  of  the  stopping  power  which  these  wheels  furnish.  An 
increase  often  per  cent,  in  braking  power  means  the  ability  to 
make  shorter  stops  in  emergencies,  thereby  avoiding  accidents. 
Moreover,  in  daily  practice  such  increase  of  power  is  a  great 
advantao;e.  The  o;reater  the  number  of  wheels  to  which  brake 
shoes  are  applied,  the  less  will  be-  the  pressure  necessary  upon 
each  shoe  to  stop  a  train  within  a  given  distance,  and  the  wear 
and  tear  on  each  wheel  will  accordingly  be  less.  The  flattening 
of  car  wheels  by  sliding  should  also  be  less. 

When  there  are  no  driving-wheel  brakes,  the  distance  within 
which  a  train  can  be  stopped  depends  in  part  upon  the  length 
of  the  train.  The  fewer  the  cars,  the  less  power  there  is  to 
stop  the  locomotive  ;  so  that  the  engineer,  in  making  a  stop, 
must  consider  the  length  of  his  train.  If,  however,  the  loco- 
motive is  supplied  with  driving-wheel  brakes,  the  length  of  the 
train  makes  but  little  difference. 

The  extensive  use  of  twelve-wheel  cars,  with  brakes  on  only 
eight  wheels,  is  another  instance  in  which  the  fullest  brake 
power  possible  is  not  utilized  ;  and  a  reform  in  this  matter  is 
as  imperative  as  the  general  adoption  of  locomotive  driving- 
wheel  brakes.  These  twelve-wheel  cars  weio;h  on  the  averag-e 
80,000  pounds,  and  one-third  of  the  wheels  are  not  fitted  with 
brakes.  One-third  of  80,000  pounds  is  26,667  pounds,  or 
more  than  one-half  of  the  weight  of  an  ordinary  passenger  car. 
Hence,  two  of  these  twelve-wheeled  cars  have  a]>out  the  same 
brake  power  as  three  passenger  cars  would  have,  if  one  of  them 
was  entirely  devoid  of  brakes.  Or,  in  other  words,  a  train  of 
four  Pullman  cars  has  no  more  brake  power  than  a  train  of  six 
ordinary  passenger  cars,  two  of  which  have  no  brakes  at  all. 
These  twelve-wheel  cars  are  run  on  the  fastest  trains.  Such 
trains  ought  to  have  an  extra  amount  of  braise  power.  They 
actually  have  a  smaller  percentage  of  brake  power  than  the 
ordinary  accommodation  trains.  Not  until  lately  has  it  been 
deemed  possible  to  apply  brakes  to  all  the  wheels  of  a  six- 
wheel  truck  ;  but  it  can  now  be  done  successfully,  and  this 
alteration  should  be  pushed  forward  with  the  utmost  possible 
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expedition.  Where  trucks  are  so  constructed  that  brakes  can- 
not be  applied  to  all  the  wheels,  the  trucks  should  be  discarded 
and  others  substituted  in  their  place. 

The  attention  of  the  Board  was  called  to  this  matter  by  an 
accident  which  happened  to  the  four-o'clock  express  train  from 
Boston  to  New  York,  on  the  afternoon  of  the  26th  of  April, 
1889.  The  train  consisted  of  an  eio;ht-wheel  bao^o-ao-e  car,  two 
drawins-room  cars  and  a  dinino;  car  with  twelve  wheels  each, 
and  three  eight-wheel  passenger  coaches.  The  engine  weighed 
91,000  pounds,  the  tender  73,000  pounds,  the  baggage  car  and 
the  passenger  coaches  about  51,000  pounds  each,  the  drawing- 
room  cars  about  80,000  pounds  each,  and  the  dining  car  about 
70,000  pounds.  The  locomotive  was  not  fitted  with  driving- 
wheel  brakes,  and  the  two  drawing-room  cars  and  the  dining  car 
had  brakes  on  eight  only  out  of  the  twelve  wheels.  The  train 
was  approaching  Springfield,  and  when  the  brakes  were  applied 
was  going  at  the  rate  of  about  forty-five  miles  an  hour,  on  a 
straight  track  with  a  descending  grade  of  sixty  feet  to  the  mile. 
The  track  was  wet  with  rain.  The  brakes  were  first  applied 
in  the  train-service  notch,  but  were  quickly  changed  to  the 
emergency  notch,  and  sand  was  used.  The  engineer,  discover- 
ing that  the  brakes  would  not  be  sufiicient  to  stop  the  train  in 
season  to  avoid  a  collision,  reversed  his  engine,  and  the  steam 
chest  on  the  right  side  gave  way.  From  the  point  where  he 
first  applied  the  brakes  to  the  point  where  he  struck  the  rear 
of  a  freight  train  standing  on  the  track  was  a  little  over  a  mile, 
and  yet  he  was  going  at  the  rate  of  at  least  six  miles  an  hour 
when  the  collision  occurred.     Fortunately,  no  one  was  killed. 

So  far  as  the  present  discussion  is  concerned,  it  is  unneces- 
sary to  go  into  the  question  whether  the  brake  leverage  was 
correctly  adjusted  on  all  the  cars,  or  whether  a  collision  could 
have  been  avoided  if  the  engineer  had  applied  the  brakes  in 
the  emergency  notch  in  the  first  })lace.  The  fact  is,  that  if 
there  had  been  brakes  on  the  driving  wheels  of  the  locomotive 
and  brakes  on  all  the  wheels  of  the  cars,  the  brake  power 
would  have  been  increased  thirty-five  per  cent.,  and  the  col- 
lision would  undoubtedly  have  been  avoided. 

In  the  Appendix  will  be  found  a  diagram  showing  the  actual 
brake  power  and  the  possible  brake  power  of  the  train,  together 
with  a  communication  in  relation  to  the  train  service  and  emer- 
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gency  applications  of  brakes,  and  also  mi  extract  from  a  valued 
communication  from  Mr.  D.  L.  Barnes,  consulting  engineer  of 
the  "  Railroad  Gazette,"  in  relation  to  driver  brakes  and  to  the 
eflect  of  grades,  and  of  wet,  icy  or  greasy  rails  upon  the  stop- 
ping of  trains. 

Rates  for  Passengers  and  Freight. 

No  formal  complaint  of  unreasonable  or  unequal  rates  for 
the  transportation  of  passengers  or  freight  wholly  within  this 
State  has  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board. 

Among  the  questions  relating  to  interstate  commerce  in 
which  our  State  is  interested,  the  most  important  are  those 
growing  out  of  the  greater  .charge  for  Western  freight  billed 
to  Boston  for  home  consumption  than  for  Western  freight 
billed  to  New  York.  The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
has  alreadj'^  held  that,  taking  the  through  rates  on  such  freight 
originating  west  of  Buffalo  as  units,  no  unjust  discrimination 
has  been  proved.  Formerly,  the  amount  by  which  the  rates 
for  Western  freight  billed  to  Boston  for  home  consumption 
exceeded  the  rates  for  Western  freight  billed  to  New  York  was 
equal  to  about  ten  per  cent,  of  the  New  York  rate.  Notwith- 
standing large  reductions  in  freight  rates,  the  amount  of  this 
excess  has  remained  the  same.  The  ratio  has  consequently 
changed,  and  at  the  present  time  Boston  is  paying  on  such 
freight  about  twenty  per  cent,  more  than  New  York.  The 
rates  on  freight  from  the  West  going  through  Boston  to  foreign 
ports,  and  the  rates  from  Boston  for  freight  bound  to  Western 
points,  are  the  same  as  for  like  bound  freight  through  or  from 
New  York. 

The  question  is  now  pending  before  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission,  whether  one  of  the  roads  which  is  a  section  of  a 
through  line  to  New  York  and  to  Boston  has  a  right  to  charge 
and  receive,  as  it  is  now  doing,  more  for  freight  passing  over  it 
billed  to  Boston,  than  for  freight  of  the  same  kind  billed  to 
New  York. 

Another  important  question  relating  to  our  interstate  traffic 
is,  whether  any  control  beyond  that  now  given  by  law  should 
be  exercised  over  freight  carried  between  points  in  the  United 
States  on  through  lines,  of  which  Canadian  lines  form  a  part. 
The  claim  is  made  that  the  lines  which  are  wholly  within  the 
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United  States,  and  which  are  subjected  to  State  and  United 
States  regulation,  ought  to  have  some  protection  against  the 
untrammelled  competition  of  Canadian  roads. 

The  Senate  committee  on  interstate  commerce  has,  during 
the  past  year,  taken  important  testimony  upon  the  points 
involved;  and  the  merchants  of  Boston,  at  hearings  held  at  the 
rooms  of  this  Board  last  summer,  gave  that  committee  full  and 
valuable  information  in  relation  to  the  favorable  working  of  the 
present  condition  of  affairs. 

The  arguments  most  frequently  advanced  by  those  who 
would  have  some  barrier  imposed  upon  the  transportation  of 
merchandise  going  through  Canada  are  the  following :  First, 
the  American  roads  cannot  compete  with  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Road,  on  account  of  the  pecuniary  support  given  to  the  latter 
road  by  the  Canadian  government ;  second,  the  American  roads 
should  be  protected  against  the  competition  of  the  Canadian 
roads,  because  the  latter  are  not  subject,  within  the  limits  of 
Canada,  to  the  long  and  short  haul  clause,  and,  by  charging 
higher  rates  on  local  business  than  our  roads  are  permitted  to, 
can  make  good  any  losses  which  they  may  sustain  in  transport- 
ing through  freight  at  excessively  low  rates. 

The  ofBcers  of  the  Canadian  roads  aver  that  they  do  in  fact 
conform  to  the  provisions  of  the  long  and  short  haul  clause  ; 
but,  even  if  they  did  not  so  conform,  if  they  were  transporting 
our  freight  for  us  at  excessively  low  rates  and  at  the  expense 
of  the  Canadian  government  or  of  the  Canadian  people,  special 
interests  might  suffer,  but  the  welfare  of  our  people  as  a  whole 
would  be  promoted.  It  is  not  probable  that  the  application  of 
the  protection  doctrine  will  be  extended  by  Congress  into  this 
field. 

Union  Passenger  Station  in  Boston. 

Since  our  last  annual  report  no  material  progress  has  been 
made  towards  perfecting  and  adopting  plans  for  a  union  pas- 
senger station  for  the  lines  entering  Boston  on  the  north. 
(Se"e  report  of  1889,  p.  S6,  and  report  of  1888,  p.  36.)  The 
question  has  been  complicated  by  the  action  of  the  Secretary 
of  War,  who  in  December,  1888,  issued  an  order  that  the 
draws  over  Charles  River  should  be  raised  and  widened.  It  is 
probable  that  the  order  will    soon  be  revoked,  as  a  petition 
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therefor  is  now  pending,  and  some  of  those  who  were  instru- 
mental in  procuring  the  passage  of  the  order  now  assent  to  its 
revocation. 

The  question  of  the  location  of  the  station  depends,  among 
other  things,  upon  the  facilities  for  transportation  from  the 
station  to  and  through  the  central  portion  of  the  city.  The 
slower  and  the  more  uncertain  the  means  of  transit  through 
the  streets  between  the  northern  and  southern  stations,  the 
more  important  it  is  to  have  steam-railroad  tracks  extended  as 
far  as  possible  towards  the  heart  of  the  city.  The  present 
slow  pace  and  the  frequent  delays  of  our  street  cars  furnish 
a  strong  argument  in  favor  of  extending  the  steam  railroads 
entering  the  city  on  the  north  side  over  Causeway  Street  on 
elevated  tracks.  The  prospect  of  more  rapid  transit  in  the 
near  future  diminishes  somewhat  the  force  of  this  argument. 
Within  the  current  year  the  adoption  of  electricity  as  a  motive 
power  on  the  street-car  lines  running  to  the  northern  stations 
v/ill  without  doubt  result  in  greater  speed,  and  will  prove  a 
material  relief  to  our  streets.  If  an  elevated  street  railway 
should  be  built,  still  more  rapid  transit  would  be  secured  ;  and, 
in  matter  of  time,  to  those  who  use  the  street  cars  the  location 
of  the  station  would  then  make  but  little  difference.  For  all 
those  who  do  not  use  the  street  railways,  especially  for  those 
who  walk  to  and  from  the  station,  the  nearer  the  station  is  to 
the  heart  of  the  city,  the  better. 

A  man  in  selecting;  a  suburban  residence  will,  other  things 
being  equal,  seek  one  on  that  line  of  railroad  the  station  of 
which  in  Boston  is  nearest  or  most  accessible  to  his  place  of 
business.  A  difference  in  distance  of  an  eighth  of  a  mile,  or, 
in  time,  of  two  minutes,  would  often  prove  a  determining  con- 
sideration. 

The  interests  of  Boston's  steam  railroads,  of  its  street  rail- 
way service  and  of  the  public,  are  closely  allied  and  inter- 
woven. No  action  should  be  taken  with  reference  to  one  of 
these  interests  without  considering  the  bearing  of  such  action 
upon  the  other  interests ;  and  no  improvements  should  be 
entered  upon,  unless  made  in  accordance  w^ith  a  well-defined 
plan  for  dealing  with  the  whole  question.  If  each  railroad 
and  if  the  West  End  Street  Railway  Company  are  permitted 
to  carry  out  their  individual  ideas  for  improvement  without 
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consulting  the  interests  of  the  others  and  without  knowing  the 
plans  of  the  others,  confusion,  complexity  and  dissatisfaction 
will  result ;  but  if  a  comprehensive  plan  is  worked  out,  and 
each  party  interested  does  his  share  towards  making  it  success- 
ful, Boston  will  become  less  noticeable  for  the  way  in  which 
traffic  blocks  and  destroys  itself  in  the  streets,  and  may  acquire 
an  enviable  reputation  for  compact,  convenient  and  rapid  trans- 
action of  business. 

Recommendations  or  the  Board. 

As  usual,  the  formal  recommendations  of  the  Board  to  the 
various  railroad  companies  have  been  generally  complied  with. 
The  Board  is,  however,  obliged  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
Legislature  to  the  fact  that  the  recommendation  of  the  Board 
to  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  Company,  on  the  petition  of 
the  selectmen  of  Milford  and  the  selectmen  of  Holliston,  has 
not  been  followed. 

This  recommendation  was  dated  April  20,  1889,  and  called 
for  an  additional  passenger  train  from  Milford  and  way  stations 
on  the  Milford  branch  to  South  Framingham,  leaving  Milford 
in  season  to  arrive  in  South  Framingham  at  or  shortly  before 
seven  o'clock  a.m.  ;  and  for  a  train  from  South  Framingham  to 
Milford  and  way  stations,  leaving  South  Framingham  on  the 
arrival  of  the  5.25  p.m.  train  from  Boston. 

On  the  24th  of  October,  1887,  the  Board,  upon  complaint 
and  after  a  hearing,  determined,  as  appears  in  their  decision  on 
page  140  of  the  nineteenth  annual  report,  that  the  Norwood 
Central  station  on  the  New  York  &  New  England  Railroad  was 
too  small  and  unsuitable,  and  recommended  that  a  station  costing 
not  less  than  two  thousand  dollars  should  be  built :  believinsf 
that  such  a  station  was  demanded  for  the  proper  accommoda- 
tion of  the  public,  and  would  also  prove  to  be  a  judicious  out- 
lay for  the  company.  It  appears  that  the  citizens  of  Norwood 
desired  a  larger,  more  attractive  and  consequently  more  expen- 
sive station  than  that  which  the  Board  recommended  ;  and, 
shortly  after  the  recommendation  was  issued,  the}^  took  meas- 
ures to  raise  a  fund  to  add  to  the  amount  named  by  the  Board. 
At  the  time  when  our  last  report  went  to  print,  the  Board  was 
informed  that  the  delay  in  erecting  the  station  was  approved 
by  the  petitioners,  and  that  arrangements  had  been  completed 
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for  a  three-thousand-dollar  station,  the  people  of  the  town 
contributing  one  thousand  dollars  therefor.  Another  year  has 
passed,  and  the  station  has  not  been  built. 

Street  Railavay  Companies. 
Capital  Stock  and  Debt. 

Chapter  366  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1887  authorizes  an 
increase  of  the  capital  stock  of  street  railway  companies  for 
the  purpose  of  building  and  equipping  a  branch  or  extension, 
or  for  other  necessary  and  lawful  purposes,  but  such  increase  is 
subject  to  the  approval  of  this  Board,  which  is  instructed, 
among  other  things,  to  make  an  examination  of  the  assets  and 
liabilities  of  the  company,  and  not  to  allow  an  increase  "be- 
yond the  value  of  the  prop'erty  of  the  company,  including  the 
cash  to  be  paid  in  on  such  increase." 

Various  interpretations  of  the  word  ' '  value "  in  this  con- 
nection have  been  urged.  It  has  been  claimed  that  it  means 
the  gross  value,  not  making  any  deduction  for  the  debt  to 
which  the  property  may  be  subject.  Thus,  if  the  gross  value 
of  the  property  of  a  company  were  a  million  dollars,  and  it 
were  subject  to  a  debt  of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  it 
has  been  urged  that  the  "value  of  the  property"  would  be  a 
million  dollars ;  and  that,  other  requirements  having  been  com- 
plied with,  capital  stock  could  be  issued  to  the  amount  of  a 
million  dollars,  plus  the  amount  of  the  cash  to  be  paid  in  on 
the  proposed  increase.  Such  a  position  is  plainly  untenable ; 
and  the  Board  has  held  that  the  word  "  value,"  as  used  in  the 
act,  means  not  the  gross  value,  but  the  net  value  of  the  prop- 
erty, after  deducting  the  amount  of  its  indebtedness. 

Again,  it  has  been  claimed  that,  in  estimating  the  "value'' 
of  the  property,  the  value  of  the  franchise  should  be  appraised 
and  included.  This  naturally  has  been  urged  only  with  refer- 
ence to  those  roads  in  thickly  settled  communities,  where  the 
franchise  is  of  considerable  value.  This  claim  also  has  been 
disallowed.  The  franchise  of  a  street  railway  company  in 
Massachusetts  is  a  gift  from  the  public.  It  is  not  bought  with 
cash.  It  could  not  be  capitalized  in  the  original  formation  of  a 
railroad  company,  and  there  is  no  good  reason  to  believe  that 
the  Legislature  intended  to  allow  it  to  be  represented  by  capi- 
tal at  any  time. 
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Another  claim  was,  that  the  Board,  in  making  its  examina- 
tion of  the  assets  and  liabilities  of  the  company,  and  in  deter- 
mining the  value  of  the  property,  should,  in  the  absence  of  proof 
to  the  contrary  brought  to  its  notice,  take  the  returns  of  the 
company,  as  made  to  and  accepted  by  the  Board,  as  sufficient 
evidence  of  such  value.  The  limits  of  the  powers  and  duties  of 
the  Board  in  the  supervision  of  the  accounts  of  railroad  and 
railway  companies  have  been  repeatedly  pointed  out  in  these 
reports.  The  statute  requires  the  companies  to  keep  their 
books  and  accounts  in  a  uniform  manner  upon  the  system  pre- 
scribed by  the  Board,  and  to  make  report  of  their  doings 
annually.  It  is  also  provided  that  the  Board,  when  a  report 
is  defective  or  appears  to  be  erroneous,  shall  notify  the  company 
to  amend  the  same  within  fifteen  days.  This  obviously  refers 
to  such  defects  in  form  and  errors  in  figures  as  appear  upon  the 
face  of  the  report.  The  statutes  evidently  do  not  contemplate 
that  the  Board  should  audit  the  accounts  of  railroads  and  rail- 
ways. Such  a  proceeding  would  involve  an  expenditure  many 
times  greater  than  that  authorized  as  the  compensation  of  our 
accountant. 

Since,  therefore,  the  examination  of  accounts  contemplated 
by  the  statutes  extends  only  to  securing  uniformity  of  system 
and  to  the  correction  of  errors  appearing  on  the  face  of  the 
report,  the  Board,  when  asked  to  authorize  an  increase  of 
capital  stock,  has  not  deemed  itself  justified  in  taking  the 
annual  return  of  a  company  as  sufficient  evidence  of  the  value 
of  its  property. 

Another  claim  has  been,  that  the  term,  "  value  of  the 
property,"  means  the  cost  of  the  property.  This  claim  has 
also  been  disallowed,  for  the  reason  that  the  correct  determi- 
nation of  the  cost  of  the  property  would  render  necessary  an 
elaborate  examination  of  the  accounts  from  the  time  of  the 
original  construction  of  the  railroad,  covering  perhaps  a  long 
series  of  years,  and  would  omit  entirely  from  consideration  the 
existing  condition  of  the  roadway  and  equipment.  Universal 
experience  teaches  the  diflerence  between  cost  and  value. 

It  is  the  general  policy  of  our  law  that  there  shall  be  no 
watering  of  stock ;  and  the  interpretation  which  the  Board  has 
put  upon  the  Act  of  1887  is,  that  that  act  was  intended  to 
prescribe  a  further  limitation ;  namely,  that  when  authority  to 
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increase  capital  stock  is  asked,  it  must  be  shown  that  the 
existing  capital  stock  does  not  exceed  the  net  value  of  the 
existing  property  of  the  company. 

It  will  be  seen  that  a  railway  company,  in  order  to  keep  itself 
in  a  condition  which  will  justify  the  issuance  of  authority  to 
increase  its  capital,  must  by  renewals  and  repairs  keep  its 
property  in  such  good  condition  that  it  can  show  not  only  cost 
butjiet  value  to  represent  its  capital  stock. 

Up  to  last  year,  there  had  been  no  general  law  authorizing 
the  issue  by  street  railway  companies  of  bonds  secured  by  a  mort- 
gage. Such  issues  had  been  from  time  to  time  authorized  by 
special  act.  By  chapter  316  of  the  Acts  of  1889,  the  power  to 
authorize  such  issues  was  vested  in  this  Board,  and  in  that  act 
the  interpretation  given  by  this  Board  to  the  Act  of  1887  was 
confirmed  by  the  use  of  the  following  phraseology  :  "  No  such 
issue  shall  be  authorized  unless  in  the  opinion  of  such  Board 
the  value  of  the  constructed  tracks,  the  equipments,  and  the 
other  real  and  personal  property  of  the  company,  taken  at  a 
fair  value  for  railway  purposes  and  excluding  the  value  of  the 
franchise,  equals  or  exceeds  the  amount  of  the  capital  stock 
outstanding,  and  the  debt," 

Under  the  Act  of  1887  five  petitions  for  authority  to  increase 
capital  stock,  and  under  the  Act  of  1889  four  petitions  for 
authority  to  issue  mortgage  bonds,  have  been  presented  to  the 
Board  during  the  past  year.  The  investigations  rendered 
necessary  by  these  petitions  have  involved  a  large  amount  of 
labor.  Among  the  important  questions  to  be  determined  with 
reference  to  such  petitions  are  the  following  :  — 

1.  What  would  it  cost,  at  the  current  time,  to  construct  a 
roadway  and  track  like  that  in  question  ? 

2.  What  allowance  should  be  made  for  wear  and  tear, 
depreciation  and  decay  ? 

3.  What  is  a  reasonable  value  for  street  railway  purposes  of 
the  existing  cars,  horses  and  other  equipment,  taking  into 
account  their  condition  ?  This  requires  a  full  inventory  to  be 
made. 

4.  What  is  the  fair  market  value  of  the  real  estate? 

5.  What  is  the  value  of  the  buildings  for  the  purposes  of  a 
street  railway? 
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It  generally  appears  that  the  present  cost  of  constructing  a 
street  railway  would  fall  considerably  below  the  actual  cost,  as 
shown  on  the  books  of  the  company.  This  is  due  to  various 
causes,  among  which  the  following  are  the  most  common  : — 

1.  A  lower  cost  of  the  materials  of  construction. 

2.  The  loss  naturally  growing  out  of  alterations  and  improve- 
ments. Large  sums  are  expended  on  changes  of  location,  of 
grade  and  of  curvature,  improvements  in  rails,  in  switches  and 
in  rolling  stock  ;  while  the  cost  of  reproducing  the  property  is 
not  increased  to  the  same  extent.  A  certain  amount  of  loss  is 
almost  always  involved  in  alterations.  If  a  house  costing  ten 
thousand  dollars  is  altered  by  enlargement  or  otherwise  at  an 
expense  of  five  thousand  dollars,  it  is  generally  found  that  a 
new  house  could  be  built,  equally  as  good,  for  considerably  less 
than  fifteen  thousand  dollars.  It  is  evidently  the  policy  of  the 
law,  and  it  is  wise  policy,  to  require  street  railway  companies 
to  manage  their  affairs  in  a  conservative  manner,  and,  before 
declaring  dividends,  to  make  due  allowance  for  depreciation 
and  for  losses  suffered  in  alterations  and  improvements. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  lavv  permits  the  companies  to  set  off 
against  loss  on  the  items  above  described,  any  increase  in  values 
above  cost.  For  instance,  it  frequently  happens  that  real 
estate  is  worth  considerably  more  than  cost ;  and  the  statute 
has  been  held  by  the  Board  to  justify  setting  off  such  increase 
in  value  pro  tanto  against  losses  in  value,  provided  only  that 
the  total  issue  of  stock  and  bonds  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the 
actual  cost. 

The  change  which  many  of  our  street  railway  companies  are 
making  from  horse  power  to  electricity  involves  questions 
relating  to  the  issue  of  capital  stock  and  of  mortgage  bonds, 
which  should  receive  the  attention  of  the  Legislature.  If  a 
street  railway  company,  in  anticipation  of  adopting  electricity 
as  its  motive  power,  and  for  the  purpose  of  securing  funds  to 
make  the  alterations,  petitions  for  authority  to  increase  its 
capital  stock  or  to  issue  mortgage  bonds,  and  can  prove  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Board  that  the  value  of  its  constructed  tracks, 
equipment  and  other  real  and  personal  property,  taken  at  a  fair 
value  for  railway  purposes  and  excluding  the  value  of  its  fran- 
chise, equals  or  exceeds  the  amount  of  its  capital  stock  out- 
standing, and  its  debt,  the  Board,   if  it    deems    such    action 
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otherwise  consistent  with  the  public  interest,  can  authorize  an 
increase  of  capital  stock  or  of  bonded  debt  for  the  purpose 
named  in  the  petition.  In  making  the  change,  however,  there 
is  necessarily  considerable  loss ;  and  after  the  change  of  road- 
way, rolling  stock  and  motive  power  has  been  made,  it  will  be 
found  that  the  property  accounts  of  the  company  have  been 
increased  far  more  than  the  cost  of  reproduction  has  been 
increased.  In  other  words,  it  costs  much  more  to  build  a  horse 
railway  and  then  change  from  that  to  an  electric  railway,  than 
it  costs  to  construct  and  equip  an  electric  .railway  de  novo. 

Take  the  case  of  a  company  which,  before  changing  to  the 
electric  system,  might  legally  secure  authority  to  increase  its 
capital  stock  or  to  issue  mortgage  bonds  to  an  amount  sufficient 
to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  alterations.  If  this  same  company 
should  first  make  the  alterations,  and  subsequently  seek  author- 
ity to  increase  its  capital  stock  or  to  issue  mortgage  bonds  in 
order  to  provide  the  means  to  pay  the  indebtedness  incurred 
therefor,  it  would  probably  find  that,  in  consequence  of  the 
waste  naturally  involved  in  making  the  alterations,  the  value 
of  its  property  taken  as  above  described  had  fallen  below  the 
total  amount  of  its  capital  stock  and  debt,  and  that  its  petition 
could  not  then  be  granted  under  the  provisions  of  the  statutes. 
In  such  case  it  would  be  obliged  to  go  to  the  Legislature  for  a 
special  act. 

There  seems  to  be  no  good  reason  why  a  petition  presented 
immediately  after  making  such  alterations  should  not  have  as 
good  a  standing  as  a  petition  presented  before  the  alterations 
are  made.  On  the  other  hand,  no  action  should  be  taken  which 
will  encourage  or  permit  the  permanent  continuance  of  a 
financial  condition  in  which  the  value  of  the  property  of  the 
company,  excluding  its  franchise,  is  not  equal  to  the  total 
amount  of  its  capital  stock  and  debt. .  Some  properly  guarded, 
conservative  legislation  on  this  subject  is  called  for. 

Reduction   of   Capital   Stock   of   Street   Railway 

Companies. 
No  provision  is  made  in  the  statutes  for  a  reduction  of  the 
capital  stock  of  a  street  railway  company.     It  sometimes  hap- 
pens that  there  is  proper  occasion  for  such  decrease.     Section 
3  of  chapter  113  of  the  Public  Statutes  requires  that  the  capital 
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stock  of  street  railway  companies  shall  not  be  less  than  ten 
thousand  dollars  per  mile,  if  any  portion  of  a  proposed  railway 
is  to  be  within  a  city  ;,  and  not  less  than  twenty- five  hundred 
dollars  per  mile,  if  wholly  within  a  town.  Where,  therefore, 
it  is  proposed  to  build  a  street  railway  joartly  in  a  city  and 
partly  in  an  adjacent  town  or  towns,  the  capital  stock  must  not 
be  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars  per  mile.  If  in  such  case  the 
company  should  secure  its  location  in  the  town  and  fail  to 
secure  it  in  the  city,  or  if  in  any  case  a  company  should  secure 
only  a  portion  of  its  contemplated  location,  a  reduction  of  its 
capital  stock,  subject  to  proper  limitations,  could  safely  be 
permitted. 

By  Public  Statutes,  chapter  112,  section  45,  railroad  com- 
panies at  meetings  called  for  the  purpose  are  authorized  to 
reduce  the  amount  of  their  capital  stock,  but  not  below  the 
limit  prescribed  by  section  35  of  said  chapter.  The  passage 
of  a  similar  law  with  reference  to  street  railways  is  recom- 
mended. 

Electric  Street  Railways. 

On  our  street  railways  electricity  is  being  rapidly  adopted 
as  the  motive  power.  The  use  of  electricity  is  attended  with 
considerable  danger,  and  many  happenings  enforce  the  necessity 
for  wise  oversight  and  regulation.  It  is  now  much  easier  to 
prevent  dangerous  construction  than  it  will  be  in  the  future 
to  secure  protection  against  dangerous  construction  already 
completed. 

The  West  End  Street  Railway  Company,  and  other  companies 
authorized  to  run  cars  in  or  into  the  city  of  Boston,  cannot  make 
underground  or  surface  alterations  of  streets  for  the  cable  or 
electric  systems  without  the  approval  of  this  Board.  It  has 
been  held,  as  stated  in  the  last  report,  that  the  term  "  under- 
ground and  surface  alterations  "  does  not  cover  the  construction 
of  poles  and  wires  above  the  surface.  With  the  exception  of  this 
limited  authority  relating  to  roads  running  cars  in  or  into  the 
city  of  Boston,  this  Board  has  no  control  of  electric  construction 
for  street  railways.  Such  control  now  rests  with  the  respective 
cities  and  towns.  Unless  the  approval  of  some  board  of  general 
supervision  is  required  for  all  electric  railway  construction, 
there  is  reason  to  fear  that  the  inability  of  the  respective  city 
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and  town  authorities  to  make  proper  investigation,  and  the 
desire  of  the  companies  to  economize,  will  lead  to  construction 
lacking  the  best  appliances  for  safety.  This  subject  is  worthy 
of,  and  will  require,  most  diligent  inquiry. 

Electric  cars,  more  than  horse  cars,  need  a  sure  fender  for 
the  wheels,  on  the  sides  as  well  as  on  the  ends  of  the  car. 
Horses  are  themselves  fenders  for  the  wheels.  They  may  push 
a  person  off  the  track,  or,  even  if  they  knock  a  person  down, 
there  is  a  chance  that  the  car  may  be  stopped  before  the  wheels 
reach  him ;  but,  if  a  person  is  struck  by  an  electric  car,  the 
chances  for  his  escape  are  very  small  unless  the  car  is  provided 
with  an  efficient  fender.  The  greater  speed  of  electric  cars  of 
course  largely  increases  the  danger.  The  attention  of  the 
West  End  Street  Eailway  Company  has  several  times  been 
called  to  this  matter,  but  as  yet  no  proper  fender  has  been 
provided. 

As  the  number  of  electric  cars  increases,  it  is  to  be  expected 
that  there  will  be  a  decided  increase  in  the  number  of  men, 
women  and  children  run  over  and  mutilated  or  killed.  The 
fenders  and  guards  now  in  use  on  the  electric  cars  of  the  West 
End  Street  Railway  will,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  in  case 
of  accident  act  rather  as  instruments  of  mutilation  than  as  means 
of  safety. 

Cars  propelled  by  electricity  can  on  good  track  and  under 
favorable  circumstances  go  at  the  rate  of  at  least  twenty  miles 
an  hour.  This  possibility  of  attaining  great  speed  will  soon 
call  for  regulation.  The  control  of  the  speed  of  street  cars  is 
now  vested  in  the  city  and  town  governments.  The  increase 
of  the  speed  of  street  cars  has  resulted,  and  will  continue  to 
result,  in  a  marked  increase  in  street-car  travel ;  and  it  is  prob- 
able that  in  not  a  few  cases  the  electric  street  car  will  take 
away  business  from  the  railroad  train. 

The  horse  and  electric  cars  of  the  West  End  Street  Railway 
travel  in  all  each  day  more  than  50,000  miles,  or  the  equivalent 
of  twice  the  distance  round  the  world. 

The  following  table  gives  statistics  in  regard  to  the  electrical 
operation  and  construction  of  street  railways  as  of  the  30th  of 
September.

General  Summary  Relating  to  Accidents. 

The  record  of  accidents  during  the  year  ending  Sept.  30, 
1889,  is  more  encouraging  than  that  of  the  preceding  year. 
The  total  number  of  casualties  reported  was  652,  against  782 
for  the  previous  year, — a  decrease  of  130.  Of  these,  236 
were  fatal  and  416  were  not  fatal. 

The  total  number  of  passengers  killed  and  injured  was  58, 
just  half  as  many  as  in  the  preceding  year,  and  but  little  more 
than  30  per  cent,  of  the  number  of  casualties  to  passengers 
during  the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1887.  No  train  accident 
attended  by  very  serious  results,  such  as  darkened  the  record 
of  the  two  preceding  years,  has  occurred  during  the  past  year. 
Not  a  passenger  has  been  killed  by  causes  beyond  his  own  con- 
trol, and  only  10  were  injured  without  fault  of  their  own.  Of 
these,  5  were  injured  by  causes  not  connected  with  the  opera- 
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tion  of  the  railroads,  2  of  them  by  missiles  thrown  through 
the  Avindows,  and  3  by  the  swinging  of  a  stone  suspended 
by  a  derrick  against  the  side  of  a  car.  Nine  passengers  killed 
and  39  injured  suffered  the  penalty  of  their  own  imprudence  by 
jumping  or  falling  off,  or  attempting  to  get  upon  moving  trains. 

The  number  of  employees  killed  and  injured  was  315,  being 
76  less  than  in  the  preceding  year;  271  were  train  men  and  44 
were  other  employees.  Of  these,  61  were  killed  and  254  were 
injured.  While  between  freight  cars  for  the  purpose  of  coup- 
ling or  uncoupling  them,  140  employees  were  injured,  7  of 
them  fatally.  The  number  of  fatal  accidents  of  this  class  was 
precisely  the  same  as  in  the  preceding  year,  while  the  number 
of  those  not  fatally  injured  was  14  less.  Falling  from  the  cars 
was,  as  heretofore,  the  most  fatal  class  of  accidents,  16  out  of 
57  being  killed.  The  number,  however,  was  less  than  that 
of  last  year,  by  13  killed  and  12  injured.  By  contact  with 
overhead  bridges,  5  brakemen  were  killed  and  7  were  injured. 
By  train  accidents,  1  was  killed  and  18  were  injured.  Thirty- 
two  were  killed  and  55  were  injured  in  various  ways,  especially 
by  incautiously  stepping  or  standing  in  front  of  a  moving  train 
or  engine,  or  too  near  the  track. 

At  grade  crossings  protected  by  gates  or  flagmen  11  persons 
were  killed  and  11  others  were  injured,  not  fatally.  At  unpro- 
tected grade  crossings  19  were  killed  and  15  were  injured. 
Last  year  there  was  an  excess  of  accidents  at  the  protected 
crossings ;  but  this  year  22  persons  were  killed  or  injured  at 
protected  crossings,  and  34  at  unprotected  crossings.  The 
total  number  of  accidents  at  grade  crossings  was  56,  being  3 
less  than  in  the  preceding  year. 

At  stations,  16  persons  were  killed  and  10  were  seriously 
injured,  as  against  7  killed  and  12  injured  last  year.  These 
accidents  occurred  to  persons  attempting  to  get  upon  a  moving- 
train,  or  crossing  the  track  at  way  stations.  Some  of  them 
were  reported  as  trespassers  ;  but  the  assumption  that  every 
person  at  a  station  who  is  not  there  as, a  passenger  or  as  an 
employee  must  be  a  trespasser,  is  not  justified.  The  pi'oba- 
bility  is  that  they  were  at  the  station  lawfully,  and  crossed  the 
track  because  the  way  was  open,  and  no  other  means  of  getting 
from  one  side  of  the  railroad  to  the  other  was  provided. 

The  total  number  of  trespassers  killed  and  injured  was  197, 
or  one  more  than  in  the  preceding  year;  of  these,  119  were 
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killed  and  78  were  injured, — a  fatality  somewhat  greater  than 
last  year.     Seven  of  these  trespassers  were  apparently  suicides. 

Of  the  total  number  of  persons  killed  or  injured,  29  were 
reported  as  being  intoxicated.  Of  these,  5  were  passengers, 
3  were  at  grade  crossings,  4  were  at  stations,  and  17  were 
trespassers.  The  circumstances  of  the  death  of  others  indicate 
that  an  additional  number  of  trespassers  may  have  been  intox- 
icated.    No  employee  is  reported  as  injured  w^hile  intoxicated. 

Something  more  than  36  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of 
casualties  are  reported  as  fatal.  It  is  probable  that  this  pro- 
portion would  be  materially  increased  if  all  the  deaths  result- 
ing from  injuries  were  included.  The  casualties  are  reported 
simply  as  injuries,  unless  death  ensues  before  the  report  is 
made,  or  is  certain  to  speedily  follow.  It  is  seldom  that  a 
death  occurring  in  a  hospital,  some  days  or  weeks  after  the 
accident,  is  made  known  to  the  Board.  As  all  such  deaths  are 
made  known  to  the  railroad  companies,  they  should  make  their 
reports  complete  by  a  supplementary  record  of  the  death. 

The  inequality  in  the  number  of  accidents  reported  by  the 
several  roads  in  proportion  to  their  mileage,  as  showai  in  the 
following  table,  is  noticeable  :  —

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The  disparity  shown  by  the  foregoing  table  between  the  dif- 
ferent roads  may  be  accounted  for  partly  by  the  chances  of 
the  present  year,  and  partly  by  location  and  the  amount  of 
traffic.  On  roads  showing  the  greatest  exemption  from  acci- 
dents, traffic,  both  passenger  and  freight,  is  much  lighter;  grade 
crossings  are  not  so  numerous ;  and  a  more  sparse  population 
furnishes  fewer  victims  at  such  crossings,  and  fewer  trespassers 
on  the  railroad  track. 

The  record  of  passengers  killed  and  injured  by  causes  beyond 
their  own  control  is  very  creditable  to  the  railroads.  No  pas- 
senger was  killed  by  such  cause,  and,  of  the  ten  injured,  five 
were  hurt  by  no  fault  of  the  railroad  companies,  as  stated 
above.  The  following  table  shows  the  ratio  of  casualties  to 
passengers,  while  within  this  State,  from  causes  beyond  their 
own  control,  to  the  whole  number  carried  on  our  roads,  within 
and  without  the  State,  in  each  of  the  last  ten  years  :  —

Of  the  48  passengers  who  were  killed  or  injured  by  reason  of 
their  own  imprudence  in  getting  off  or  boarding  trains  in 
motion,  or  in  standing  on  the  platforms  of  the  cars,  all  but  one 
were  on  the  roads  terminating  in  Boston.  Most  of  them  were 
on  suburban  trains.  These  penalties  for  recklessness  are  not 
sufficient  to  deter  eager  and  impatient  passengers  from  incurring 
the  same  risks.  They  will  continue  to  take  their  chances  until 
the  railroad  companies  absolutely  prevent  them  from  getting 
upon  or  off  trains  while  in  motion. 

While  the  number  of  employees  killed  and  injured  is  happily 
but  80  per  cent,  of  the  numlier  reported  last  year,  some  of  the 
roads  have  reported  a  larger  number ;  the  Boston  &  Maine,  for 
instance,  reporting  double  the  number  reported  last  year. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  grade  crossings, 
the  number  of  persons  injured  or  killed  at  such  crossings,  and 
the  ratio  of  accidents  to  grade  crossings,  both  on  the  principal 
lines  and  on  all  the  roads  taken  too'ether  :  —

Mileage  or  Railroads. 

The  total  length  of  railroads  belonging  to  the  corporations 
makino;  returns  to  tliis  Board  was  3,090.739  miles  of  main  line 
and  branches,  of  which  1,086.569  were  provided  with  double 
track.  Last  year  the  total  length  was  3,087.883  miles,  with 
1,027.587  miles  of  double  track;  showing  an  increase  of 
2.854  of  total  length,  and  an  increase  of  58.982  miles  of  double 
track.  The  total  length  of  sidings  was  1,448.644  miles,  as 
ao-ainst  1,443.310  ;  showino- an  increase  of  5.334  miles.  The 
total  length  of  track,  considering  double  track  and  sidings  as 
so  much  additional  single  track,  is  5,625.952  miles,  as  against 
5,558.780  of  last  year;  the  increase  being  67.172  miles. 
Of  the  whole  amount  there  are  in  this  State  of  main  line 
2,066.772  miles,  of  double  track  783.669,  and  of  sidings 
1,018.559  miles,  being  a  total  of  3,869.000,  as  against  3,817.413 
miles  of  last  year ;  showing  an  increase  of  track  in  this  State 
of  51.587  miles. 

Cost  of  Roads. 

The  averao-e  cost  of  standard-gaus-e  roads  is  returned  at 
$69,573.83  per  mile  ;  the  cost  of  equipment  per  mile  operated 
averages  $6,317.38, — making  the  average  cost  of  a  standard- 
gauge  road,  with  equipment,  $75,891.21.  The  cost  of  narrow- 
gauge  roads  averages  $30,426.02  per  mile,  and  $6,629.44  per 
mile  additional  for  equipment. 

Number  of  Corporations. 
Returns  were  received  from  fifty-six  corporations,  —  fiftj^-five 
railroad  and  one  canal  company.

832.02.  The  cash  assets  of  all  the  railroad  companies  of  the 
State  have  decreased  by  the  amount  of  $546,572.12.

Gross  Earnings. 
The  total  gross  earnings  from  operation  of  the  roads  are 
$55,856,900.85  ;  the  operating  expenses  amounted  to  $37,- 
652,736.07,  making  the  net  income  from  operation,  $18,204,- 
164.78.  The  income  from  lease  of  road  is  $3,856,251.83  ;  the 
income  from  other  sources  is  $1,260,676.61,  making  the  total 
income  —  less  operating  expenses  —  of  these  corporations,  the 
sum  of  $23,321,093.22.     The  total  deductions  —  being  inter- 
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est,  taxes,  rentals  and  organization  expenses  —  amounted  to 
$14,279,323.21,  leaving  an  amount  applicable  to  dividends  of 
$9,041,770.01. 

It  is  impossible  to  make  a  satisfactory  comparison  of  these 
results  with  the  previous  year,  the  form  of  returns  to  the  Board 
for  the  past  year  being  different  from  that  heretofore  used. 

The  division  of  the  passenger  and  freight  earnings,  between 
local  and  through  business,  was  eliminated  from  the  returns, 
because,  under  existing  methods  of  transacting  the  transporta- 
tion business,  it  was  believed  that  any  attempt  to  make  such 
a  division  would  be  inaccurate  and  might  be  misleading. 

The  earnings  from  the  passenger  department  were  $28,154,- 
549.42,  an  increase  of  $785,893.65  over  the  year  1888,  when 
they  amounted  to  $27,368,655.77.  The  earnings  from  the 
freight  department  were  $27,064,063.57,  an  increase  of  $712,- 
684  51  over  those  of  last  year,  which  amounted  to  $26,351,- 
379.06. 

The  "express,  mail  and  other"  earnings  included  in  the 
total  passenger  earnings,  as  given  above,  amounted  to  $2,758,- 
412.57,  being  an  increase  of  $202,996.54,  this  item  having 
been,  in  1888,  $2,555,416.01. 

The  earnings  from  "  elevators,"  etc.,  included  in  the  total 
freight  earnings,  were  $541,424.00.  The  "other  earnings" 
from  operation  amounted  to  the  sum  of  $638,287.86.

The  increase  of  passenger  mileage  —  or  passengers  carried 
one  mile  —  for  the  year  amomits  to  53,187,958.  The  increase 
of  freight  mileage,  or  tons  of  freight  carried  one  mile,  amounts 
to  85,658,167.  The  total  number  of  passengers  carried  was 
93,529,299,  showing  an  increase  of  3,842,887  over  the  previ- 
ous year.  The  whole  number  of  tons  of  freight  carried  was 
25,482,103,  as  against  25,787,383;  showing  a  decrease  of 
305,280  tons. 

Gross  Earnings  per  Mile  of  Koad. 
The  average  sum  earned  on  each  mile  of  main  track  and 
branch  operated  was  $14,161.19;  or,  computing  double  track 
as  additional  single  track,  the  average  per  mile  was  $11,102.69. 
The  average  earnings  from  operation  per  mile,  on  the  seven 
roads  of  standard-gauge  terminating  in  Boston,  was  $13,766.72.

Gross  and  Net  Income. 

The  tables  containing  the  total  gross  and  net  income  of  all 
the  corporations  for  ten  years,  and  the  percentage  of  gross  and 
net  income  compared  with  the  permanent  investments,  have 
been  omitted  this  year. 

The  increasing  consolidation  of  railroads  by  leases  has  ren- 
dered the  tables  heretofore  given  under  this  heading  mislead- 
ing, because  the  income  is  in  part  duplicated  by  the  returns, 
and  the  permanent  investments  of  railroads  outside  of  the 
State  are  not  reported  to  this  Board.  These  elements  did 
not  materially  aftect  the  results  so  long  as  the  consolidations 
were  few  and  unimportant ;  but  the  numerous  leases  of  recent 
years,  extending  to  foreign  corporations  beyond  the  limits  of 
the  State,  make  so  great  a  difference  that  it  has  been  deemed 
best  to  omit  the  table. 

The  gross  earnings  from  operation  are  $55,856,900.85,  and 
the  expenses  of  operating  the  roads  are  $37,652,736.07,  leav- 
ing as  net  income  over  operating  expenses  the  sum  of 
,204,164.78. 

The  income  from   "  lease  of  road  "  was  $3,856,251.83,  and 
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from  miscellaneous  sources  and  other  investments  was  $1,260,- 
676.61,  leaving  as  the  total  income  above  operating  expenses, 
applicable  to  the  payment  of  fixed  charges,  the  sum  of 
$23,321,093.22. 

The  total  amount  of  dividends. declared  was  $7,380,366.75, 
a  decrease  of  $605,859.35  from  last  year.  Of  the  55  corpora- 
tions, 33  paid  dividends  varying  from  1  to  10  per  cent.  The 
following  table  shows  the  amount  paid  in  dividends  by  all  the 
corporations  for  ten  years,  with  the  percentage  to  capital  stock,

Street  Railways. 

Returns  were  received  from  46  street  railway  companies. 
The  report  of  the  Marlborough  company  has  not  been  included 
in  the  tables ,  because  when  the  tables  were  made  out  a  suitable 
return  had  not  been  received. 

During  the  year  six  companies  have  been  incorporated  under 
chapter  1 13  of  the  Public  Statutes.  These  companies  are  the 
Attleborough,  North  Attleborough  &  Wrentham,  the  Beverly 
&  Dan  vers,  the  Lynn  Belt,  the  Martha's  Vineyard,  the  Norfolk 
and  the  Plymouth  &  Kingston.  The  name  of  the  Revere  was 
by  special  act  of  the  Legislature  changed  to  the  Boston  & 
Revere  Electric. 

The  Arlington,  the  Boston  Consolidated,  the  Cambridge,  the 
Metropolitan,  the  South  Boston  and  the  Suburban  having  been 
consolidated  or  purchased  by  other  companies  no  returns  were 
received,  and  the  names  of  these  companies  have  been  dropped 
from  our  list. 

The  aggregate  capital  stock  is  $12,290,740.00,  being  an  in- 
crease of  $1,395,890.00;  the  gross  debt  has  also  increased 
$879,988.88,  and  now  amounts  to  $8,449,239.64.  The  aggre- 
gate of  stock  and  gross  debt  is  now  $20,739,979.64. 

One  coiiporation  paid  a  dividend  of  42^  per  cent.  ;  one  of  8 
per  cent,  on  preferred  and  10  per  cent,  on  common  stock ;  one 
of  10  ;  four  of  8  ;  one  of  7  ;  seven  of  6  ;  two  of  5  ;  one  of  4  ; 
one  of  3  ;  two  of  2  ;  while  the  remaining  companies  declared 
and  paid  no  dividends. 
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The  average  rate  of  dividend  on  tlie  total  amount  of  capital 
stock  was  Q.82  per  cent.  ;  and  the  net  earnings  amount  to  6.62 
per  cent,  on  the  aggregate  of  capital  stock  and  gross  debt. 

The  whole  length  of  track,  including  branches,  sidings  and 
double  track,  amounts  to  620.884  miles,  being  an  increase  of 
59.066  miles.  The  average  cost  was  $16,174.21  per  mile  for 
permanent  way,  $7,827.73  for  equipment,  and  $10,429.56  for 
land  and  buildings ;  making  a  total  cost  of  $34,431.50  for  each 
mile  of  road  owned.  The  number  of  round  trips  was  3,446,- 
769,  an  increase  of  226,191  over  the  previous  year;  with  a 
mileage  of  24,259,491,  an  increase  of  1,014,724.  Passengers 
were  carried  to  the  number  of  148,189,403,  being  an  increase 
of  13,711,084  over  the  number  carried  during  the  preceding 
year.  The  number  of  passengers  carried  on  the  street  rail- 
ways exceeded  the  number  on  the  steam  roads  by  54,660,104. 

The  gross  income  was  $7,554,509.06,  an  increase  of  $694,- 
004.74.  There  was  an  increase  of  net  income  of  $275,837.63, 
with  an  increase  of  dividends  paid  amounting  to  $213,032.33. 

The  average  amount  received  for  the  conveyance  of  each 
passenger  was  5.10  cents,  and  the  average  cost  of  carrjdng 
each  person  amounted  to  4  17  ;  the  net  profits  to  the  companies 
being  0.93  cent,  against  0.84  cent  as  compared  with  last  year. 
The  average  cost  of  a  round  trip  was  $1.79,  with  a  profit  of  40 
cents,  being  an  increase  of  6  cents  over  last  year. 

The  whole  number  of  horses  was  11,817,  being  an  increase 
of  426  ;  the  number  of  cars  was  2,942,  showing  an  increase  of 
354,  and  the  number  of  other  vehicles  was  428.  The  number 
of  persons  employed  on  street  railways  was  6,302,  being  an 
increase  of  771  over  last  year.  The  number  of  accidents 
reported  was  357,  of  which  8  were  fatal.  The  number  injured 
the  previous  year  was  227,  10  of  whom  were  killed. 

For  the  year  ending  September  30,  the  Board  has  authorized 
an  increase  of  capital  stock  of  the  following  companies  ;  the 
West  End  an  increase  of  $956,000,  and  an  increase  of 
$4,000,000  ;  the  Naumkeag  an  increase  of  $200,000  ;  the  New- 
ton an  increase  of  $50,000 ;  the  East  Wareham,  Onset  Bay  & 
Point  Independence  an  increase  of  $4,000.  In  accordance  with 
this  authorization,  the  West  End  has  issued  $956,000;  the 
Newton  has  issued  $50,000  ;  and  the  East  Wareham,  Onset 
Bay  &  Point  Independence  has  issued  $4,000  of  capital  stock. 
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The  Board  has  approved  of  the  issues  of  mortgage  bonds  by 
the  companies  as  follows  :  the  Naumkeag,  of  $700,000 ;  the 
Fitchburg,  of  $30,000  ;  and  the  Framingham  Union,  of  $50,000. 
At  the  date  of  their  returns,  none  of  these  companies*  had 
issued  any  of  the  authorized  mortgage  bonds. 

According  to  returns  from  the  various  companies,  there 
were  in  operation,  on  the  30th  of  September,  50.515  miles  ot 
electric  road  using  the  "  overhead"  system,  with  38.010  miles 
additional  under  construction,  and  to  use  the  same  system, 
together  with  3  miles  of  road  under  construction  to  be  operated 
by  the  "  storage-battery  "  system.

to  returns  :  — 


The  Lemslature  of  1889  enacted  the  following  law  in  relation 


[Chap.  328.] 
An  Act  relating  to  the  annual  returns  of  railroad  corporations. 

Be  it  enacted^  etc.,  as  foUoivs : 

Section  1.  The  directors  of  raih-oad  corporations  shall  be  required 
annually,  on  or  before  the  first  Wednesday  of  September,  to  trans- 
mit to  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  a  report  of  their  doings 
for  the  year  ending  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  June  preceding,  and 
accounts  shall  be  closed  on  said  thirtieth  day  of  June  in  each  year  so 
that  the  balance  sheet  of  that  date  can  be  taken  therefrom  and 
included  in  the  return. 

Sect.  2.  The  board  of  railroad  commissioners  may  change  the 
form  for  the  annual  returns  required  to  be  made  by  railroad  corpora- 
tions, so  that  such  form  shall  conform  to  the. form  for  returns 
required  by  the  interstate  commerce  conjmission,  by  giving  to  the 
corporations  one  month's  notice  of  such  change,  and  said  board  shall 
be  required  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  June  of  each  year  to 
furnish  blank  forms  of  such  returns. 

Sect.  3.  So  much  of  section  eighty-one  of  chapter  one  hundred 
and  twelve  of  the  Public  Statutes  as  is  inconsistent  herewith  is 
hereby  repealed. 

Sect.  .4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  [Ajyproved 
May  10,  1889. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  corporations 
have  made  returns  to  the  Board  for  the  full  year  ending  June 
30.     This  includes,  in  this  year's  returns,  the  operations  for 
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the  months  of  July,  August  and  September,  1888,  which  had 
previously  been  reported  in  the  returns  for  the  year  ending 
Sept.  30,  1888.  In  making  comparisons  in  the  tables  in  this 
report,  this  fact  should  be  borne  in  mind. 

At  the  time  the  change  was  made  in  the  date  of  the  returns, 
a  new  blank  form  of  return  was  also  adopted,  Avhich  conforms 
to  that  in  use  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  of  the 
United  States,  except  that  a  few  changes  have  been  made,  in 
order  to  adapt  the  returns  to  the  requirements  of  the  laws  of 
this  State.  This  blank  form  was  adopted  by  the  Board,  after 
several  meetings  with  the  auditors  of  the  various  operating 
companies,  from  whom  valuable  suggestions  were  received. 

QUARTEELY    RETURNS. 

Chapter  241  of  the  Acts  of  1889  is  as  follows  :  — 

An  Act  relating  to  the  quarterly  returns  of  railroad 
corporations. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  foHoivs : 

Every  raih'oad  corporation  operating  a  raih'oad  within  the  Com- 
monwealth shall  transmit  to  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners 
quarterly  financial  statements  in  such  detail  and  at  such  times  as  said 
board  may  require,  and  such  statements  shall  at  reasonable  times  be 
opened  to  public  inspection.     \_Approved  April  9,  1839. 

In  compliance  with  this  act,  the  Board  issued  a  blank  form 
to  the  various  operating  companies  ;  and  the  quarterly  returns 
are  being  received  in  due  course,  are  open  at  this  oiSce  for 
public  inspection,  and  are  extensively  published  by  the  press.

Petition     of     the    West    End    Street    Railway    Company    for 
Authority  to  increase  its  Capital  Stock. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners. 

The  directors  of  the  West  End  Street  Railway  Company  respect- 
fully represent :  — 

1.  That,  in  and  by  the  articles  of  association  of  said  company,  its 
capital  stock  was  fixed  at  $80,000  ;  and  that  by  your  Honorable 
Board  said  company,  on  or  about  Sept.  7,  1^87,  was  duly  authorized 
to  increase  its  capital  by  the  additional  amount  of  $464,000,  making 
a  total  of  $544,000  of  authorized  capital  as  of  that  date,  which 
amount  has  all  been  paid  in  in  cash,  and  is  represented  by  10,880 
shares  of  common  stock  of  said  company.

tors had  been  duly  authorized  by  the  stockholders  to  petition  for 
authority  to  increase  the  capital  stock  as  aforesaid  ;  that  the  purposes 
for  which  such  increase  is  asked  are  consistent  with  the  public  inter- 
est ;  and  that  the  increase  of  the  capital  stock  by  the  amount  of 
$20,000  is  necessary  in  order  to  carry  out  said  purposes  in  good  faith  ; 
and  that  the  capital  stock,  thus  increased, — to  wit,  $50,000,  —  will 
not  exceed  the  value  of  the  property  of  the  company,  including  the 
cash  to  be  paid  in  on  such  increase,  —  it  is 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  &  Revere  Electric  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany is  hereby  authorized  to  increase  its  capital  stock  by  the  addition 
thereto  of  620,000,  the  cash  received  therefor  to  be  used  for  the  pay- 
ment of  liabilities  incurred  in  the  construction  of  its  railwa3\ 

And  in  the  matter  of  approval  of  the  issue  of  bonds,  as  asked  in 
said  petition,  after  an  examination  of  the  assets  and  liabilities  of 
the  company,  and  such  further  investigation  as  seemed  to  the  Board 
to  be  requisite,  it.  appearing  that  said  petition  as  to  bonds  was  duly 
authorized  by  vote  of  a  majority  in  interest  of  the  stockholders  at  a 
meeting  called  for  the  purpose  ;  that  the  purposes  for  which  an  issue 
of  mortgage  bonds  is  asked  are  lawful,  and  that  such  issue  is  con- 
sistent with  the  public  interests  ;  and,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  it 
further  appearing  that  the  value  of  the  property  of  the  company, 
taken  at  a  fair  value  for  railway  purposes,  and  excluding  the  value  of 
the  franchise,  equals  or  exceeds  the  amount  of  the  capital  stock  out- 
standing, and  the  debt,  —  it  is 

Voted,  That  the  Board  hereby  approves  of  the  issuing  by  said 
Boston  &  Revere  Electric  Street  Railway  Companj^  of  coupon  bonds, 
secured  by  a  mortgage  of  its  property,  to  the  amount  of  850,000,  and 
at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  five  per  cent  per  annum  ;  the  pro- 
ceeds thereof  to  be  used  for  payment  of  liabilities  incurred  for  con- 
struction and  equipment,  and  for  the  purchase  of  such  additional 
equipment  as  may  be  lawfully  required  for  the  operation  of  the 
railway.

GRADE  CROSSINGS. 

Petition  of  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Attleborough  that 
Gates  be  erected  at  the  Crossings  of  the  Old  Colony  Railroad 
ON  Park  Street,  South  Main  Street  and  Pleasant  Street, 
Town  Ways  in  Said  Town  ;  and  on  Mill  Street,  a  Travelled 
Place  in  Said  Town  ;  and  that  Agents  be  stationed  to  open 
AND  close  Such  Gates  when  an  Engine  or  Train  passes. 

Filed  May  4,  1889.  Hearing,  May  14,  1889,  at  the  town  clerk's 
office  in  Attleborough.  For  the  Old  Colony  Railroad,  James-  R. 
Kendrick,  manager. 

At  the  hearing  it  appeared  that  the  necessity  for  gates  at  the 
crossings  mentioned  in  the  petition  was  not  disputed,  neither  was 
there  any  contention  as  to  the  location  or  the  method  of  construc- 
tion of  the  gates  at  anj^  crossing  except  the  Park  Street  crossing. 
The  proposition  of  the  railroad  company  was  to  erect  on  the  east 
side  of  this  crossing  a  central  station  for  the  operation  of  the  gates, 
the  street  on  that  side  of  the  railroad,  exclusive  of  the  sidewalks, 
being  116  feet  wide.  The  citizens  of  the  town  objected  to  the 
erection  of  any  structure  in  the  middle  of  the  street,  on  the  ground 
that  it  would  mar  the  appearance  of  the  street,  and  would  be  incon- 
venient and  dangerous.  As  the  necessity  for  gates  is  admitted,  and 
as  no  way  has  yet  been  devised  b}'^  which  a  street  of  the  width  of 
Park  Street  can  be  protected  by  gates  without  a  central  station,  the 
Board,  under  the  provision  of  chapter  117  of  the  Acts  of  the  year 
1883,  hereby  directs  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  Corporation  to  erect 
gates  across  the  ways  mentioned  in  said  petition,  and  to  station 
agents  to  open  and  close  such  gates  when  an  engine  or  train  passes  ; 
and  it  is  further  ordered  that  the  gates  on  Park  Street  shall  be 
double  gates,  operated  from  a  station  in  the  middle  of  the  street  on 
the  east  side  of  the  crossing. 

The  Board  takes  this  opportunity  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that 
the  crossings  in  the  town  of  Attleborough  are  a  source  of  great  and 
constantly  increasing  danger  and  inconvenience,  and  that  the  grades 
of  the  railroad  and  the  ways  at  such  crossings  can  be  more  easily 
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separated  at  the  present  time  than  at  any  time  in  the  future  ;  and  the 
town  and  the  railroad  company  are  earnestly  recommended  to  con- 
sider carefully  the  feasibility  of  such  separation,  and  the  expediency 
of  instituting  proceedings  therefor  by  petition  to  the  county  com- 
missioners. It  may  be  found,  on  iavestigation,  that  by  dropping 
somewhat  the  grade  of  the  railroad,  the  highways  can  be  carried 
over  the  railroad  without  excessive  expense,  thereby  greatly  promot- 
ing the  convenience  and  safety  of  the  public. 

While  the  danger  will  be  diminished  by  the  erection  of  gates,  it 
will  not  be  eliminated,  and  the  inconvenience  and  delay  to  traffic 
will  be  increased.  For  foot  passengers  especially  the  gates  will  not 
furnish  a  sure  means  of  protection,  since  old  and  young  as  well  will 
pass  under  the  gates,  and  exercise  their  own  judgment  as  to  when  it 
is  safe  to  cross.  Moreover,  until  the  grades  are  separated,  it  will  be 
practically  impossible  to  prevent  the  public  from  using  the  tracks 
between  the  various  crossings  as  a  foot  way.  This  has  already 
become  a  source  of  danger  so  extreme  as  to  make  it  a  consideration 
of  the  utmost  importance.

Petition  of  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Norfolk  for  Better 
Protection  at  the  Grove  Street  Crossing  in  Said  Town. 

Hearing,  Monday,  Jan.  21,  1889.  For  the  selectmen,  no  appear- 
ance ;  for  the  railroad  company,  James  W.  Perkins,  assistant  to  the 
president. 

It  appeared  that  the  crossing  in  question  is  a  dangerous  one,  in 
that  the  highway  is  not  level,  and  the  view  of  the  railroad  is 
obstructed  ;  but  that  the  amount  of  travel  on  the  highway  is  very 
small,  averaging,  of  late,  not  more  than  five  teams  and  three  to  five 
foot  passengers  per  day.  The  railroad  company  has  lately  constructed 
an  overhead  crossing  at  a  short  distance  from  the  Grove  Street  cross- 
ing, at  its  own  expense,  and  has  suggested  to  the  town  that  the  Grove 
Street  crossing  be  abolished,  and  the  location  of  Grove  Street  changed 
so  as  to  connect  with  said  bridge,  and  has  indicated  its  readiness  to 
pay  its  equitable  portion  of  the  expense  thereof.  It  seems  that  such 
an  alteration  of  the  location  of  Grove  Street  would  be  desirable.  In 
consequence  of    the  excessively  small  amouut  of    travel  on  Grove 
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Street,  the  Board  does  not  feel  justified,  at  present,  in  ordering  the 
raih'oad  company  to  incur  the  expense  of  providing  special  protection 
at  said  crossing.

In  the  Matter  of  the  Complaint  of  the  Selectmen  of   Green- 
field, THAT  THE  GrADE    CROSSING  ADJOINING  THE    STATIONS  OF   THE 

Fitchburg  Railroad  Company  and  the  Connecticut  River 
Railroad  Company  in  Said  Greenfield  is  Unnecessarily  and 
Unreasonably  occupied  for  Switching  Purposes  by  the  Engines 
and  Freight  Cars  of  Said  Companies,  to  the  Inconvenience 
AND  Danger  of  the  Travelling  Public. 

Hearing  in  Greenfield,  on  the  8th  of  November,  1889.  Mr.  John 
A.  Aiken  appeared  for  the  selectmen,  Mr.  George  A.  Torrey  for  the 
Fitchburg  Railroad  Company,  and  Mr.  N.  A.  Leonard,  president,  for 
the  Connecticut  River  Railroad  Company. 

Evidence  was  submitted  showing  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  delay 
and  danger  caused  by  the  occupation  of  this  objectionable  and 
dangerous  crossing  for  switching  purposes  ;  and,  in  behalf  of  the 
petitioners,  it  was  urged  that  the  Board  should  pass  an  order  requir- 
ing the  companies  to  move  their  switches  and  freight  sidings  farther 
from  the  crossing.  A  change  of  the  switches  and  of  the  location  of 
the  sidings  would  involve  large  expense  ;  and  the  evidence  submitted 
was  not  of  such  a  character  as  would  justify  this  Board  in  ordering 
such  change  to  be  made,  especially  as  it  appeared  that  there  is  now 
pending  before  the  county  commissioners  a  petition  for  a  separation  , 
of  grades  at  this  crossing,  and  a  hearing  is  to  be  had  thereon  in 
December  next.  It  seems,  however,  that  the  special  causes  for  com- 
plaint brought  out  at  the  heaiing  can  be  materially  diminished  by 
regulating  the  use  of  said  crossing,  and  that  public  convenience 
requires  the  passage  of  the  following  order,  which  is  hereby  passed  :  — 

In  the  matter  of  the  grade  crossing  of  the  Connecticut  River  and 
Fitchburg  railroads,  adjoining  the  stations  of  said  railroads  in 
Greenfield,  — 

Ordered^  That,  when  the  crossing  has  been  occupied  by  tlie  trains 
of  one  of  said  companies  for  more  tliau  three  minutes  continuously, 
the  occupation  shall  not  be  continued  by  the  other  railroad  company 
for  switching  purposes,  but  the  gates  shall  be  opened  so  that  trav- 
ellers on  the  highway  may  have  an  opportunity  to  pass  ; 
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Ordered,-  That,  when  a  freight  train  has  cleai'ed  the  crossing,  it 
shall  not  recross  until  such  teams,  if  any,  as  aye  waiting  have  had  an 
opportunity  to  pass. 

The  Board  further  recommends  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company 
to  take  special  precaution  to  ensure  compliance  at  this  crossing  with 
Rule  124  of  the  "  Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  Government  of  the 
Employees  of  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company,"  which  is  as  follows  : 
"  When  a  train  is  detained  more  than  four  minutes  ,at  any  public 
crossing,  it  must  be  dixided,  and  a  suitable  passageway  left  between 
the  cars  for  the  accommodation  of  public  travel."

PKESCKIBE    the    DETAILS    OF    THE    CROSSING  OF    FrONT    StREET    OVER 

THE  Tracks    of    the    Boston    &    Albany    Railroad    Company, 
UNDER    the   Provisions    of    Section    6,  Chapter    155,  Acts    of 

1882. 

Hearings,  Nov.  20,  Dec.  2  and  Dec.  7,  1889.  Charles  J.  Mclntire, 
city  solicitor,  for  Cambridge  ;  Henry  D.  Hyde  for  laud  owners  ; 
Samuel  Hoar  for  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  Company. 

The  petition  which  is  the  basis  of  this  hearing  prays  this  Board  to 
prescribe  the  details  of  the  Front  Street  crossing,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  section  6  of  chapter  155  of  tha  Acts  of  the  year 
1882,  being  an  act  to  authorize  the  cities  of  Boston  and  Cambridge  to 
construct  and  maintain  a  bridge  over  Charles  River.  Section  6  of 
that  act  is  as  follows  :  "  Said  avenue  may  cross  at  grade  any  rail- 
road operated  by  steam  ;  and  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners 
shall,  upon  the  application  of  either  city  or  any  railroad  corporation, 
prescribe  the  details  of  the  crossing,  and  certify  to  the  parties  its 
decision,  which  decision  may  be  enforced  by  proper  process  in 
equity." 

The  city  of  Cambridge  represents  that  the  avenue  has  been  duly 
laid  out  across  the  Boston  &  Albany  tracks  at  grade,  and  that  the 
duty  of  this  Board  is  simpl}^  to  determine  what  kind  of  gates  shall  be 
erected,  and  other  similar  details. 

The  first  question  which  arises  is,  whether  the  avenue  has  been  laid 
out  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  act;  and,  if  so,  what 
alignment,  width  and  grade  have  been  established.  The  first  section 
of  the  act  reads  as  follows  ;  "The  cities  of  Boston  and  Cambridge 
are  authorized  to  construct  a  bridge  and  avenue  across  Charles  River 
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from  a  point  on  Beacon  Street  in  Bos.ton  to  a  point  in  Cambridge  west 
of  the  westerly  line  of  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad.  The  location 
of  said  bridge  and  avenue  shall  be  determined  by  the  city  councils  of 
said  cities,  acting  separately,"  etc. 

This  act  evidently  contemplates  concurrent  action  by  the  city 
councils  of  each  city,  covering  the  whole  line  of  the  avenue  and 
bridge  from  Beacon  Street  to  a  point  west  of  the  Boston  &  Albany 
Railroad.  The  ^phraseology  is  such  as  to  leave  no  doubt  of  the 
intention  to  have  the  laying  out  from  the  initial  point  on  Beacon 
Street  to  the  terminal  point  in  Cambridge,  west  of  the  westerly  line 
of  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad,  approved  as  a  whole  by  the  city 
council  of  each  city.  There  is  no  provision  in  the  act  which  in  any 
way  intimates  that  the  city  council  of  Boston  was  to  act  solely  upon 
that  part  of  the  avenue  in  Boston,  and  that  the  city  council  of  Cam- 
bridge was  to  act  solely  on  that  part  of  the  avenue  in  Cambridge. 
It  was,  in  fact,  obviously  important,  that,  if  the  cities  were  going  to 
share  the  expense  of  building  a  bridge  across  Charles  River,  they 
should  each  have  some  power  to  require  that  the  approaches  to  the 
bridge  on  both  sides  should  be  appropriate.  This  view  is  confirmed 
by  the  fact  that  in  section  6  it  is  provided  that  the  details  of  the 
crossing  of  the  Boston  &  Albany  tracks  in  Cambridge  shall  be 
determined  by  the  Railroad  Commissioners,  upon  the  application  of 
either  city. 

•  Upon  investigation,  it  appears  that  concurrent  action  by  the  respec- 
tive city  councils  of  the  two  cities,  covering  the  bridge  and  avenue 
from  its  Boston  to  its  Cambridge  terminus,  as  defined  in  the  act,  has 
never  been  taken  ;  and  no  avenue  has  therefore  as  yet  been  laid  out, 
under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  the  year  1882.  No  legal  laying 
out  of  the  avenue,  under  the  provisions  of  that  act,  having  been 
made,  it  is  impossible  for  the  Board  to  determine  the  details  of  the 
crossing  of  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  tracks,  because  the  posi- 
tion of  the  avenue  even  has  not  been  legally  determined,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  said  act. 

The  city  solicitor  of  the  city  of  Cambridge  and  the  counsel  of  the 
Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  agree  that  chapter  282  of  the  Acts  of  the 
year  1887  refers  only  to  so  much  of  the  bridge  and  avenue  as  is 
between  the  harbor  lines ;  and  in  this  view  the  B6ard  concurs. 
There  is  nothing  in  that  act  which  modifies  the  provisions  of  the 
act  of  the  year  1882,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  that  portion  of  the 
avenue  which  is  outside  of  the  harbor  lines.  The  construction  of 
the  bridge  between  the  harbor  lines  having  been  separately  provided 
for  by  the  act  of  the  year  1887,  it  was  then  possible  for  the  cities 
of  Boston  and  Cambridge  to  lay  out  the  rest  of  the  avenue  concur- 
rently under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  the  year  1882  ;  or  it  would 
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seem  that  each  city  could  have  laid  out  the  portion  of  the  avenue 
within  its  limits,  in  accordance  with  the  general  provisions  of  law 
relating  to  the  laying  out  of  ways  in  said  cities.  It  is  clear  that 
they  have  not  proceeded  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  the  year 
1882.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  it  is  claimed  that  Front  Street  in 
Cambridge  has  been  laid  out  in  accordance  with  the  Public  Statutes, 
then  a  crossing  at  grade  cannot  be  established  unless  the  county 
commissioners  first  determine  that  public  necessity  so  requires,  and 
unless  the  consent  of  this  Board  in  writing  is  also  obtained. 

This  decision  renders  it  unnecessary  to  pass  upon  various  other 
questions  relating  to  the  interpretation  of  the  act  of  the  year  1882, 
which  were  raised  at  the  hearing,  the  most  important  of  which  was 
as  to  the  meaning  of  the  word  "  locate,"  as  used  in  the  first  section. 
If  the  avenue  had  been  duly  located,  according  to  the  provisions  of 
that  act,  it  would  then  also  have  become  an  interesting  question  as 
to  whether  it  was  intended  that  the  authority  vested  in  the  Board  to 
prescribe  the  details  of  the  crossing,  included  any  power  to  deter- 
mine the  grade  of  the  avenue  at  the  crossing  and  on  the  approaches 
thereto. 

The  estimate  of  the  cost  of  filling  the  avenue  so  as  to  carry  it 
over  the  railroad,  and  of  building  the  bridge  over  the  railroad,  as 
submitted  by  the  engineer  of  the  city  of  Cambridge,  was  $137,500. 
The  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  Company,  by  its  counsel,  announced 
at  the  hearing,  that,  in  order  to  avoid  a  grade  crossing,  it  would  con- 
tract to  do  the  filling  and  would  build  the  bridge  in  the  manner  pro- 
posed for  the  sum  of  $75,000.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  favorable 
offer  will  be  accepted  by  the  city  of  Cambridge,  and  that  this  one 
avenue  between  the  two  cities  will  be  saved  free  from  the  ever-in- 
creasing burden  of  a  grade  crossing,  —  free  from  gates,  cars  and 
engines,  open  and  clear  at  all  times,  and  safe.

Appeal  from  County  Commis- 
sioners. 

Upon  the  petition  of  the  directors  of  the  Boston  &  Albany  Rail- 
road Company,  a  corporation  duly  established  by  law,  representing 
that  they  are  of  opinion  that  it  is  necessaiy  for  the  security  and  con- 
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venience  of  the  public  that  alterations  should  be  made  in  the  level 
crossing  of  the  town  way  in  the  village  of  Rochdale  and  town  of 
Leicester,  known  as  Mill  Street,  by  the  railroad  of  said  Boston  & 
Albany  Railroad  Company ;  and,  furthermore,  that  an  alteration 
should  be  made  in  the  location  of  said  town  way  so  that  said  town 
way  may  pass  over  said  railroad  by  a  bridge  at  a  point  to  the  west  of 
said  level  crossing,  —  said  petition  being  an  appeal  from  the  decision  of 
the  county  commissioners  of  Worcester  County,  dismissing  a  petition 
of  like  tenor,  —  after  due  notice,  view  and  hearing,  on  the  twentieth 
day  of  September,  1889,  and  by  adjournment  therefrom,  at  which 
view  and  hearing  the  petitioners,  the  selectmen  of  said  town  of 
Leicester,  and  the  county  commissioners,  were  heard  by  counsel,  and 
other  parties  interested  were  present  and  were  heard,  the  Board  of 
Railroad  Commissioners  adjudges  that  said  petition  ought  not  to  be

Station   Accommodations    in    Whately   on  the    New   Haven    & 
Northampton  Railroad. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners. 

The  undersigned,  legal  voters  of  the  town  of  Whately,  respectfully 
represent  that  the  duties  and  obligations  of  the  New  Haven  &  North- 
ampton Railroad  Company,  or  its  lessees,  the  New  York,  New  Haven 
&  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  to  the  inhabitants  of  our  town  and 
the  public,  demand  that  a  station  house,  reasonably  commodious  and 
furnished  for  the  use  of  passengers  and  freight  purposes,  be  con- 
structed and  maintained  on  its  line  of  railroad  in  our  town  of 
Whately,  and  that  a  specified  number  of  its  trains  stop  thereat.  And 
whereas,  by  the  Acts  of  1888,  a  way  is  provided  to  enforce  the  order 
of  your  Honorable  Board,  your  petitioners  pray  that,  in  accordance 
with  the  law  relating  thereto,  you  will  make  such  order  to  said  rail- 
road company  as  the  public  exigency  may  require.

Hearings,  July  10,  1888,  in  Boston  ;  and  Jan.  28,  1889,  at  Whately. 
For  the  town  of  Whately,  Lyman  A.  Crafts,  chairman  of  the  select- 
men;, for  the  New  Haven  &  Northampton  Railroad  and  its  lessee, 
the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  George 
M.  Stearns. 

This  was  a  petition  under  chapter  263  of  the  Acts  of  the  year 
1888,  by  which  act  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  is  author- 
ized, upon  petition  and  hearing,  if  in  the  judgment  of  said  Board 
the  duties  and  the  obligations  of  the  New  Haven  &  Northampton 
Railroad  Company,  or  the  public  exigency,  require  it,  "  to  order  the 
said  company'  to  construct,  within  three  months  from  the  date  of 
the  order,  and  thereafter  to  maintain  upon  its  railroad  at  Whately, 
a  station  house  reasonably  commodious  and  furnished  for  the  use 
of  passengers  and  freight  purposes  ;   and  also  to  stop  at  Whately, 
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both  before  and  after  the  erection  of  said  station  house,  a  specified 
portion  of  its  passenger  trains." 

On  the  23d  of  August,  1886  (see  report,  1887,  p.  99),  this  Board 
adjudged  that  the  establishment  of  a  station  at  Whately,  with 
facilities  for  passenger  and  freight  business,  was  reasonable  and 
expedient  to  promote  the  convenience  and  accommodation  of  the 
public,  and  recommended  that  such  a  station  should  be  established 
and  maintained.  The  railroad  company  failed  to  carry  out  the 
recommendation  of  the  Board,  whereupon  the  people  of  Whately 
brought  the  matter  before  the  Legislature  of  last  year,  and  secured 
the  passage  of  the  act  referred  to  above.  Notice  and  hearing  were 
given,  as  required  by  the  act.  Evidence  was  submitted  by  both 
parties  ;  but,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  uo  evidence  was  submitted 
which  should  lead  to  a  reversal  of  the  decision  arrived  at  upon  the 
hearing  in  1886.  For  the  reasons  stated  as  the  basis  for  the  former 
recommendation,  the  Board  .  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  duties  and 
obligations  of  the  New  Haven  &  Northampton  Railroad  Company 
require,  and  it  therefore  hereby  orders,  said  company  to  construct, 
within  three  months  from  date  of  this  order,  and  thereafter  to  main- 
tain, upon  its  railroad  at  Whately,  a  station  house  reasonably  com- 
modious and  furnished  for  the  use  of  passengers  and  freight  purposes, 
and  also  to  stop  at  Whately,  both  before  and  after  the  erection  of 
said  station  house,  two  of  its  passenger  trains  each  way  daily.

Complaint  of  the  Selectmen  of  Hadley  vs.  the  Boston  &  Maine 
Railroad,  as  Lessee  of  the  Central  Massachusetts  Railroad. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Railroad  Cominissioners. 

The  selectmen  of  Hadley,  in  Hampshire  County,  respectfully 
complain  that  the  condition  of  the  Central  Massachusetts  Railroad, 
and  its  operation  by  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  Company,  are 
such  as  not  to  accommodate  the  inhabitants  or  business  interests  of 
said  Hadley,  in  that  a  passenger  station  has  not  been  permanently 
located  in  said  town,  but  that  matter  has  been  suffered  to  be  one  of 
long  and  bitter  controversy  in  the  town,  while  an  old  dwelling-house, 
not  suitably  nor  centrally  located  or  suitable  for  the  purpose,  is  used 
as  a  temporary  station,  and  no  freight  depot  or  accommodation  for 
freighting  has  been  provided  ;  and  that  said  Boston  &  Maine  Rail- 
road   Company    has    been    repeatedly   applied   to    in    the    premises. 
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Wherefore  we  apply  to  your  Honorable  Board  for  a  hearing  in  the 
premises,  to  examine  the  condition  and  operation  of  said  I'ailroad  at 
said  Hadley,  adjudicate  thereon,  inform  said  corporations  thereof, 
and  for  such  other  relief  in  the  premises  as  may  be  appropriate,  as 
by  statute  in  that  behalf  provided.

On  the  foregoing  petition  a  hearing  was  had  in  the  town  hall  at 
Hadley,  on  the  28th  of  January,  1889.  For  the  selectmen,  Wm.  G. 
Bassett ;  for  the  residents  of  West  Street,  O.  T.  Crossley ;  for  the 
Boston  &  Maine  Railroad,  Enos  Parsons. 

No  permanent  station  having  been  established  in  the  town  of  Had- 
ley, and  the  question  as  to  the  proper  location  of  the  station  being 
in  dispute,  the  petition  calls  for  a  recommendation  by  this  Board  in 
relation  thereto.  There  was  evidence  submitted  to  show  that  the 
Boston  &  Maine  Railroad,  through  its  agents,  had  given  the  select- 
men to  understand  that  a  location  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  west  of 
Middle  Street  would  be  satisfactory  to  the  company,  and  that  the 
selectmen  and  some  of  the  inhabitants  had  taken  steps  calculated  to 
facilitate  such  an  arrangement.  There  was  evidently  a  misunder- 
standing on  this  matter  between  the  people  of  the  town  and  the 
railroad  company. 

It  is  not  good  policy  to  locate  a  station  in  the  immediate  vicinity 
of  a  grade  crossing.  At  first,  to  be  sure,  it  is  a  convenient  and 
satisfactory  arrangement ;  but,  as  the  business  of  the  railroad  and 
the  business  of  the  town  grows,  it  invariably  proves  to  be  objection- 
able. All  over  the  Commonwealth,  the  difficulties,  the  dangers  and 
the  interruption  to  traffic,  both  on  the  highway  and  on  the  railroad, 
which  attend  a  station  placed  near  a  highway  grade  crossing,  are 
becoming  grievous  burdens.  A  remedy  seems  necessar}^,  and  yet  a 
remedy  can  be  secured  only  by  a  very  heavy  outlay.  In  the  line  of 
experience,  the  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  unwise  to  place  a 
station  within  five  hundred  feet  of  a  grade  crossing. 

A  position  five  hundred  feet  east  of  Middle  Street  or  five  hundred 
feet  west  of  West  Street  may  be  considered  as  barred,  since  there 
appeared  to  be  a  general  agreement  that  the  location  should  be  some- 
where between  the  two  streets  ;  and  in  this  view  the  Board  concurs. 
The  lay  of  the  land  and  a  consideration  of  the  evidence  submitted 
in  regard  to  the  business  which  will  come  to  the  station,  lead  the 
Board  to  the  conclusion  that  the  general  interests  of  the  surrounding 
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community  will  best  be  promoted  by  placing  the  passenger  and 
freight  stations  between  Middle  and  West  streets,  on  a  tract  of  land 
beginning  six  hundred  feet  from  Middle  Street,  and  running  six  hun- 
dred feet  westerly  ;  or,  in  other  words,  to  the  end  of  the  strip  of 
land  which  was  secured  by  some  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  in 
consequence  of  the  supposed  agreement  with  the  railroad.  The 
passenger  and  freight  stations  will  then  be  practically  on  the  middle 
third  of  the  space  between  Middle  and  West  streets,  the  distance 
between  the  two  being  a  little  over  eighteen  hundred  feet.  The 
Board  recommends  that  the  passenger  station  should  be  placed  on 
the  easterly  portion  of  the  said  tract  of  land,  and  the  freight  station 
on  the  westerly  portion  thereof.  A  single  roadway  from  Russell 
Street  will  then  accommodate  all  sections  of  the  town,  and  will 
aiford  safe  access  both  to  the  passenger  and  freight  stations. 

If  it  shall  be  found  that  the  people  of  the  town  are  inclined  to  use 
the  track  as  a  short  cut  to  the  station,  either  from  Middle  or  AVest 
streets,  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  town  to  build  a  footway  adjoining 
the  raih'oad  location,  from  said  streets  to  the  station,  since  in  no 
event  must  people  be  encouraged  or  permitted  to  walk  on  the  tracks. 
Another  way  of  securing  access  to  the  station  would  be  by  building 
a  roadway  adjoining  the  location  of  the  railroad  from  both  Middle 
and  West  streets  ;  and,  in  such  event,  the  construction  of  the  road- 
way from  Russell  Street  would  be  unnecessary.  The  Board  intends 
to  express  no  opinion  as  to  the  best  means  of  securing  access  to  the 
station,  since  that  matter  is  not  strictly  within  its  province,  and  it, 
moreover,  has  no  estimates  of  cost  as  a  basis  for  selection.

Petition  of  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Everett  for  Better 
Depot  Accommodations  on  the  Saugus  Branch  of  the  Boston 
&  Maine  Railroad  at  West  Street. 

Hearing,  April  15,  1889.  For  the  petitioners,  Francis  E.  Dyer, 
chairman  of  the  selectmen  of  the  town  of  Everett ;  for  the  railroad 
company,  Solomon  Lincoln,  Jr. 

It  appeared  that  at  West  Street  there  is  at  present  an  uncovered 
platform,  at  which  all  the  in-bound  Saugus  branch  trains,  numbering 
twenty  per  day,  stop,  they  being  obliged  to  make  a  know-nothing  stop 
at  that  point.  Of  the  out-bound  trains  on  the  Saugus  branch,  about 
three-fourths  stop  at  said  platform.  The  number  of  passengers  tak- 
ing the  cars  at  said  platform  for  Boston  on  the  loth  of  March  was 
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247  ;  16th  of  March,  268  ;  18th  of  March,  263  ;  and  the  number  of 
passengers  from  Boston  leaving  the  cars  at  said  platform,  was,  for 
said  dates.  164,  215  and  174  respectively.  It  appeared,  further,  that 
nineteen  trains  per  day  each  way  stop  at  Everett  station  on  the  main 
line  of  the  Eastern  Railroad,  which  station  is  less  than  one-sixth  of  a 
mile  from  the  West  Street  platform. 

The  petitioners  asked  that  a  regular  station  be  erected  at  the  West 
Street  location.  The  remonstrant  corporation  objected  thereto,  on 
the  ground  that  the  people  of  Everett  were  already  amply  supplied 
with  railroad  facilities,  and  that  it  would  be  an  unwarrantable  waste 
of  money  to  erect  a  station  and  furnish  a  station  agent  there,  since  it 
is  so  near  the  Everett  station  on  the  main  line,  and  so  many  trains 
stop  at  said  last-named  station. 

While  giving  due  force  to  the  reasons  presented  by  the  railroad 
company  in  remonstrance,  the  Board  is  still  of  the  opinion  that  better 
accommodations  than  now  exist  should  be  furnished.  The  number 
of  passengers  per  diem  using  the  West  Street  platform  is  so  great 
that  they  ought  at  least  to  be  furnished  with  a  good  covered  platform, 
which  shall  operate  as  a  sufficient  shelter  from  the  sun  and  from  the 
storm  as  well ;  and  the  Board  makes  recommendation  to  the  railroad 
company  accordingly.

Petition  of  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Uxbridge,  repre- 
senting- THAT  THE  ACCOMMODATIONS  FURNISHED  BY  THE  PROVI- 
DENCE &  Worcester  Railroad  in  That  Town  for  Passengers 
AND  Freight  are  Inconvenient  and  Insufficient,  and  praying 
for  a  Recommendation  of  the  Board  in  the  Premises  ;  also 
THE  Petition  of  Daniel  W.  Taft  and  One  Hundred  Other 
Residents  in  the  Town  of  Uxbridge,  for  the  Same. 
Hearing  at  Uxbridge,  March  25,  1889.  The  Providence  &  Worces- 
ter Railroad  Company  was  represented  by  Mr.  Charles  Howard, 
superintendent. 

The  hearing  was  largel}'  attended,  and  great  interest  in  the  question 
was  shown.  It  was  not  in  dispute  tliat  the  present  accommodations 
both  for  passengers  and  freight  are  inconvenient  and  inadequate. 
The  only  subject  of  discussion  was  as  to  the  nature  of  the  alterations 
to  be  made.  It  was  generally  conceded  that  at  the  present  location 
there  is  not  sufficient  space  between  Main  Street  and  Mumford  River 
for  both  passenger  and  freight  accommodations.     The    suggestions 
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were,  either  that  the  passenger  and  freight  depots  should  both  be 
carried  north  of  the  Mendon  road,  which  crosses  the  river,  or  should 
both  be  carried  south  of  the  present  location  to  some  point  on  the 
straight  line  of  the  railroad  beyond  the  curve,  or  that  they  should  be 
separated,  the  passenger  station  Being  left  practically  where  it  now  is, 
and  the  freight  depot  being  carried  a  considerable  distance  north  or 
south.  An  examination  of  the  proposed  location  north  of  the  Men- 
don road  leads  the  Board  to  the  conclusion  that  such  location  would 
for  a  passenger  station  be  less  convenient  than  the  present  location, 
and  for  a  freight  yard  would  be  difficult  of  access  and  would  not 
admit  of  any  considerable  growth  of  business  in  the  future  ;  that  the 
residents  on  the  hill  would  be  seriously  disturbed  by  the  establish- 
ment of  a  freight  yard  there,  and  that  the  handling  of  freight  trains 
at  that  point  would  block  and  render  more  dangerous  the  Mendon 
road  grade  crossing. 

A  consideration  of  the  proposed  location  south  of  the  present  loca- 
tion on  the  straight  line  of  track,  leads  the  Board  to  the  conclusion 
that  such  location  would  for  a  passenger  station  be  still  less  conven- 
ient for  the  people  of  the  town  ;  but  that,  on  the  other  hand,  it  would 
furnish  much  better  opportunities  for  a  freight  yard,  and  is  in  fact 
the  only  suitable  place  therefor.  The  freight  yard  should  be  placed 
on  the  east  side  of  the  track  ;  and,  in  order  to  make  the  location 
available,  a  road  should  be  built  running  from  the  yard  northerly 
across  the  Mumford  River,  and  connecting  with  the  Mendon  road  at 
a  point  a  short  distance  easterly  of  the  Capron  mill.  Such  a  road 
would  be  nearly  level,  and  by  means  of  it  most  of  the  freight  business 
of  the  town  would  be  done  without  any  crossing  of  the  railroad  tracks. 

The  Board  does  not  express  any  opinion  as  to  the  desirability  of 
laying  out  any  other  highway  to  connect  the  proposed  freight  yard 
with  any  other  portions  of  the  town,  but  deems  that  the  highway 
which  has  been  suggested  is  essential. 

As  before  stated,  while  the  location  above  described  is  the  best 
for  a  freight  yard,  it  would  not  be  convenient  or  otherwise  satis- 
factory for  a  passenger  station.  The  railroad  company  at  the  hear- 
ing objected  to  a  separation  of  the  passenger  and  freight  stations, 
on  the  ground  of  the  added  expense  which  would  be  incurred  for 
their  separate  maintenance  ;  but  the  Board  sees  no  way  in  which  the 
public  can  be  properly  accommodated  in  Uxbridge  without  such 
separation.  The  only  objection  to  the  location  of  the  present  pas- 
senger station  is  that  it  is  too  near  the  crossing.  A  new  station 
should  be  erected  where  the  turn-table  now  is,  or  about  three  hun- 
dred and  fifty  feet  south  of  the  crossing. 

The  Board  therefore  recommends  to  the  Providence  &  Worcester 
Railroad  Company  to  make  the  changes  above  described  as  soon  as 
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the  town  arranges  to  construct  a  highway  from  a  point  on  the  Mendon 
road  one  hundred  and  fifty  or  two  hundred  feet  easterly  of  the  Capron 
mill,  to  the  location  of  the  freight  yard  herein  approved.

Complaint  of  the   Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Wakefield  that 
THE  Accommodations  at  Greenwood  Station  are  Inadequate. 

Hearing,  Nov.  27,  1889. 

Owing  to  the  location  of  the  streets,  the  Greenwood  station,  con- 
trary to  the  general  rule,  has  been  placed  on  the  east  side  of  the 
track  ;  that  is,  adjoining  the  track  for  outward-bound  trains.  Pas- 
sengers who  desire  to  take  trains  going  to  Boston,  have  a  platform, 
but  no  shelter,  on  the  west  side.  The  Board  deems  that  a  suitable 
shelter  should  be  erected  on  the  west  side  of  the  track,  it  being 
important  that  inward-bound  passengers  should  have  some  protec- 
tion while  waiting  for  a  train,  and  that  they  should  not  be  tempted 
to  remain  in  the  station  until  the  train  is  near  at  hand  or  has 
arrived. 

The  station  platform  on  the  east  side  of  the  track  is  too  short, 
and  it  would  be  well  to  extend  it  towai'ds  Greenwood  Street,  or 
simply  to  raise  the  grade  of  the  existiug  walk  which  runs  from  the 
end  of  the  platform  to  Greenw^ood  Street.  The  Board  recommends 
as  above,  provided  the  present  grade  crossing  at  Greenwood  Street 
is  to  continue.  Greenwood  Street,  should,  however,  be  carried  over 
the  railroad.  The  station  should  then  be  placed  on  the  west  side  of 
the  track,  and  suitable  access  to  it  from  Greenwood  Street  should  be 
provided.  All  crossing  of  the  tracks  on  a  level  therewith  should  be 
barred,  and  the  people  living  in  the  vicinity  of  this  station  will  then 
have  safe  and  convenient  accommodations. 

It  is  more  economical  for  the  railroad  compan}^  and  for  the  town 
to  carry  out  these  alterations  at  the  present  time  than  it  ever  will 
be  in  the  future.  The  inconvenience  and  dangers  inherent  in  the 
present  arrangement  will  grow  month  by  month  and  year  b}'  year,  — 
in  five  3'ears  they  will  be  recognized  by  all :  but  it  is  not  unlikely 
that  the  expense  of  correcting  them  will  then  be  five  times  as  great 
as  at  present.     There  are  many  cases  throughout  the  Commonwealth 
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where  there  is  more  urgent  necessity  for  separating  grades,  but  there 
are  few  cases  where  the  economy  of  so  doing  is  more  apparent.

OF  Auburn,  for  a  Recommendation  that  the  Station  at  Auburn 

BE    IMPROVED    OR    REBUILT. 

Hearings,  Nov.  12  and  Nov.  19,  1889.  For  petitioners,  W.  B. 
Sprout;  for  the  respondent  corporation,  Richard  M.  Saltonstall. 

The  station  at  Auburn  is  clean  and  well  kept,  but  small.  The 
passenger  accommodations  have  not  been  materially  increased  since 
the  station  was  built,  about  forty  years  ago.  After  an  investigation, 
the  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  amount  of  business  done  at  this 
station  and  the  character  of  the  patronage  are  such  as  to  call  for,  and 
render  it  expedient  for  the  raib'oad  company  to  furnish,  increased 
and  better  accommodations,  either  by  building  a  new  station  or  by 
enlarging  and  improving  the  present  station,  and  a  recommendation 
is  made  accordingly.

Petition  of  A.  E.  Littlefield  and  Others  for  a  Passenger  and 
Freight  Station  on  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  in  the  Town  of 
Boxborough. 

Hearing,  Feb.  16,  1889.  Decision  delayed,  at  the  request  of  the 
petitioners. 

The  prayer  of  the  petition  was,  that  a  station  should  be  established 
at  what  is  known  as  Hartwell's  or  Hoar's  crossing,  in  Boxborough, 
about  midway  between  West  Acton  and  Littleton  stations,  and  from 
two  to  two  and  one-half  miles  from  each  of  said  stations,  and  from 
Boxborough  Centre. 

At  the  hearing  an  offer  was  made  to  give  to  the  railroad  the  necessary 
land,  and  subsequently  to  the  hearing  a  subscription  paper  was  sub- 
mitted to  the  Board,  showing  a  subscription  of  from  one  thousand  to 
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twelve  hundred  dollars,  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  building  a 
suitable  station  at  this  crossing. 

The  evidence,-  however,  in  regard  to  the  amount  of  business,  both 
passenger  and  freight,  which  would  come  to  such  a  station,  was  not 
sufficient,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  to  justify  a  recommendation 
that  a  station  be  maintained  at  this  point,  even  if  land  should  be 
given  and  the  station  built  at  the  expense  of  the  neighborhood  ;  nor 
was  the  evidence  such  as  to  justify  the  hope  that  the  erection  of  the 
station  would  cause  a  material  growth  in  the  vicinity.  The  number 
of  passengers  to  whom  this  station  would  be  a  convenience  would  be 
so  small  in  comparison  with  the  number  of  passengers  who  would  be 
delayed  by  an  additional  stop,  that  inconvenience  rather  than  con-, 
venience  would  be  the  net  result. 

The  petition  is  therefore  dismissed.    ■

Framingham  at  or  before  7  o'clock  a.m.  ;  and  for  a  train  from  South 
Framingham  to  Milford  and  way  stations,  leaving  South  Framingham 
on  the  arrival  of  the  5.25  train  from  Boston  ;  and,  after  a  consider- 
ation of  the  testimony  which  was  submitted,  the  Board  is  of  the 
opinion  that  the  demand  for  these  trains  and  the  probable  business 
which  they  would  develop,  are  such  as  to  justify  the  prayer  of  the 
petitioners  ;  and  the  Board  makes  recommendation  to  the  Boston  &;

Railroad  and  the  East  Boston  and  Chelsea  Ferries. 

Hearings,  Jan.  26  and  Feb.  19,  1889.  For  the  railway  company. 
Vice-president  Prentiss  Cummings,  and  Henry  D.  Hyde  ;  the  peti- 
tioners, pro  se. 

Pending  the  hearing,  the  petitioners  specified  as  follows  what  they 
asked  for  under  the  petition  :  — 

First.  An  independent  line  to  Back  Bay,  via  Northampton  Street 
and  Huntington  Avenue,  three  cars  per  hour ;  last  car  in  leaving 
Upham's  Corner  not  earlier  than  10.30  o'clock  p.m.,  and  last  car  out 
leaving  Copley  Square  not  earlier  than  11  o'clock  p.bi.  Fare,  five 
cents. 

Second.  From  Upham's  Corner  to  Northampton  Street  in  any  of 
the  company's  cars,  and  there  transferring  to  any  car  of  the  West 
End  Street  Railway  Company,  going  to  that  part  of  Boston  known 
as  the  West  End  District,  trip  to  end  at  the  Revere  House  or  vicinity. 
Transfer  checks  good  on  date  of  issue.  Fare,  five  cents,  including 
transfer  check.     Return  same  route. 

Third.  Northern  depots  and  ferries.  From  Upham's  Corner  in 
any  of  the  West  End  Railway  Company's  cars  to  Summer  Street  or 
Post  Office  Square,  and  there  transferring  to  any  car  of  said  com- 
pany going  to  or  passing  said  northern  depots  or  ferries  ;  returning 
on  any  of  the  company's  cars  to  a  point  where  a  transfer  may  be 
made  to  any  car  going  to  or  passing  Upham's  Corner.  Fare, 
including  transfer  check,  five  cents.  Transfer  checks  good  on  date 
of  issue. 

On  the  foregoing  petition,  the  Board  has  delayed  rendering  a 
decision,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  West  End  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany has  had  under  contemplation  various  changes  in  routes  and  in 
its  system  of  transfer  checks,  which  changes  would  materially 
affect  a  decision  in  this  case. 
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The  Board  is  now  assured,  that,  upon  the  completion  of  the  new- 
bridge  across  Charles  River,  it  is  the  intention  of  the  West  End  Com- 
pany to  establish  a  cross-town  line,  running  from  some  point  in 
Cambridge  across  said  bridge  over  West  Chester  Park,  and  in  the 
same  general  direction  to  Upham's  Corner  or  some  point  in  that 
vicinity.  It  is  pi'oposed  to  operate  this  line  by  electricity,  and  the 
prospect  now  is  that  the  work  will  be  accomplished  this  fall.  Such 
a  cross-town  or  circuit  line  will  undoubtedly  prove  to  be  a  great 
convenience,  and  its  establishment  will  probably  render  it  possible 
to  straighten  out  and  simplify  the  present  interlacing  routes,  and  will 
conduce  to  more  rapid  transit.  This  circuit  line  will  furnish  to  the 
residents  in  the  vicinity  of  Upham's  Corner  better  facilities  than  they 
now  possess  for  reaching  all  portions  of  the  city.  As  this  improve- 
ment is  so  soon  to  be  made,  as  any  change  or  extension  of  routes 
now  recommended  would  probably  require  further  modification  when 
the  circuit  line  is  established,  and  as  every  new  line  or  change  of 
routes  involves  considerable  expense  and  much  labor,  the  Board 
would  not  now  be  justified  in  recommending  an  extension  or  change 
of  routes,  unless  a  case  of  extreme  hardship  had  been  shown.  It 
is  certain  that  no  such  exigency  was  proved,  and  it  is  unnecessary 
to  consider  whether  under  other  circumstances  the  evidence  would 
have  been  sufficient. 

The  petitioners,  besides  asking  for  certain  changes  of  routes,  ask 
also  that  passengers  on  cars  passing  Upham's  Corner  may  transfer 
to  other  cars  at  Northampton  Street,  Summer  Street  and  Post  Office 
Square,  without  paying  any  additional  fare.  It  is  difficult  to  arrange 
for  the  issue  of  free  transfer  checks,  and  at  the  same  time  guard 
against  fraud.  A  dishonest  conductor  who  has  free  transfer  checks 
in  his  possession  can  give  them  away  or  sell  them,  as  he  pleases. 
They  cost  him  nothing,  and  yet  in  the  hands  of  the  right  parties 
they  are  worth  five  cents  each.  This  temptation  to  conductors  has 
proved  to  be  so  serious  that  it  has  been  found  to  be  best,  at  free 
transfer  points,  to  establish  a  station,  and  have  the  checks  issued 
only  by  the  station  agent.  Such  stations  have  been  established  on 
Cambridge  and  Craigie  bridges,  and  at  two  or  three  other  points  on 
the  West  End  Company's  lines.  They  are  expensive,  difficult  to 
manage,  and  inaccurate  in  operation.  So  far  as  Northampton  Street 
is  concerned,  the  proposed  cross-town  line  will  completeh'  change 
the  problem  ;  and  on  Summer  Street  and  in  Post  Office  Square  there 
is  so  much  passing  and  so  much  confusion  that  the  difficulty  of  opera- 
tion, as  well  as  the  expense,  would  be  excessive.

SPECIAL   EEPORTS   ON   ACCIDENTS. 

Accident  at  Prospect  Hill  Station. 

Hearing,  March  18,  1889.  For  the  raUroad  company,  Solomon 
Lincoln,  Esq. 

On  the  evening  of  the  12th  of  March,  Thomas  Kenny  was  killed 
at  the  Prospect  Hill  station  on  the  Lowell  Division  of  the  Boston  & 
Maine  Railroad.  The  station  itself  and  the  regular  station  landing, 
which  is  constructed  of  cinders  and  is  nearly  on  a  level  with  the 
rails,  are  on  the  west  side  of  the  road,  adjoining  the  inward  track. 
The  station  building  is  about  five  feet  above  the  level  of  the  landing, 
and  from  each  end  of  the  station  building  are  steps  descending  to 
the  landing.  On  the  east  side  of  the  road  adjoining  the  outward 
track  is  another  cinder  landing,  with  a  third  track  running  through 
the  middle  of  it.  This  track  is  new,  is  intended  for  freight  pur- 
poses, and  has  not  j^et  been  used. 

It  appeared  that  on  the  r2th  of  March,  the  7.05  p.m.  train  from 
Boston  and  the  6.40  p.m.  train  from  Stoneham  approached  the  Pros- 
pect Hill  station  at  about  the  same  time.  Rule  9(5  is  as  follows  : 
"Approach  stations  carefully,  to  avoid  any  risk  of  accident,  and 
in  no  case  draw  up  to  or  pass  a  station  where  a  train  is  standing, 
taking  or  leaving  passengers.  If  two  trains  of  the  same  class 
approach  a  station  at  the  same  time,  the  outward  train  will  have  the 
first  right.  Station  agents  will  immediately  report  to  the  superin- 
tendent any  violations  of  this  rule."  The  outward  train  was  to  stop 
at  the  Prospect  Hill  station  ;  the  inward  train  was  not  to  stop  at  said 
station.  When  the  two  trains  came  in  sight  of  each  other,  their 
respective  engineers  thought  that  they  were  about  equally  distant 
from  the  station  ;  and  the  engineer  of  the  inward  train,  knowing  that 
the  other  train  was  to  stop  at  the  station,  calculated  that  he  would 
pass  the  station  before  the  outward  train  reached  it.  He  did,  in  fact, 
pass  the  outward  train  before  that  train  had  actually  stopped,  but 
not  until  it  had  come  so  nearly  to  a  stop  that  Mr.  Kenny,  seventeen 
years  of  age,  and  his  older  brother,  had  jumped  off,  between  the 
tracks.  The  older  brother,  having  got  off  first,  crossed  the  inward 
track  and  reached  the  west  side  landing  in  safety  ;  while  the  younger 
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brother  did  not  get  off  until  he  was  nearly  opposite  the  centre  of  the 
station  building,  and  then  turned  back  to  cross  the  track  diagonally 
toward  the  steps  at  the  Boston  end  of  the  station.  While  thus 
crossing  the  track  with  his  back  to  the  approaching  train,  he  was 
struck  and  killed. 

The  engineer  of  the  inward  train  saw  no  one  on  the  track,  but, 
realizing  the  danger  growing  out  of  the  fact  that  the  outward  train 
had  so  nearly  reached  its  stopping  place,  he  sounded  danger  whistles, 
just  before  Mr.  Kenny  was  struck.  Almost  imrDediately  after  sound- 
ing the  whistle,  he  saw  that  he  had  struck  somebody,  and  brought 
his  train  to  a  standstill  as  soon  as  possible. 

Passengers  on  outward  trains  can  either  pass  directly  by  a  footway 
from  the  east  side  landing  to  the  highway  which  crosses  the  railroad 
just  north  of  the  station,  or  they  can  cross  the  tracks  to  the  west 
side  landing  and  the  station  building.  Those  who  desire  to  do  the 
latter  are  expected  to  leave  the  train  on  the  east  side,  descending  to 
the  cinder  landing,  wait  there  until  the  train  has  left  the  station  so 
that  the  view  of  the  track  is  unobstructed,  and  then  cross  the  two 
tracks  to  the  west  side  landing.  Such  is  the  theory,  but  not  the 
practice.  Those  who  do  leave  the  train  on  the  east  side  frequently 
do  not  wait  for  the  train  to  leave  the  station,  but  cross  behind  it  or 
in  front  of  it ;  while  a  large  number,  variously  estimated  at  from 
one-quarter  to  three-quarters  of  all  the  passengers  stopping  at  the 
station,  leave  the  cars  on  the  west  side,  such  being  the  most  con- 
venient course  for  passengers  who  wish  to  pass  to  the  west  side  of 
the  tracks.  The  conductors  of  both  trains  testified  that  they  had 
occasionally  cautioned  passengers  not  to  leave  outward  trains  at 
this  station  on  the  west  side,  but  that  their  cautions  had  seldom  been 
heeded.  The  Messrs.  Kenny  not  only  left  the  train  on  the  west  side, 
but  they  got  off  before  the  train  had  come  to  a  standstill.  Of  the 
accidents  which  happened  at  stations  last  year,  one-third  happened 
to  people  in  getting  on  or  off  moving  trains. 

The  engineer  of  the  inward  train  violated  no  rule  in  proceeding 
as  he  did.  It  was  his  duty  not  to  lose  time  unnecessarily.  Every 
irregular  stop  is  a  source  of  danger.  On  a  railroad,  especially^, 
delays  are  dangerous.  In  this  case,  the  inward  train  was  followed 
by  an  express  train,  the  schedule  time  of  which  was  oul}-  ten  minutes 
behind  its  time. 

The  fact  is,  that  the  arrangements  at  that  station  and  man}'  other 
stations  in  the  vicinity  of  Boston  are  not  such  as  are  properl}'  adapted 
to  the  business  now  being  done.  It  is  dangerous  to  stop  a  train 
whenever  it  reaches  a  station  where  another  train  is  standing.  On 
the  other  hand,  it  is,  under  present  arrangements,  more  dangerous 
for  one  train  to  pass  another  train  just  before  it  stops  at  a  station. 
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while  it  is  at  the  station,  or  just  after  it  has  left  a  station.  These 
alternative  dangers  ought  to  be  avoided,  and  they  can  be  avoided  by 
such  modifications  of  the  arrangements  at  stations  as  have  been 
successfully  adopted  on  some  lines  of  railroad  in  this  country  and 
in  Europe.  The  volume  of  traffic  on  the  main  lines  of  railroad  in 
this  State  is  such  that  at  many  stations,  especially  those  in  the 
vicinity  of  Boston,  the  methods  which  were  adopted  twenty  or  forty 
years  ago,  and  which  were  not  then  objectionable,  have  now  been 
outgrown  and  are  inadequate.  This  subject  has  been  specially 
treated  of  in  the  annual  report  of  the  Board  for  the  current  3'ear ;  * 
and  the  Board  earnestly  calls  the  attention  of  the  public  and  of  tlje 
railroad  companies  to  the  suggestions  there  made,  the  importance  of 
which  is  emphasized  by  this  accident ;  and,  until  the  recommenda- 
tions there  made  are  carried  out,  it  will  from  time  to  time,  and  with 
increasing  frequency,  be  emphasized  by  other  accidents  varied  in 
circumstance,  but  traceable  to  similar  causes. 

At  this  station  there  should  be  a  fence  between  the  tracks,  running 
the  whole  length  of  the  station  platforms  and  a  short  distance  beyond, 
which  fence  should  be  so  constructed  that  it  should  operate  as  an 
effectual  barrier  to  the  passage  of  people  across  the  tracks  on  a  level 
therewith.  A  shelter  should  be  provided  on  the  east  side  of  the  main 
tracks,  and  the  third  track  where  it  runs  through  the  east  side  land- 
ing should  be  taken  up  and  should  be  connected  with  the  main  track 
at  the  south  end  of  the  landing.  As  a  footway  has  been  provided 
from  the  east  side  landing  to  the  adjoining  highway,  an  underground 
passage  or  overhead  bridge  at  the  station  is  not  absolutely  necessary, 
but  would  be  a  great  convenience.  The  passage  of  people  across  the 
tracks  can  be  regulated  by  means  of  a  sliding  gate  in  the  fence 
between  the  tracks,  to  be  opened  at  suitable  times  ;  but  this  arrange- 
ment would  not  remove  all  the  elements  of  danger,  and  is  not  recom- 
mended. An  overhead  footway,  for  which  this  station  is  well 
calculated,  would  be  better ;  but  the  best  arrangement  of  all  would 
be  to  bar  absolutely,  by  a  fence,  all  crossing  of  the  track  on  a  level 
therewith,  and  to  provide  means  of  access  to  the  east  side  landing 
for  carriages  as  well  as  foot  passengers  from  the  adjoining  highway. 
There  are  stations  on  this  and  other  roads  in  the  vicinity  of  Boston 
where  the  necessity  of  similar  improved  arrangements  is  even  greater 
than  at  this  station. 

Improvements  which  conduce  to  safety  will  necessarily  limit  that 
easy  but  dangerous  freedom  to  which  our  people  have  become  accus- 
toiued.  Regard  for  the  safety  of  the  public  demands  that  individuals 
should  suffer  a  limitation  of  the  privilege  of  always  taking  the 
shortest  cut  across  railroad  tracks,  whenever  and  wherever  conveu-

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ience  may  dictate.  Great  metropolitan  railroads  cannot  be  properly 
operated  if  the  tracks  are  used  as  footways,  and  if  express  trains  are 
obliged  to  stop  whenever  the  passengers  from  an  accommodation 
train  desire  to  cross. 

There  were  gates  on  the  platforms  of  one  of  the  cars  of  the  out- 
going train,  but  they  were  not  closed  ;  and  it  would  have  been  useless 
to  close  them,  since  any  person  desiring  to  leave  the  train  on  the 
wrong  side  would  only  have  been  obliged  to  cross  to  the  adjoining 
platform  of  the  next  car.  If  there  had  been  gates  on  all  the  cars  of 
the  train,  and  they  had  been  closed  on  the  side  next  to  the  inward 
track,  this  accident  would  have  been  avoided.  The  Board  has  hereto- 
fore on  several  occasions  recommended  the  adoption  of  platform 
gates,  and  that  recommendation  is  renewed.

Fatal  Accident  to  Frederick  H.  Lorey,  on  the  West  End 
Street  Railway's  Tracks,  on  May  27,  1889. 

Hearing,  May  29,  1889.     For  the  railroad  company,  E.  O.  Shepard. 

It  appeared  that  Mr.  Lorey,  with  one  or  two  bundles  in  his  right 
hand  or  under  his  right  arm,  at  about  a  quarter  past  six  on  the  after- 
noon of  the  27th  of  May,  1889,  at  the  corner  of  Cambridge  and 
Blossom  streets,  attempted  to  board  an  outgoing  train,  consisting  of 
three  cars,  one  being  the  electric  motor  car  and  the  other  two  being 
open  cars  of  the  ordinary  pattern.  He  approached  the  cars  from  the 
right  or  north  side.  He  may  have  given  a  signal  for  the  cars  to  stop  ; 
but  the  driver  of  the  electric  car  and  the  driver  of  the  second  car  tes- 
tified that  they  saw  no  signal,  and  the  conductors  on  all  the  cars  were 
engaged  in  taking  fares.  The  driver  of  the  third  car  saw  Mr. 
Lorey  as  he  was  leaving  the  sidewalk,  and  supposed  that  it  was  his 
intention  to  board  the  last  car ;  but  Mr.  Lorey  apparently  changed 
his  mind  and  decided  to  get  onto  the  middle  car.  He  jumped  onto 
the  running  board,  and,  having  bundles  under  his  right  arm,  he  with 
his  left  hand  caught  hold  of  the  rail  on  the  rear  dasher  of  the  car. 
Being  in  this  position,  his  left  arm  was  of  little  service  ;  and,  his 
momentum  not  being  sufficient,  he  lost  his  balance  and  swung  round 
and  back,  still  holding  onto  the  dasher  with  his  left  hand,  until  his 
whole  weight  came  upon  that  hand,  when  he  lost  his  hold  and  fell 
across  the  track  directly  in  front  of  the  third  car,  the  forward  wheel 
of  which  passed  over  him,  and  b}'  the  wheel  and  the  brake  rods  he 
was  fatally  injured.  The  car  was  thrown  from  the  track  to  the  right, 
and,  in  order  to  remove  him  from  beneath  it,  it  was  necessary  to  lift 
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the  car.  He  lived  only  a  short  time.  As  soon  as  the  driver  of  the 
third  car  saw  that  Mr.  Lorey  had  lost  his  balance,  he  rang  the  bell 
for  the  cars  to  stop.  His  signal  on  the  bell  was  forwarded  by  the 
driver  of  the  second  car  to  the  driver  of  the  electric  car,  apparently 
without  delay,  and  the  cars  were  brought  to  a  standstill  within  a  (^s- 
tance  of  twelve  or  fifteen  feet,  the  rear  car  having  but  just  cleared 
the  crossing  at  Blossom  Street.  The  cars  were,  in  fact,  stopped  as 
soon  as  they  could  have  been  stopped  without  blocking  the  entrance 
to  Blossom  Street.  At  the  time  when  Mr.  Lorey  tried  to  board  the  cars, 
it  appeared  that  they  were  going  between  four  and  six  miles  an  hour. 

The  object  of  investigations  by  this  Board  is  not  to  determine  lia- 
bility for  damages,  but  to  discover  whether  similar  accidents  are 
liliely  to  occur  again,  and,  if  so,  to  suggest  such  precautions  as  should 
be  taken.  If  such  trains  are  to  be  run,  it  seems  clear  that  the  pres- 
ent safeguards  are  insufficient  and  unsatisfactory.  In  the  first  place, 
there  should  be  a  continuous  bell  cord  running  from  the  rear  end  of 
the  rear  car  to  the  front  platform  of  the  first  car.  The  delay  in  trans- 
mitting the  signal  by  the  driver  of  the  second  car  to  the  driver  of 
the  motor  car  is  a  source  of  unnecessary  danger,  and  should  be  cor- 
rected without  delay. 

When  cars  are  run  separately,  if  a  person  loses  his  balance  in 
trying  to  board  a  car,  or  if  he  is  pushed  off  the  platform  or  the  run- 
ning board,  he  would  generally  receive  no  injury  except  from  the 
concussion  of  the  fall ;  but  if  a  person  falls  from  the  platform  or 
running  board  of  a  car  in  a  train,  there  is  the  most  grave  danger 
that  he  will  be  struck  and  mutilated  by  the  car  in  the  rear.  The 
Board  has  already,  by  repeated  recommendations,  advised  the  com- 
pany that  the  safety  of  the  public  demands  that  the  electric  cars 
should  be  furnished  with  complete  and  effective  fenders  surrounding 
the  cars  on  all  sides,  so  that  a  person  falling  in  front  of  such  a  car 
or  at  its  side  would  be  pushed  aside  by  the  fender,  and  thus  be 
saved  from  being  crushed  under  the  car.  The  Board  once  more 
renews  that  recommendation,  and  extends  its  application  to  all  -cars 
used  as  tow  cars.  The  fenders  should  be  applied  with  the  utmost 
expedition  possible.  In  fact,  so  great  is  the  danger  and  so  serious 
the  nature  of  the  accident  in  case  a  person  falls  from  a  leading  car 
in  a  train  of  two  or  more,  that  considerations  of  economy  as  well 
as  of  humanity  demand  immediate  action.  But,  whatever  true 
economy  may  dictate,  there  is  no  question  that  the  present  practice 
is  unnecessarily  dangerous,  is  definitely  bad,  and  that  it  ought  not 
to  be  continued.

WHISTLING   OF   LOCOMOTIVES. 

The  Petition  of  E.  H.  "SYade  and  Maxy  Other  Citizens  of 
Northampton  that  the  sounding  of  Whistles  for  Grade 
Crossings  on  the  Various  Railroad  Lines  running  through 
Said  City  may  be  forbidden  or  regulated. 

Hearing  at  Northampton,  Monday,  Jan.  28,  1889.  For  the  Con- 
necticut River  Raih-oad,  Mr.  N.  A.  Leonard,  president  of  the  road  ; 
for  the  New  Haven  &  Northampton  Raih-oad,  Mr.  C.  N.  Yeamans ; 
for  the  Massachusetts  Central  Raih'oad,  Enos  Parsons,  Esq. 

In  the  heart  of  the  city  of  Northampton  there  are  seven  im- 
portant grade  crossings.  The  stations  for  the  Connecticut  River, 
the  New  Yorlf,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  and  the  Central  Massa- 
chusetts railroads  are  on  the  south  side  of  Main  Street,  and  there 
are  freight  yards  on  each  side  of  said  street.  There  is  no  question 
that  the  whistling  is  frequent,  and  that  it  is  a  decided  nuisance. 
The  only  question  is,  as  to  how  far  it  is  safe  and  proper  for  this 
Board  to  forbid  or  limit  whistling  for  such  crossings,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  334  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1885.  A  careful 
examination  on  the  premises  of  the  conditions  existing  at  the  various 
crossings  leads  the  Board  to  the  conclusion  that,  without  unreason- 
ably increasing  the  danger,  it  may  and  it  does  hereby  forbid  whistling 
for  the  Edwards  Street  and  the  South  Street  crossings,  and  also  for 
the  Main  Street  crossing' for  such  trains  going  north  as  stop  at  the 
stations  before  reaching  said  crossing. 

At  the  hearing  it  appeared  that  there  was  an  unnecessary  amount 
of  whistling  for  the  convenience  of  employees  within  the  limits  of 
the  city,  and  that  a  great  deal  of  the  annoyance  felt  by  the  citizens 
is  due  to  this  cause  ;  and,  though  this  matter  is  not  strictly  within 
tlie  scope  of  the  petition,  the  Board  takes  this  opportunity  to  recom- 
mend to  the  railroad  company  that  w^histliug  for  the  convenience 
of  employees,  for  sending  back  or  for  calling  in  flagmen,  and  for 
other  unnecessary  purposes,  be  stopped ;  and,  further,  that  all 
locomotives  used  within  the  limits  of  the  city  shall  be  provided 
with  some  effectual  device  for  preventing  noise  from  the  escape  of 
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steam.  We  recommend  to  the  companies  that  they  take  immediate 
measures  for  carrying  out  the  intent  of  this  order  and  recommenda- 
tion.

On  the  foregoing  petition,  after  notice  to  the  Fitchburg  Railroad 
Company,  and  a  public  hearing,  the  Board  hereby,  for  good  cause 
shown,  forbids  the  sounding  of  whistles  on  the  locomotives  of  said 
company  for  the  Park  Street,  Dane  Street,  Webster  Avenue,  Med- 
ford Street  and  Somerville  Avenue  crossings,  in  said  Somerville  : 
provided,  Jiowever,  that  the  whistles  shall  be  sounded  at  such  cross- 
ings, if,  when  the  engineer  comes  within  view  of  the  same,  he  is 
unable  to  see  that  the  flagman  is  at  his  post  or  that  the  gates  are 
closed  or  are  being  closed,  or  if  for  any  reason  he  deems  that 
there  is  special  occasion  for  whistling.

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HEATING   CARS   BY   STEAM  FROM  THE    LOCOMO- 
TIVE. 

On  the  25th  of  October  the  Board  addressed  a  circular  to  the  several 
railroad  companies  operating  railroads,  containing  the  questions  given 
below,  and  received  the  replies  which  follow,  the  questions  and 
answers  bearing  corresponding  numbers. 

Questions. 
1.-  During  the  coming  winter,  how  many  of  your  cars  are  to  be  heated 
by  steam  from  the  engine  ? 

2.  How  many  by  individual  heaters  or  stoves  ? 

3.  What  kfnds  of  heaters  and  stoves  are  to  be  used,  and  how  many  of 
each  kind  ? 

4.  How  many  cars  have  been  piped  for  heating  by  steam  from  the 
engine  since  the  report  made  to  this  Board  a  year  ago  ? 

5.  How  many  individual  heaters  or  stoves  have  been  purchased  during 
the  past  year?     Specif^^  the  kinds,  and  the  number  of  each  kind. 

6.  How  many  heaters  or  stoves  have  been  sold  or  laid  aside  during  the 
past  year  ? 

7.  On  or  in  how  many  ears,  fitted  for  heating  by  steam  from  the  loco- 
motive, are  individual  heaters  also  to  be  carried  during  the  coming  winter  ? 

8.  What  system  or  systems  of  heating  by  steam  from  the  locomotive 
are  to  be  used  by  yoru'  company  during  the  coming  winter,  and  how  many 
cars  in  each  system? 

9.  How  many  of  your  trains  will  be  run  without  fire  in  any  car  of  the 
train  ?     What  percentage  of  the  whole  number  of  trains  will  be  so  run  ? 

10.  What  do  you  consider  to  be  the  special  advantages  or  disadvantages 
of  heating  by  steam  from  the  locomotive ;  and  do  you  or  do  you  not  esteem 
the  system  of  heating  by  steam  from  the  locomotive,  in  its  present  develop- 
ment, as  preferable  to  that  of  heating  by  individual  heaters  or  stoves  ?

42.  Do  you  place  steam  gauge  in  cars,  and  where  ?  , 

With  few  exceptions,  yes.    In  various  parts  of  car. 

43.  Number  of  thermometers  in  each  car. 

Generally  one.    Some  report  two,  and  a  few  none. 

44.  Auxiliary  (aside  from  Baker  heaters  and  stoves)  as  follows :  — 

Connecticut  River  Railroad,  Emerson  system,  auxiliary  boiler  under  four  cars. 
Feed  from  under  car,  and  through  trap-door.     Hard  coal. 

Chicago,  Santa  F6  &  California,  Houston  system,  reports  auxiliiry  heater  in 
end  of  car,  which  takes  care  of  the  condensation,  and  is  ready  for  use  any  time 
when  engine  is  detached.

58.  Does  water  lodge  in  bend  of  hose  ? 

Water  does  not  lodge  in  couplings  or  in  bend  of  hose,  when  in  operation,  as 
steam  carries  it  out.    No  trouble  reported  from  freezing,  if  properly  blown  out. 

59.  Do  you  have  a  special  system  of  ventilation? 

No  system  of  ventilation  reported  other  than  ventilators  in  deck,  end  transom 
ventilators,  and  tilting  windows.

7.  How  many  facing-points  have  you  on  your  double-track  road,  classify- 
ing them  according  as  they  are  facing-points  for  branches,  for  sidings,  for 
cross-overs  ?

77.  (Part  of  those  noted  as  covered  by  ball  targets  are  also  in  electric 
signal  circuit.)  Protected  by  block  signals,  11^  miles  of  double  track  and 
101  miles  of  one  track,  the  east-bound  between  Ashburnham  Junction  and 
Fitchburg  On  the  111  miles  double  track  between  Grand  Junction  cross- 
ing and  Roberts  station,  the  disc  signal  is  used,  ojjerated  by  clockwork  con- 
trolled by  electric  current,  track  circuit.  On  the  east-bound  track  noted 
above,  semaphore  signals,  operated  by  compressed  air,  controlled  by  electric 
current,  track  circuit.  Outside  of  block  signals,  the  tracks  at  and  near 
several  stations,  with  the  switches  at  those  stations,  are  protected  by  auto- 
matic electric  disc  signals  of  same  character  as  those  on  east  end  of  road, 
noted  above,  as  follows  :  Charlestown,  Stony  Brook,  Concord,  South  Acton, 
West  Acton,  Shirley,  Fitchburg,  Royalston,  Miller's  Falls.

The  following  reply  to  the  circular  was  received  after  the  Report 
was  in  type  :  — 

Boston  &  Maine  Railroad,  General  Manager's  Office, 

Boston,  Feb.  18,  1890. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  20  Beacon  St. 
Bosto7i. 

Gentlemen  :  —  Referring  to  3-our  circular  of  Dec.  6,  1889,  which  I  herein 
enclose,  will  say,  in  answer  to  your  first  interrogatory,  that  on  all  our 
freight  trains  run  upon  our  double-track  road,  on  which  we  haul  from 
twenty-five  to  forty  cars,  we  run  a  conductor  and  three  brakemen.  We 
run  this  same  number  upon  iinportant  branches  where  we  are  able  to  draw 
from  twenty-five  to  forty  ears,  but  on  short  branches  like  the  West  Ames- 
bury  branch,  the  branch  from  Haverhill  to  Georgetown,  we  run  a  conductor 
and  two  brakemen,  the  trains  being  very  short,  and  having  on  them  only  a 
small  number  of  cars. 

Second.  On  our  Central  Massachusetts  Railroad,  where  we  are  compelled, 
on  account  of  the  structures  over  which  we  run,  to  run  light  power,  and 
consequently  run  a  small  number  of  cars,  we  use  a  conductor  and  two 
brakemen.  Our  night  freight  on  the  Central  Massachusetts  Railroad  runs 
frf)m  Boston  to  Ware  with  from  twelve  to  fourteen  cars,  and  we  use  therton 
a  conductor  and  two  brakemen  as  far  as  Ware.  When  we  arrive  at  Ware, 
we  make  that  train  a  mixed  one  from  Ware  to  Northampton,  and  there  run 
a  conductor  and  three  brakemen,  the  average  number  of  cars  being  from 
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sixteen  to  eighteen.  As  this  is  all  through  freight  and  no  way  work  to  do, 
we  consider  this  a  sufficient  force.  On  our  milk  trains  running  from  Hills- 
borough to  Boston,  we  run  a  conductor,  and  have  a  regular  agreement  with 
Mr.  Whiting,  who  owns  the  milk  hauled  on  the  train,  that  his  men  shall 
operate  as  brakemen.  He  runs  two  men  upon  this  train.  We  therefore 
run  a  conductor  and  two  brakemen  on  four  cars,  and  the  cars  are  equipped 
with  Westinghouse  automatic  brakes.  We  have  been  running  lately,  from 
Lowell  to  Wilmington  Junction,  switching  engines  with  a  switching  crew 
from  the  Lowell  yard,  to  take  cars  down  to  Wilmington  to  set  them  off  on 
side-track  to  get  them  out  of  the  Lowell  yard.  This  can  hardly  be  said,  how- 
ever, to  be  a  regular  train  service. 

Third.  We  have  some  minors  in  our  employ,  I  know  not  how  many. 
They  are  employed  as  water-boys,  and  from  water-boys  they  become  brake- 
men,  from  brakemen  become  baggage  masters,  and  from  baggage  masters 
become  conductors  ;  they  become  of  age,  however,  long  before  they  arrive 
at  the  position  of  baggage  masters.  This  class  of  help,  who  commence 
young  in  the  business,  make  the  very  best  men  we  can  employ.  They  learn 
their  business  young,  and  are  smart,  active,  and  very  efficient. 

Fourth.  We  give  minors  the  same  instructions  we  give  older  men,  and 
take  no  special  precaution.  In  most  cases  they  learn  our  rules  and  remem- 
ber them  very  much  better  than  older  men. 

Fifth  Our  standard  in  regard  to  the  minimum  distance  of  bridge  abut- 
ments from  rail  is  3|  feet. 

Sixth.  There  are  25  exceptions,  bridge  abutments,  bridge  guard  posts, 
fences  and  water  spouts. 

Seventh.  We  have  19  facing-points  on  double-track  road  by  which  to 
reach  branches,  140  by  which  we  reach  sidings,  and  183  by  which  we  reach 
cross-over  tracks. 

Eighth.  These  facing-points  are  protected  by  signals  :  interlocking,  25  ; 
ball  signals,  15 ;  and  all  are  i^rotected  by  targets  on  the  switches. 

Mnth.  We  have  25  sidings  protected  with  throw-off  points  ;  of  these,  17 
are  interlocked  with  switch  on  the  main  line. 

Tenth.  The  portions  of  our  road  protected  by  block  signals  are  :  Boston 
to  Salem,  Hall  signal ;  Salem  to  North  Beverly,  Union  signal ;  Boston  to 
Somerville  Centre,  Union  signal. 

Eleventh.  The  places  outside  of  block  system  protected  by  special  elec- 
tric signals  are :  Lowell  Junction,  Arlington,  West  Somerville,  Mystic 
Station,  Walnut  Hill,  North  Woburn  and  Worcester  Viaduct,  Union  electric 
signals ;  Melrose,  Bradford  and  Haverhill,  also  Sterling  Junction,  Gould- 
Tisdale  signals ;  Somerville  Centre  and  College  Hill,  Hall  signals. 

This,  I  believe,  answers  all  the  interrogatories  in  your  circular.

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APPLIANCES   FOR   SAFETY   OF   EMPLOYEES. 

The  following  circular  was  received  from  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  :  — 

Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  Washington,  May  17,  1889. 

Geo.  G.  Crocker,  Esq ,  Bailroad  Co'inmissioner,  Boston,  Mass. 

Dear  Sir:  —  The  large  number  of  accidents  to  employees  and  pas- 
sengers, occurring  on  the  railroads  of  this  country,  and  the  public  belief 
that  a  great  part  of  these  might  be  avoided  by  the  use  of  proper  appli- 
ances, have  led  many  States  to  make  the  mechanical  features  of  railroad 
working  the  subject  of  statutoiy  regulation.  It  is  well  known,  however, 
that,  in  respect  to  some  at  least  of  these  features,  the  conditions  are  such 
that  regulation,  if  attempted,  can  neither  secm'e  adequate  benefit  to  the 
public  nor  be  just  to  the  railroads  themselves,  unless  it  be  vmiform  over 
the  whole  country.  In  view  of  this  fact,  and  of  the  request  of  the  Rail- 
road Commissioners  of  the  country,  as  embodied  in  a  resolution  adopted 
at  their  recent  convention,  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  desires  to 
call  out  as  full  information  and  discussion  as  possible  upon  the  question 
of  federal  regulation  of  safety  appliances  on  railroads.  The  following 
matters  seem  to  be  of  special  importance,  but  it  is  not  intended  to  restrict 
the  discussion  to  them  :  — 

1.  The  history  in  each  State  of  safety-appliance  legislation.  How  far 
such  legislation  has  been  enforced.  What  have  been  the  means  used  to 
enforce  it.  What  obstacles  have  been  met  with.  What  the  general  eflfect 
has  been. 

2.  What  is  the  present  condition  regardmg  automatic  couplers.  What 
prospect  there  is  of  a  uniform  and  safe  coupler  coming  into  use.  What 
progress  the  standard  coupler,  adopted  by  the  Master  Car  Builders'  Asso- 
ciation, is  making,  and  what  is  the  attitude  of  railroads  towards  it 

8.  What  progress  there  is  in  the  use  of  train-brakes  on  freight  cars. 
Whether  such  progress  is  satisfactory,  viewed  as  a  means  of  greater  safety 
to  train  men.  To  what  extent  freight  trains  are  run  without  the  necessity* 
of  brakemen  traversing  the  tops  of  cars. 

4.  What  is  being  done  to  introduce  safer  methods  of  heating  and  light- 
ing passenger  cars. 

5.  What  is  the  state  of  affairs  respecting  other  safety  devices. 

6.  AYhether  legislation  looking  to  federal  regulation  of  these  matters 
or  any  of  them  is  desirable,  and  what  the  reasons  are  for  and  against  such 
reoulation. 
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7.  What  such  federal  legislation,  if  any  be  desirable,  should  attempt  to 
accomplish  in  regard  to  couplers ;  in  regard  to  train-brakes ;  in  regard  to 
car  heating  and  lighting ;  in  regard  to  other  matters  What  its  provisions 
should  be  upon  each  of  these  ])oints. 

8.  If  federal  legislation  be  expedient,  what  special  administrative 
agencies,  if  any,  should  be  provided  to  carry  it  out.  Whether  federal 
inspection  should  be  attempted,  and  to  what  extent  and  how  Whether 
a  board  should  be  created,  after  the  analogy  of  the  steamboat  inspection 
service.  If  so,  how  such  a  board  should  be  constituted  in  regard  to  the 
number  and  character  of  its  members  ;  what  its  powers  and  duties  should 
be ;  what  its  connection  with  other  branches  of  administration. 

The  commission  believe  that  justice  to  railroad  employees  and  to  all 
others  concerned  requires  that  this  matter  receive  thorough  consideration, 
and  trusts  that  you  will  be  able  to  give  it  immediate  and  careful  attention.

Gentlemen  :  —  Your  circular,  relating  to  federal  regulation  of  safety 
appliances,  was  duly  received,  and  this  Board  regrets  that  its  response 
should  have  been  so  long  delayed.  In  March,  1888,  this  Board  sent 
to  each  of  the  Senators  and  Representatives  from  this  State  a  letter, 
of  which  the  following  is  a  copy  :  — 

To  the  Honorable  Senators  and  Representatioes  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts 
in  Congr'css  assembled. 

Gentlemen: — In  the  United  States,  thousands  of  men  every  year  are 
killed  or  injured  in  coupling  or  uncoupling  freight  cars.  During  the  past 
year  the  casualties  from  this  cause  in  our  State  alone  were  one  hmidred  and 
twenty-two,  of  which  eleven  resulted  in  death.  This  loss  of  life  and  limb  can 
be  prevented  by  the  use  of  uniform  automatic  couplers ;  but,  as  the  freight 
traffic  is  pi'incipally  interstate  traffic,  attempts  on  the  part  of  individual  States 
to  secure  uniformity  within  their  respective  jurisdictions  would  probably 
result  in  conflict  and  failure.  While  the  desired  end  may  be  accomplished 
in  time,  without  congressional  action,  delay  means  further  unnecessary 
mutilation  and  loss  of  life.  This  subject  is  believed  to  be  within  the  pro^^er 
province  of  Congress,  which  alone  can  deal  with  it  effectually,  and  with 
that  promptness  which  its  importance  demands.  The  action  of  the  Master 
Car  Builders'  Association,  last  year,  in  selecting  a  type  of  coupler  as  the 
standard  for  that  association,  has  largely  eliminated  a  serious  difficult}', 
and  has  opened  the  way  for  congressional  action. 

Two  other  subjects  of  a  similar  nature  demand  your  consideration.  The 
total  number  of  brakemen  injured  in  handling  the  brakes  on  freight  cars  is 
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somewhat  smaller  than  the  number  of  those  injured  in  coupling  and 
uncoupling,  but  the  number  of  fatal  accidents  is  much  greater.  Most  of 
these  accidents  can  be  averted  by  the  use  of  train  brakes,  which  have  lately- 
been  perfected  so  that  they  can  be  successfully  used  on  long  trains  of 
freight  cars.  The  success  and  the  growth  of  the  system  of  heating  pas- 
senger cars  from  the  locomotive,  or  other  single  source,  will  be  greatly 
promoted,  if  Congress  will  take  such  action  as  will  insure  the  adoption  of 
some  uniform  steam  coupler. 

We  respectfully  urge  that  you  will  give  the  three  subjects  above  men- 
tioned liberally  of  your  thought  and  of  your  energies,  to  the  end  that 
Congress  may,  without  unnecessar}^  delay,  refer  them  to  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission,  or  take  such  action  as  may  seem  to  it  advisable. 
We  commend  for  adoption  the  following  draft  of  a  resolution  :  — 

Resolved,  That  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  are  instructed  to 
consider  what  can  be  done  to  prevent  the  loss  of  life  and  limb  in  coupling 
and  uncoupling  freight  cars  used  in  interstate  commerce,  and  in  handling 
the  brakes  of  such  cars ;  and  in  what  way  the  growth  of  the  system  of 
heating  cars  from  the  locomotive,  or  other  single  source,  can  be  promoted  ; 
to  the  end  that  said  commission  \na.y  make  recommendations  in  the  premises 
to  the  various  railroads  within  its  jurisdiction,  and  report  its  doings  to  Con- 
gress, at  an  early  date,  with  such  suggestions  as  to  legislation  on  said  sub- 
jects as  may  seem  to  it  necessary  or  expedient. 

We,  who  have  been  vested  by  the  authority  of  the  State  with  a  commission 
which  imposes  upon  us  a  special  trust  to  promote  the  safety  of  emj)loyees 
and  passengers  on  railroads,  respectfully  press  this  petition,  as  in  duty 
bound,  in  the  name  of  the  multitude  of  those  who  have  sulfered,  and  in 
behalf  of  the  multitude  of  those  who  are  yet  to  suifer,  unless  saved  by  your 
philanthropic  offices.

Whereas,  These  subjects  are  believed  to  be  of  pressing  importance,  and 
within  the  proper  scope  of  the  powers  of  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States,  while  attempts  on  the  part  of  the  individual  States  to  deal  with 
them  have  resulted,  and  must  continue  to  result,  in  conflicting  regula- 
tions,— 

Resolved,  That  we  do  respectfully  and  earnestly  urge  the  Interstate 
Commei'ce  Commission  to  consider  what  can  be  done  to  prevent  the  loss 
of  life  and  limb  in  coupling  and  uncoupling  freight  cars  used  in  interstate 
commerce,  and  in  handling  the  brakes  of  such  cars ;  and  in  what  way  the 
growth  of  the  system  of  heating  passenger  cars  fi'om  the  locomotive  or 
other  single  source  can  be  promoted ;  to  the  end  that  said  commission  may 
make  recommendations  in  the  premises  to  the  various  railroads  within  its 
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jurisdiction,  and  may  make  such  suggestions  as  to  legislation  on  said  sub- 
jects as  may  seem  to  it  necessary  or  expedient. 

The  foregoing  resolution  is  the  one  referred  to  in  your  circular  as 
having  caused  its  issue. 

1.  The  first  inquiry  relates  to  the  history  of  safety- appliance  legis- 
lation. In  this  State  there  are  statute  provisions  requiring  draw 
bridges  to  be  furnished  with  conspicuous  signals ;  that  switches 
shall  be  of  a  kind  approved  in  writing  by  the  Board ;  that  bridge 
guards  approved  by  the  Board  shall  be  maintained ;  that  sign  boards 
shall  be  maintained  at  crossings  of  highways,  and  in  certain  cases 
at  crossings  of  travelled  places  ;  that  gates  shall  be  erected  at  cross- 
ings, when  the  county  commissioners  or  the  railroad  commissioners 
so  request ;  that  good  and  sufficient  brakes  be  attached  to  every  car 
used  for  transportation  of  passengers,  and  to  every  freight  car  except 
four-wheel  freight  cars,  used  only  for  freight ;  that  each  train  shall  be 
equipped  with  certain  tools  for  use  in  case  of  accident,  and  with  such 
other  tools  and  appliances  as  the  Board  may  direct,  and  also  that 
each  passenger  train  shall  be  equipped  with  certain  specified  tools  for 
protection  of  passengers  in  case  of  fire  ;  that  no  passenger  car  shall 
be  lighted  by  naphtha,  nor  by  an  illuminating  oil  or  fluid  made  in  part  of 
naphtha,  or  which  will  ignite  at  a  temperature  of  less  than  three  hun- 
dred degrees  Fahrenheit ;  that  safety  valves  shall  be  provided  with 
appliances  for  deadening  the  sound  ;  that  persons  who  are  called 
upon  to  distinguish  color  signals  shall  be  examined  for  color  blind- 
ness ;  that  locomotive  boilers  shall  be  tested,  in  accordance  with 
regulations  prescribed  by  the  Board ;  that  every  railroad  company 
shall  place  upon  its  freight  cars  constructed  or  purchased  by  it, 
and  upon  every  freight  car  owned  by  it,  of  which  the  coupler  or 
draw  bar  is  repaired  by  it,  such  form  or  forms  of  automatic  or 
other  safety  coupler  at  each  end  thereof  as  the  Board  of  Railroad 
Commissioners  may,  after  examination  and  test,  prescribe  ;  that  the 
Board  may  exempt  a  railroad  from  the  necessity  of  making  a  know- 
nothing  stop  at  a  grade  crossing  with  another  railroad,  providing 
a  system  of  interlocking  automatic  signals  approved  by  the  Board 
is  in  operation  at  such  crossing;  that  frogs,  switches  and  guard 
rails,  with  the  exception  of  guard  rails  on  bridges,  shall  be 
adjusted  or  blocked  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board,  so  as  to 
prevent  the  feet  of  employees  from  being  caught  therein  ;  and  that 
passenger,  mail  and  baggage  cars  shall  be  heated  only  by  such 
methods  of  heating  or  by  such  furnaces  or  heaters  as  may  be 
approved  in  writing  by  the  Board. 

The  legislation  relating  to  safet}^  appliances  has  been  complied 
with   by  the    railroads,  without   the   necessity   of   resorting   to   the 
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pecuniary  penalties  which  in  most  cases  are  imposed  bj'  the  statute. 
No  serious  obstacles  have  been  encountered.  The  general  effect 
has  been  salutary.  It  will  be  noticed  that  endorsement  by  the 
Legislature  of  special  patents  has  been  avoided.  The  only  instance 
in  which  a  special  patent  has  been  mentioned  in  the  statute  was  that 
of  the  Tyler  switcli,  aud  by  the  Legislature  of  last  year  that  special 
sanction  was  withdrawn. 

2.  The  condition  of  affairs  in  regard  to  automatic  couplers  is  set 
forth  in  our  report  of  January,  1888,  pages  52  to  55  inclusive,  and 
in  the  I'eport  for  this  year,  pages  2  to  23.  Oar  railroad  companies 
are  not  enthusiastic  over  the  Master  Car  Builders'  standard  type. 
The  automatic  couplers  which  have  been  approved  by  this  Board 
are  the  Janney,  the  Hilliard,  the  Cowell,  the  United  States,  the  Hein, 
the  Boston  Automatic  and  the  Safford.  Most  of  these  were  ap- 
proved before  the  Master  Car  Builders'  Association  made  its  selection. 
The  progress  towards  a  uniform  automatic  coupler  is  not  satisfactory, 
and,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Board,  can  only  be  secured  by  congres- 
sional interference. 

3.  The  progress  in  the  use  of  train  brakes  is  not  satisfactory. 
In  some  few  instances  complete  freight  trains  used  only  for  traffic 
within  the  State  are  provided  with  train  brakes,  and  in  some  other 
eases  a  small  proportion  of  the  cars  on  freight  trains  are  provided 
with  the  Westiughouse  automatic  air  brake  ;  but  generally  freight 
trains  are  only  provided  with  the  old  hand  brake.  With  reference 
to  the  introduction  of  train  brakes,  as  well  as  of  automatic,  uniform 
couplers,  this  Board  deems  that  such  expedition  as  the  gravity  of  the 
case  demands  can  only  be  secured  by  congressional  action. 

4.  A  full  statement  as  to  what  is  being  done  in  this  State  in 
regard  to  heating  and  lighting  passenger  cars  will  be  found  at  the 
beginning  of  the  report  of  the  Board  for  the  current  year. 

5.  The  answer  to  this  question  is  embodied  in  the  answer  to  the 
first  question. 

6.  For  the  reasons  already  stated  or  referred  to,  federal  regula- 
tion of  freight-car  couplers  aud  of  freight-train  brakes  seems  desira- 
ble. The  regulation  of  couplers  for  steam  heating,  thougli  desirable, 
is  not  so  imperative,  and  can  be  more  readily  managed  by  the  com- 
panies forming  connecting  lines  without  federal  interference. 

7.  Federal  legislation  should  impose  upon  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  the  duty  of  prescribing  the  conditions  which  freight-car 
couplers  should  fulfil,  and  should  give  the  Commission  authority  to 
make  such  investigation  as  it  may  deem  necessary,  and  to  employ 
experts  therefor.  The  difficulty  of  decision  has  been  greatly  lessened 
by  the  action  of  the  Master  Car  Builders'  Association  in  selecting  a 
type,  though  in  a  matter  of  such  importance  it   might   be  well   to 
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have  the  question  again  acted  upon  by  that  association.  It  should 
be  provided  by  law,  that,  when  the  commission  has  announced  the 
requirements,  every  railroad  company  doing  an  interstate  business 
shall  place  on  its  freight  cars  thereafter  constructed  or  purchased 
by  it,  and  upon  every  freight  car  owned  by  it,  the  coupler  or  draw 
bar  of  which  is  repaired  by  it,  an  automatic  coupler,  fulfilling  the 
conditions  prescribed  by  the  commission  ;  and  that,  from  and  after 
a  certain  date,  to  be  fixed  by  the  commission,  not  less  than  three 
nor  more  than  five  years  from  the  time  when  the  order  is  issued,  no 
freight  cars  shall  be  used  in  interstate  traffic  unless  they  are  pro^i.ded 
with  automatic  couplers,  fulfilling  the  requirements.  The  conditions 
should  be  so  drawn  as  to  permit  latitude  in  design,  without  sacrificing 
interchangeableness  or  such  uniformity  in  operation  as  may  be  requi- 
site. 

Similar  provisions  of  law  and  corresponding  action  by  the  com- 
mission should  be  taken  with  reference  to  equipping  freight  cars 
with  train  brakes.  The  conditions  which  must  be  fulfilled  should 
be  prescribed  ;  and  the  difficulty  in  determining  the  conditions  will 
not  be  found  to  be  so  great  as  in  the  case  of  couplers. 

Similar  proceedings  might  eventually  be  had  with  reference  to 
steam  couplers  for  heating  trains  ;  but  it  is  at  least  questionable 
whether  the  experience  in  train  heating  has  yet  reached  a  point  which 
will  justify  congressional  regulation. 

8.  It  would  seem  that  a  board  after  the  analogy  of  the  steamboat 
inspection  service  would  be  unnecessary ;  but  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission  might  eventually  be  vested  with  power  to  employ 
inspection  agents.  This  power  would  not  be  requisite  at  first,  as  it 
seems  probable  that  the  commission,  through  the  instrumentality 
of  annual  reports,  could  secure  most,  if  not  all,  the  information 
needed. 

The  foregoing  suggestions  are  respectfully  submitted.

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CONSOLIDATED  DRAFT  OF  STATUTES  WHICH 
EELATE  TO  THE  SEPARATION  OF  GRADES 
AT  EXISTING   GRADE   CROSSINGS. 

Note.  —  In  some  cases  amendments  ave  incorporated  in  the  statutes  whicti  they  amend,  and 
in  such  case  the  portion  of  the  statute  thus  amended  is  printed  in  italics. 

P.  S.,  c.  112,  §  129.  If  a  highway  or  a  townway  and  a  railroad 
cross  each  other,  and  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  the  city  or  the 
selectmen  of  the  town  in  which  the  crossing  is,  or  the  directors  of  a 
railroad  corporation,  are  of  the  opinion  tliat  it  is  necessary  for  the 
security  or  convenience  of  the  public  that  an  alteration  should  be 
made  in  the  crossing,  the  approaches  thereto,  the  location  of. the 
railroad,  highway  or  townwaj^,  or  in  a  bridge  at  the  crossing,  the 
county  commissioners,  or,  in  the  city  of  Boston,  the  Board  of  Mailroad 
Commissioners  (St.  1885,  c.  194,  §  2),  shall. after  due  notice  hear  all 
parties  interested,  and  if  they  decide  that  such  alteration  is  necessary, 
shall  prescribe  the  manner  and  limits  within  which  it  shall  be  made, 
and  shall  forthwith  certify  their  decision  in  the  matter  to  the  parties 
and  also  to  the  Board  [and  if  the  county  commissioners  decide  that 
no  alteration  is  necessary,  the  party  making  the  application  shall  pay 
the  costs  thereof*] . 

1885,  c.  194,  §  1.  The  jurisdiction  given  by  section  one  hundred 
and  twenty-nine  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twelve  of  the  Public 
Statutes  to  county  commissioners  upon  petition,  may  also,  for  the 
separation  of  grades  at  any  level  crossing  of  a  railroad  with  a  highway 
or  townway,  be  assumed  and  exercised  by  them  on  the  petition  in  writ- 
ing signed  by  not  less  than  twenty  legal  voters  of  the  county  wherein 
such  crossing  is  situated  ;  provided,  that  before  final  action  there  shall 
be  a  hearing,  of  which  thirty  days'  notice  shall  be  given  to  each  town, 
city  and  railroad  company  interested,  and  published  not  less  than  two 
weeks  in  some  newspaper  in  the  county  ;  provided,  that  the  power  con- 
ferred upon  the  county  commissioners  by  this  section  shall  not  be  exer- 
cised unless  they  adjudge  and  certify  that  in  their  opinion  the  cost  of 
the  proposed  change  will  not  exceed  three  thousand  dollars,  and  pro- 
vided, that  the  order  of  the  county  commissioners,  made  under  the

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additional  power  hereby  conferred,  shall  not  be  carried  into  effect  if 
it  shall  be  made  to  appear,  to  the  special  commission  provided  for  by 
section  one  hundred  and  thirty-two,  that  the  cost  of  the  change  will 
exceed  the  sum  of  six  thousand  dollars.  And  if  it  be  so  made  to 
appear,  such  special  commission  shall  annul  the  order  of  the  com- 
missioners for  said  change.  If  said  order  is  so  annulled,  the  cost  of 
the  hearing  by  the  special  commissioners  taxed  by  them  and  approved 
by  the  district  attorney,  shall  be  paid  by  the  county. 

St.  1885,  c.  194,  §  2.  The  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  shall 
have  jurisdiction  of  cases  arising  in  the  city  of  Boston,  under  sec- 
tion one  hundred  and  twenty-nine  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twelve 
of  the  Public  Statutes,  either  on  petition  by  the  mayor  and  aldermen 
of  said  city  or  the  directors  of  the  railroad  company  interested ;  and 
such  directors  are  hereby  authorized  to  petition  in  such  cases. 

St.  1882,  c.  135,  §  1.  Any  party  aggrieved  by  the  decision  or 
order  of  the  county  commissioners  in  any  matter  or  proceeding 
arising  under  section  one  hundred  and  twenty-nine  and  section  one 
hundred  and  thirty-eight  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twelve  of  the 
Public  Statutes,  may,  except  tolieyi  such  decision  or  order  directs  a 
separation  of  grades  (St.  1885,  c.  194,  §  6),  appeal  therefrom  to  the 
Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners. 

St.  1882,  c.  135,  §  2.  If  the  county  commissioners  unreasonably 
refuse  or  neglect,  for  sixty  days  after  the  first  day  fixed  for  hear- 
ing the  parties  in  any  such  matter  or  proceeding,  to  announce  a 
decision  thereon,  thereupon  any  party  aggrieved  by  such  refusal  or 
neglect  may  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners. 

St.  1882,  c.  135,  §  3.  An  appeal  shall  be  claimed  by  filing  with 
the  county  commissioners,  within  ten  days  after  making  of  the 
decision  or  order  appealed  from,  or  the  expiration  of  sixty  daj^s  from 
the  first  day  fixed  for  hearing  in  cases  of  refusal  or  neglect,  a  notice 
of  appeal,  and  thereupon  all  proceedings  before  the  county  com- 
missioners in  such  matter  or  proceeding  shall  be  stayed. 

St.  1882,  c.  135,  §  4.  The  appellant,  to  perfect  the  appeal,  shall, 
within  twenty  days  after  the  filing  of  the  notice  of  appeal,  file  with 
the  clerk  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  a  petition  setting 
forth  the  reasons  of  appeal,  and  within  ten  days  after  the  filing  of 
the  petition  cause  a  certified  copy  thereof  to  be  served  upon  the 
county  commissioners.  If  the  appellant  fails  to  perfect  the  appeal 
as  herein  required,  thereupon  proceedings  may  be  had  before  the 
county  commissioners  as  if  no  appeal  had  been  taken.

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St.  1882,  c.  135,  §  6.  The  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  shall, 
in  matters  and  proceedings  to  which  this  act  relates,  have  the  same 
powers  vested  in,  and  perform  the  same  duties  required  of,  the  county 
commissioners  in  like  matters  and  proceedings  ;  and  all  provisions  of 
law  relating  to  hearings  and  determinations  by,  and  decisions  and 
orders  of,  the  county  commissioners  in  such  matters  and  proceedings 
shall  apply  to  hearings  and  determinations  by,  and  decisions  and 
orders  of,  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  in  such  matters  and 
proceedings  under  this  act. 

St.  1882,  c.  135,  §  7.  The  hearings  before  the  Board  of  Railroad 
Commissioners  in  matters  and  proceedings  to  which  this  act  relates 
shall  be  had  in  the  county  where  the  appeal  is  taken,  unless  the 
parties,  in  writing,  otherwise  agree. 

P.  S.,  c.  112,  §  130.  If  the  county  commissioners  decide  that  the 
location  of  the  railroad  or  of  the  highway  or  townway  shall  be  changed, 
land  or  other  property  may  be  taken  therefor,  according  to  the  pro- 
visions of  law  authorizing  the  taking  of  land  by  railroad  corporations 
or  for  highways  or  townways  as  the  case  may  be,  and  all  damages 
occasioned  by  such  taking,  07'  otherwise  (St.  1885,  c.  194,  §  3),  shall 
be  assessed  in  the  manner  provided  in  the  case  of  taking  of  land  by 
railroad  corporations  or  for  highways  or  townways,  respectively. 

P.  S.,  c.  112,  §  131.  A  special  commission  of  three  discreet  per- 
sons, to  be  appointed  as  provided  in  the  following  section,  shall 
determine  which  party  shall  carry  such  decision  into  effect,  and  which 
party  shall  pay  the  charges  and  expenses  of  making  such  alterations 
and  all  future  charges  for  keeping  such  crossing  and  the  approaches 
thereto  in  repair,  as  well  as  the  cost  of  application  to  the  county 
commissioners,  and  of  the  hearing  before  said  special  commission ; 
and  (St.  1885,  c,  194,  §  4)  it  may  apportion  all  such  charges, 
expenses  and  costs  between  the  railroad  corporation  and  the  toivns, 
cities  or  counties  (St.  1887,  c.

The  superior  court,  or  a  justice  thereof,  in 
term-time  or  vacation,  upon  the  application  of  the  county  commis- 
sioners, the  mayor  and  aldermen,  the  selectmen,  or  directors  of  the 
railroad  corporation  for  the  appointment  of  such  commission,  shall 
cause  notice  thereof  to  be  given  to  the  other  parties  interested,  four- 
teen days,  at  least,  before  the  time  (St.  1885,  c.  194,  §  5)  fixed  for 
the  hearing,  and  thereupon  [at  the  term  of  court  held  for  civil  busi- 
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ness  in  the  county  in  which  such  crossing  is  situated*],  after  a 
hearing,  shall  appoint  such  commission,  one  member  of  which  shall 
be  a  member  of  and  designated  by  the  Board.  The  special  com- 
mission shall  meet  as  soon  as  may  be  after  the  members  receive  their 
appointments,  and,  after  notice  to  and  hearing  of  the  parties,  shall 
make  its  award  in  writing  and  return  the  same  into  the  said  court. 

P.  S.,  c.  112,  §  133.  A  party  aggrieved  by  said  award  may, 
within  fourteen  days  after  the  same  is  so  returned,  apply  to  the  court 
for  a  jury  to  revise  and  determine  any  matter  of  fact  found  therein  ; 
and  thereupon  the  court  shall  order  a  trial  by  jury  to  be  had  at  the 
bar  of  the  court,  after  due  notice  to  all  parties  interested  in  the  mat- 
ter of  said  award,  in  the  same  manner  in  which  civil  cases  are  tried 
by  jury.  The  decree  of  the  court  upon  said  award,  or  upon  the 
verdict  of  a  jury,  shall  be  iinal  and  binding ;  and  said  court  shall 
have  jurisdiction  in  equity  to  compel  compliance  therewith,  and  may 
also  issue  and  enforce  such  interlocutory  decrees  and  orders  as  justice 
may  rei^^uire. 

P.  S.,  c.  112,  §  134.  The  party  designated  for  that  duty,  having 
carried  into  effect  the  decision  of  the  county  commissioners,  may 
recover  of  any  other  party  in  an  action  of  contract  the  proportion 
awarded  to  be  paid  by  such  other  party,  with  interest ;  and  if  the 
party  so  designated  unreasonably  neglects  or  refuses  to  carry  the 
decision  into  effect,  any  other  party  affected  by  such  neglect  or 
refusal  may  proceed  to  do  it,  and  may  recover  from  each  or  all 
of  the  others  in  an  action  of  tort  the  proportion  awarded  to  be  paid 
by  them  respectively,  and  from  the  party  so  neglecting  or  refusing, 
all  charges,  expenses  and  costs  occasioned  thereby.

P.  S.,  c.  112,  §  135.  Original  jurisdiction  of  all  questions  touch- 
ing obstructions  to  highways  or  townway s,  caused  by  the  construc- 
tion or  operation  of  railroads,  shall  be  vested  in  the  county 
commissioners  within  their  respective  jurisdictions. 

P.  S.,  c.  112,  §  136.  The  supreme  judicial  court  may,  by  pro- 
ceedings in  equity,  compel  railroad  corporations  to  raise  or  lower  a 
highway  or  townway  when  the  county  commissioners  have  decided 
that  such  raising  or  lowering  is  necessary  for  the  security  of  the  pub- 
lic, and  to  comply  with  the  orders  and  decrees  of  county  commis-

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sioners  in  all  cases  touching  obstructions  to  such  ways  by  railroads  ; 
and  said  court  or  a  justice  thereof,  if  it  is  made  to  appear  in  term- 
time  or  vacation,  upon  the  petition  of  the  mayor  and  aldermen  or 
selectmen  of  a  place,  that  a  corporation  has  excavated  or  altered  a 
highway  or  townway  without  obtaining  the  decree  and  giving  the 
security  required  by  section  one  hundred  and  twenty-one,  or  has 
neglected  for  fifteen  days  to  give  security  as  required  by  section  one 
hundred  and  twenty-seven,  may,  by  injunction  or  other  suitable  proc- 
ess in  equity,  restrain  it  from  entering  upon,  altering,  excavating  or 
crossing  the  way  until  such  decree  is  obtained  or  such  security  is 
given.  Said  court  shall  have  full  equity  jurisdiction  in  case  of  any 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  section  ninety-four,  and  also  in  case  the 
Board  certifies  a  location  before  ascertaining  that  the  authority  and 
consent  required  by  said  section  have  been  obtained,  and  also  in  case 
any  corporation  enters  upon  or  uses  any  land  or  other  property, 
except  for  making  surveys,  before  it  has  duly  filed  its  location  in 
the  county  in  which  such  land  or  other  property  is  situated.

EXTRACT  FROM  LETTER  OF  D.  L.  BARNES,  CON- 
SULTING ENGINEER,  "RAILROAD  GAZETTE." 

First.  Regarding  the  effect  of  grades  on  stopping  of  trains,  the  effect 
can  be  stated  to  be  about  as  follows :  Multiply  the  per  cent,  of  grade  by 
the  length  ef  the  stop  on  the  grade.  This  product  is  the  distance  which  the 
train  falls  on  a  down  grade  or  rises  on  an  up  grade  in  the  length  of 
the  stop.  "  The  length  of  the  stop  "  is  the  distance  from  the  point  where  the 
brakes  are  first  applied  to  the  point  where  the  train  stops.  The  distance 
which  the  train  falls  or  rises  in  the  length  of  the  stop  on  the  grade  during 
the  stop,  multiplied  by  the  weight  of  the  train  in  pounds,  shows  the  number 
of  foot  pounds  of  work  which  are  performed  on  the  train,  either  with  or 
against  the  brakes,  —  against  the  brakes  if  down  grade,  and  assisting  the 
brakes  if  up  grade.  The  fall  or  rise  of  the  train,  as  mentioned  above, 
should  be  measured  in  feet. 

■  If  the  train  be  moved  at  a  known  velocity,  or  a  velocity  which  can  be 
estimated,  the  work  stored  in  the  train  by  reason  of  its  velocity  is  easily 
calculated,  as  follows  :  Square  the  velocity  of  the  train  in  feet  per  second, 
and  divide  by  64.  Multiply  this  quotient  by  the  weight  of  the  train  in 
pounds.  The  result  is  the  foot  pounds  of  work  stored  in  the  train  at  the 
given  velocity.* 

Divide  the  foot  pounds  of  work  either  with  or  against  the  train  brake,  as 
found  above,  by  the  foot  pounds  of  work  stored  in  the  train  as  a  result  of 
its  velocity,  found  as  just  mentioned,  and  the  quotient  will  represent  the 
effect  of  the  grade  upon  the  length  of  the  stop.  This  percentage  of 
"  effect "  will  be  with  the  brakes,  assisting  them  and  reducing  the  length  of 
the  stop,  if  the  train  is  running  up  grade  ;  and  against  them,  increasing  the 
length  of  stop,  if  the  train  is  running  down  grade. 

In  order  to  furnish  data  which  will  enable  one  to  obtain  a  fair  idea  of  the 
proper  length  of  stops  when  the  whole  train  —  that  is,  every  wheel,  includ- 
ing the  drivers,  with  the  exception  of  the  engine  truck  wheels  —  is  fitted 
with  brake  shoes,  proj^erly  applied,  and  all  brake  gear  in  the  best  of  con- 
dition, we  refer  to  the  following  issue  of  the  "Raih'oad  Gazette"  of  the 
year  1887  :  Feb.  18,  page  113  ;  April  15,  page  251 :  May  20,  page  336  ;  May

Second.  Regarding  the  effect  of  wet  rails  on  the  length  of  stops.  In  the 
references  mentioned  in  the  foregoing,  some  idea  is  given  of  what  should 
be  considered  as  the  length  of  an  emergency  stop  under  the  best  conditions) 
which  may  be  stated  to  be  those  which  exist  when  the  rails  are  dry  and 
have  been  sanded  by  the  opening  of  the  sand-box  on  the  locomotive 
immediately  after  the  brakes  were  applied.  It  may  be  assumed  that  the 
friction  of  brake  shoes  on  wheels  is  affected  by  the  conditions  of  *the  rail 
and  weather,  in  a  degree  not  unlike  the  effect  on  the  friction  between  the 
rail  and  driving  tire  of  the  locomotive  under  the  same  conditions.  The 
effect  of  the  weather  and  rail  conditions  on  the  coefficient  of  friction 
between  the  rail  and  tire,  caused  by  the  condition  of  the  rail,  may  be  stated 
as  follows :  —

Divide  the  length  of  the  stop  under  the  best  conditions,  as  given  in  the 
references  above  referred  to,  for  the  "  Railroad  Gazette,"  by  the  per  cent. 
in  the  above  table  opposite  the  conditions  of  the  case  in  question,  remem- 
bering always  that  in  such  division  the  decimal  point  should  be  placed  in 
front  of  the  figures  representing  the  per  cent.  Thus  the  50  in  the  above 
table  should  be  written  .50. 

Third.  Regarding  the  use  of  the  driver  brake.  The  weight  on  the 
wheels  of  the  trains  which  have  brakes  upon  them  is  called  the  braked 
weight ;  the  weight  on  those  wheels  which  are  not  supplied  with  brakes  is 
called  the  unbraked  weight.  The  ratio  of  the  unbraked  to  the  braked 
weight  in  a  train  is  the  same,  or  nearly  the  same,  as  the  ratio  of  the  length 
of  the  stop  with  all  wheels  braked  to  the  length  of  the  stop  with  a  portion 
of  the  wheels  braked ;  that  is,  if  two  trains  of  equal  weight  are  stopped 
under  similar  conditions,  except  that  one  has  all  of  the  wheels  braked  and 
the  other  only  fifty  per  cent.,  for  instance,  then  the  length  of  the  stop  with 
the  partially  braked  train  will  be  twice  as  long  as  that  of  the  train  fully 
braked.

Dear  Sir: — In  answer  to  the  questions  propounded  in  your  letters  of 
April  30  and  May  2,  we  would  say,  better  braking  power  would  have  been 
liad  in  case  of  using  the  emergency  brake  ;  but,  after  a  service  application 
had  been  made  to  the  extent  of  ten  pounds  in  the  train  pipe,  the  benefit  in 
the  waj*  of  additional  pressure  in  the  cylinder  would  not  hare  been  worth 
considering.  If  the  engineer  had  used  sand,  the  wheels,  instead  of  sliding, 
might  have  continued  revolving  for  a  season ;  but,  if  sufficient  power  was 
applied,  they  would  have  also  slid  on  sand.  The  difference  between  brak- 
ing on  sand  and  braking  with  wheels  revolving  without  sand  is  not  very 
great.  The  difference  in  braking  with  the  wheels  sliding  or  with  them 
revolving  is  considerably  in  favor  of  the  latter,  if  the  proper  amount  of 
braking  force  is  applied ;  so  that  no  beneficial  effect  by  way  of  pressure 
would  have  occurred  in  attempting  to  make  the  emergency  application 
after  the  service  reduction  of  ten  pounds  pressure  had  been  made,  but 
there  is  an  element  of  time  entering  into  the  problem  that  was  of  the 
utmost  importance.  We  made  some  tests  yesterday  to  determine  at  what 
reduction  of  pressure  in  the  train  pipe  we  lost  the  benefit  of  the  quick 
action.  With  70  pounds  pressure  in  the  auxiliary  reservoirs,  and  reducing 
gradually  by  a  service  application,  a  pressure  of  47  to  48  pounds  is  had  in 
the  brake  cylindei'.  By  an  emei'gency  application  under  the  same  condi- 
tions, we  had  58  to  59  pounds.  If,  however,  in  making  a  service  application 
of  the  brakes,  we  reduce  the  train  pipe  pressure  10  pounds,  we  get  about 
17  pounds  pressure  in  the  cj'linder.  Then,  without  releasing  the  brake,  if 
we  push  the  handle  to  the  emergency  position  we  get  about  50  pounds  in 
the  cylinder;  showing  that,  under  these  conditions,  we  get  two  or  three 
pounds  additional  pressure  in  the  train  pipe  from  this  movement,  so  that 
the  effect  of  the  quick-action  brake  is  about  lost  w^hen  the  pressure  in  the 
train  pipe  has  been  reduced  10  pounds.  The  difference  of  two  or  three 
pounds  under  these  conditions  would  not  add  materially  to  the  braking 
effect.  An  element  of  time,  however,  enters  into  the  problem  under  these 
conditions.  If  we  make  a  service  reduction  of  10  pounds,  and  then,  after 
an  interval,  make  a  sufiicient  further  reduction  to  get  the  maximum  pressure 
in  the  brake  cylinder,  it  w'ill  require  about  six  seconds  from  the  time  of 
making  the  application  until  the  maximum  pressure  has  been  reached 
on  the  eighth  car  from  the  engine.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  we  reduce  10 
pounds  pressure  in  the  train  pipe  by  making  a  service  application,  getting 
17  pounds  or  thereabouts  in  the  cylinder,  and  then  push  the  handle  to  the 
emergency  position,  we  get  a  maximum  effect  or  pressure  on  the  brake 
piston  in  about  one  and  one-half  seconds,  in  which  the  brakes  would  be 
applied  earlier  under  these  conditions  by  four  and  one-half  seconds  than 
by  a  gradual  reduction  of  air  to  the  full  effect  after  having  made  the  pre- 
liminary application.  It  would  have  been  suicidal  for  the  engineer,  under 
these  conditions,  with  the  wheels  locked  and  sliding,  to  release  his  brakes 
to  recharge  the  reservoirs,  and  again  apply  the  brakes.    The  great  distance 
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rvin  without  stopping,  after  the  danger  signal  had  been  given,  would  indi- 
cate that  the  braking  power  on  the  train  was  very  deficient  indeed,  and 
will  doubtless  bring  about  a  realization  of  the  necessity  for  brakes  upon 
all  wheels  of  a  train,  including  drivers.  We  would  be  glad  to  have,  at 
the  earliest  possible  date,  the  dimensions  of  the  levers  used  under  the  cars 
and  tender ;  the  number  of  cars  with  four-wheel  trucks  and  with  six-wheel 
trucks,  and  the  weight  of  each ;  also  the  weight  of  engine  on  drivers  and 
on  truck  ;  and  the  weight  of  the  tender,  including  the  amount  of  coal  and 
water  on  it  at  the  time  of  the  accident.  We  will  then  prepare  a  statement 
showing  the  ratio  of  braking  power  to  the  train  weight.

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Eeport  of  Accidents  on  the  Boston  &  Albany  Kailroad  in  the  State 
OF  Massachusetts,  for  the  Year  1888-89. 

July  1,  1888.  —  John  Kennedy  of  North  Brookfield,  while  driving  over  second 
crossing  east  of  Brookfield  in  a  covered  buggy,  was  struck  by  passenger  train 
No.  5,  and  had  his  leg  broken  and  was  otherwise  bruised.  Whistle  was 
sounded  and  bell  rung. 

July  4^.  — John  Hammond  of  Newton  jumped  from  train  No.  190  at  Allston, 
opposite  B.  &,  A.  shops,  to  get  a  friend's  hat,  and  fell  and  was  badly  scratched. 

July  5.  —  E.  Canfpbell,  freight  brakeman,  was  on  top  of  a  car  loaded  with 
fish  plates,  and  as  train  was  pulling  ofi"  from  upper  end  of  New  Fill  at  AVest- 
borough,  car  jumped  the  track  and  turned  over.

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Statement  of  Each  Accident  in  Massachusetts  for  the  Year  ending 
June  30,  1889,  as  reported  to  the  Railroad  Commissioners. 

July  3,  1888.  —  At  Charlestown,  Malcolm  Cambell,  tlie  driver  of  a  team  of 
lumber,  got  his  team  stalled  on  Austin  Street  crossing,  and  on  the  approach 
of  a  train  jumped  oif,  and  in  some  unknown  manner  fractured  his  ribs. 

July  3.  —  At  Worcester,  John  Yough,  a  passenger,  came  out  of  the  cars 
after  the  train  had  started  from  Lincoln  Square,  and  persisted  in  jumping 
ofi",  and  fell  on  the  pavement,  receiving  a  scalp  wound. 

July  4.  —  At  Salem,  John  McDermott,  a  trespasser,  got  upon  the  forward 
end  of  a  baggage  car  in  a  train  just  as  it  had  started,  and  fell,  and  was  run 
over  by  the  wheels  of  the  train,  receiving  injuries  of  which  he  soon  after- 
wards died. 

July  4.  —  At  Georgetown,  J.  G.  Austin,  a  passenger  in  a  train,  was  struck 
by  the  parting  of  the  bell-rope  when  a  car  was  being  set  ofl",  receiving  a  cut 
in  the  nose,  and  having  both  eyes  blacked. 

July  4.  —  At  Salem,  Alfred  Parker,  a  trespasser,  walking  on  the  tracks  in 
the  yard,  was  struck  by  engine  of  a  passing  train,  receiving  severe  cuts  and 
bruises. 

July  A:.  —  At  Cambridge,  Michael  Hardy,  freight  brakeman,  had  his  finger 
split  while  coupling  cars  in  the  yard. 

July  4.  —  At  T^'iigsbo rough,  C.  Buckley,  a  passenger,  jumped  from  express 
train  while  in  rapid  motion,  and  was  cut  about  the  head. 

July  5.  —  At  Mystic  River,  James  Haggerty,  a  passenger,  sitting  on  a  car 
in  a  moving  train,  fell  ofl'  at  a  bridge  curve,  and  was  badly  bruised. 

July  5.  —  At  Saugus  River  Junction,  Joseph  Costello,  a  trespasser,  walking 
on  the  bridge  over  Saugus  River,  was  struck  by  a  passing  train,  receiving 
bruises  about  the  hips. 

July  5.  —  At  Somerville,  Annie  Maginnis,  a  trespasser,  a  j^oung  girl  of  ten 
years,  ran  across  the  tracks  near  Mystic  bridge,  in  front  of  a  moving  train  on 
the  western  division,  and  ran  directly  into  another  passing  train  on  the  eastern 
division,  and  was  struck  and  killed.

— At  South  Lawrence,  John  Keeland,  a  trespasser,  attempting 
to  board  a  train  after  it  had  started,  fell  under  the  wheels,  which  passed  over 
both  legs. 

November  20.  —  At  Northampton,  Robert  Galley,  an  employee,  coupling  car 
to  engine,  had  his  thumb  jammed. 

November  21.  —  At  Northampton,  C.  H.  Graves,  a  brakeman,  coupling  cars, 
had  his  arm  jammed. 

November  22.  —  At  Lowell,  Frank  Barry,  an  employee,  coupling  cars,  was 
caught  by  the  foot  under  tlie  brake  beam  and  had  it  wrenched.

—  At  Somerville,  T.  W.  Morrill,  a  passenger,  was  cut  on  the 
head  and  neck  by  a  can  of  water  thrown  through  the  car  window.

—  A.  A.  Sweetland,  a  passenger,  while  riding  in  smoking  car 
approaching  East  Boston  tunnel,  got  a  broken  arm  by  putting  it  out  of  car 
window  to  knock  ashes  from  cigar. 

August  30. — M.  W.  Houghton,  an  employee,  while  helping  cut  off  a  car, 
had  bell-cord  slip  through  his  hand,  making  a  bad  flesh  wound. 

September  7.  — E.  F.  Keefe,  a  passenger,  was  thrown  against  platform  hand- 
rail by  quick  stopping  of  train  and  had  thigh  bruised. 

September  23.  '■ —  G.  J.  Casault,  an  employee  (fireman) ,  received  scalp  wound 
caused  by  a  water  tank  spout  coming  in  contact  with  his  head. 

Jan.  15,  1889. — James  Coffron,  a  passenger,  riding  on  platform  or  car 
steps,  fell  from  train  between  Lynn  and  West  Lynn  and  had  both  legs 
crushed,  causing  his  death  the  next  day  at  the  Lynn  hospital. 

February  2.  —  Peter  Dow,  a  trespasser,  while  standing  under  Everett  Street 
bridge.  East  Boston,  near  the  tunnel,  was  struck  by  car  steps  of  a  passing 
train  and  had  left  thigh  fractured. 

April  4.  — William  Chesley,  a  trespasser,  while  walking  on  the  track  between 
Crescent  Beach  and  Revere  Street,  Revere,  was  struck  by  locomotive  of  train 
from  Lynn  and  instantly  killed.

Statement  of  Each  Accident  in  Massachusetts. 

July  16,  1888.  —  Charlestowu  :  John  Sharkej',  employee  in  shop,  was  struck 
by  freight  train  wliile  crossing  tracks  at  the  "know-nothing"  stop.  The 
wlieels  passed  over  his  foot,  badly  crushing  it. 

Jiily  26.  —  Worcester :  A  carriage  containing  Phillip  Gilmore,  Frederick 
Sherby  and  Edward  Quinlan  was  struck  by  engine  on  Thomas  Street  crossing. 
Gilmore  and  Sherby  were  slightly  injured,  the  horse  killed  and  wagon  smashed. 

August  1.  —  Lake  Walden :  Michael  Moline  fell  while  attempting  to  board 
a  moving  train,  and  received  a  large  gash  on  leg  between  thigh  and  knee. 
Injury  not  serious. 

August  4.  —  Orange:  Asa  Phillips,  an  elderly  man  and  deaf,  was  struck  by 
engine  while  walking  the  track,  and  injui'ed  about  the  back  and  head. 

August  10.  —  South  Acton  :  Louis  N.  Finney  and  William  Sauford,  section 
men,  were  struck  by  express  train  while  working  on  track,  and  instantly' 
killed. 

August  19.  —  Charlestown :  William  Fitzgerald,  section  man,  was  struck  by 
locomotive  while  repairing  track,  and  injured  about  the  head  and  back. 

August  24.  —  Waltham  :  Thomas  Carney,  freight  conductor,  fell  between 
cars  while  attempting  to  board  a  moving  train.  One  wheel  passed  over  his 
body,  killing  him  instantly. 

August  25.  —  Concord  Junction  :  Robert  Elliott  was  found  lying  beside  track 
with  both  legs  cut  off.  He  was  taken  to  Massachusetts  General  Hospital,  and 
died  the  next  daj^     It  is  supposed  he  was  stealing  a  ride,  and  fell  off. 

September  1.  — Waltham:  Michael  Kooney,  Avhile  walking  track,  was  struck 
by  locomotive  and  killed. 

September  Z. — Waltham:  William  Kelley,  about  twelve  years  of  age,  fell 
or  was  knockeel  from  steps  of  passenger  train  while  stealing  a  ride,  and  wheel 
passed  over  his  right  ankle.     Right  foot  was  amputated. 

September!. — Fitchburg :  Ernest  L.  Noera,  while  attempting  to  board  a 
moving  passenger  train,  was  struck  by  a  switch  frame,  sustaining  injuries 
about  the  hips. 

September^. — Wendell:  Hiram  Hutchins  fell  while  attempting  to  board  a 
moving  train,  and  had  his  leg  broken  and  head  and  back  bruised. 

September  15. — Athol:  H.  Burnell,  while  attempting  to  board  a  moving 
passenger  train,  fell  and  had  both  legs  cut  off.     Died  Sept.  16. 

September  24:.  —  Greenfield:  Ashton  Griswold  was  struck  by  engine  while 
walking  over  crossing.     Not  seriously  injured. 

September  27. — Boston:  L.  Hammond,  freight  brakeman,  had  his  hand 
caught  between  deadwoods  while  coupling  cars.     Forefinger  was  amputated. 
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October  G. —'Fitchburg :  The  body  of  an  unknown  man  was  found  lying  on 
track  in  freight  yard,  East  Fitchburg,  evidently  run  over  by  some  train. 
Manner  and  cause  of  accident  unknown. 

October  S. — Boston:  A  man  was  struck  by  engine  while  crossing  Boston 
drawbridge,  and  thrown  into  the  river.  The  tide  was  running  out  rapidly,  and 
the  body  disappeared. 

October  13.  —  Somerville  :  Miss  Lydia  Paddock,  an  elderly  lady,  was  struck 
by  engine  while  crossing  track,  and  received  a  bad  wound  on  tlie  liead,  from 
which  she  died. 

October  15.  — Fitchburg:  F.  Cleaves,  freight  brakeman,  had  his  hand  caught 
while  coupling  cars.     Two  fingers  and  part  of  third  were  amputated. 

October  19,. — Charlestown :  Herbert  Dean,  freight  brakeman,  while  coup- 
ling cars,  liad  his  left  hand  caught  between  deadwoods  and  injured. 

October  \^.  —  Boston:  Joseph  Cameron,  freiglit  brakeman,  jumped  from 
a  rapidly  moving  passenger  train  and  struck  against  a  moving  freight  train, 
the  wheels  passing  over  his  legs.  Rigiit  leg  was  amputated  at  thigh,  and  left 
fractured  in  three  places. 

October  2b. — Belmont:  John  Ohearn,  while  walking  the  track,  was  struck 
by  engine  and  instantly  killed. 

October  26.  —  Greenfield  :  W.  M.  McCormiclc,  freight  brakeman,  while  coup- 
ling cars,  had  his  hand  caught  between  deadwoods  and  crushed.  Three  fingers 
were  amputated. 

November  1. — Zoar  :  Joseph  Goodroe,  wliile  walking  on  track,  was  struck 
by  engine  of  express  train  and  instantly  killed. 

November  3.  — Union  Square  :  Mrs.  Edward  Rice  was  struck  by  engine  while 
standing  on  crossing,  and  throwu  down,  her  foot  being  badly  cut  and  head 
bruised. 

November  10. — Littleton:  Frank  Peppard,  freight  brakeman,  stepped  in  fi'ont 
of  a  moving  freight  train  and  was  knocked  down,  wlieel  passing  over  liis  arm. 
He  was  removed  to  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital,  and  died  that  night. 

November  13.  — •  Someiwille  :  A  man  supposed  to  be  Jolm  Griftin  was  struck 
by  train  while  leaning  against  signal  box  close  to  the  track,  and  received  inju- 
ries which  caused  Iiis  death. 

November  15  — North  Adams  :  C.  H.  Livermore,  station  baggage  master  at 
North  Adams,  stepped  in  front  of  passenger  train  and  was  struck  bj^  engine.

Statement  of  Each  Accident  in  Massachusetts. 

July  13,  1888.  —  Henry  Surabian,  while  walking  on  the  track  at  Millbury, 
was  struck  by  a  passenger  train,  and  instantly  killed. 

July  28. — Xavier  Coutois,  while  walking  on  the  track  at  Quinsigamond, 
was  struck  by  a  freight  train,  run  over,  and  fatally  injured. 

July  30. —Henry  Talbot,  freight  brakeman,  while  climbing  up  side  ladder 
on  a  freight  car  at  Worcester,  fell,  and  was  severely  injured. 
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October  15. — William  Eobbins,  freight  brakeman,  while  coupling  cars  at 
Wilkinsonville,  had  his  hand  badly  injured. 

November  26. — Thos.  Spencer,  freight  brakemau,  while  coupling  cars  at 
Worcester,  had  his  arm  caught  and  severely  injured. 

December  14.  —  John  Faulkner,  freight  brakeman,  while  coupling  cars  at 
Uxbridge,  had  his  hand  caught  and  slightly  injured. 

Feb.  5,  1889.  —  William  Murray,  freight  conductor,  fell  from  a  moving 
freight  train  in  Uxbridge,  was  run  over,  and  fatally  injured.

Know  all  jien  by  these  presents,  that  whereas  the  Waltham  &  Newton  Street 
Railway  Company  is  a  corporation  duly  organized  and  doing  business  under  chapter  214 
of  the  Acts  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  for  the  year  1866,  and  chapter  164 
of  the  Acts  of  1868 ;  and

including  a  railway  running  from  Waltham  to  that  part  of  the  city  of  Newton  called 
West  Newton ;  and
